led in his Dominion. And as he had been at 6s& 
ilrangely deprived of the greateil: and mofl: abfo* 
lute Power that ever wj^3, .by a very fmall Party y 
fo now, after a more ^wonderful manner, from an 
Exile, and of mean condition, he became the So« 
vereign Lord of T^hofe that had eje&ed him. All 
therefore that remained in Syr^iufe were miade to 
ferve under a Tyrant, who at the beft was of an 
ungentle Nature, and was then exafperated to a 
greater degree of Savagenels, by the 4ate Misfor- 
tynirs and Calamities he had Aifier'd. Qut T^ofe pf 
the better fort, ai^d fuch as were of Note and £« 
minence, having ximely retired thence to Icetes^ 
who bore fway over the Leontines^ they put them^ 
felv.es under his P;roted:iop, .i^nd chofe Him for 
their Generf][ ip the Way j a PjcrfQn hardly prc- 
fcrablp tp ^ny of Thofe that were open and a? 
vowed Tyrants : Biu th^ had np Qx!jf^px Sanftuar^ 
at prefent, and it gave them fome groi;ind of con- 
fidf^ncCf that he was both of a Syhci^Jifin F;ainiJyi 
una had an Army befiijes abje to encounter That 
of Dfonyjius. In the mean time t^c Carthagifnians 
appear'd before Sicily with a great Navy, watching

fier fclf un entire Lover o^f f Fiscdoni, and the moft 
avcrie from Tyranny^by the twany expend^e Wars 
fhe bad engagM in, not vtp(m the fcore of Empire 
and Avarice, f z) but for the folc Liberty oF 
Greece. Bm fcetes^ who road« it the bufinefi of 
his Command, riot fo -much to deliver the Syracu-^ 
fians from tirficr Tyrants^ as to cnflarc tbcm to 
Himfelf,' carry'd on a Corrcfpondence with the 
Carthaginians m fecret, while in publick he com-* 
mended the Dcfigri of *is Syracufian Clients, and 
difpacch'd AmbaflTadors from Wmfclf, together with 
Thofe which They fent into P'elopenmfus s not tbait 
he really defir'd there Ihould come any Relief 
from thence, 'bpt, in cafe the Cerinthians (as it was 
IHcely enough) {houW, by reafon of the Troubles 
of ijreeve^ apd tfrofe Diyerfi^ns that were given 
them^t home,refufe their Affiftance, he hoped then 
he flipuld be able with left difficulty to difpofe 
god mclinc things for the "Gartbagfman Intereft, 
and fo make ufe of thefe foreign Pretenders, as 
Inftmments and AnxiliaiSes for bimfelf, either a- 
^atnft the Syracujlans^ or their common Enemy 
Dhnifiusj as occafion ferv'd 5 nnd that This was 
what he had in View came to be known foon af- 
ter. In the mean time the Ambailadors being ar-' 
riv'd, and their Reqtieft known, the dfrinthiansy

all their Colonies and Plantations, but dpecialfy 
for That of Syracufe^ fince by good Fortune top 
there wasf nothing to molefl: them in their owti 
Country, but they enjoyed Peace and Lcifure ac 
that little, did readily and with one Accord pals a 
Vote for their Affiftance* The next thing to be 
confidcr'd was the Choice of a Captain for that 
Expedition, and whilfl thC: Magiftrates of their City 
were nominating and propofing feveral- Pcrfonf| 
that had made it their Care and Study to be 
cftecmM among thcm^one of the Plebeians ftanding 
up, happcn'd to iwne ^imoUon^ the Son of ^ima* 
demusy who had not 'till then conccrn'd himfelf in 
publick bufinefS) and had neither any hopes of, 
nor the leaft pretenfion to an Employment of that 
nature ^ infomuch that the thing was thoyght to 
proceed from a divine Inftin^, and that fomc God 
had put ic into the Man's . hearx to mention bimi^ 
fo great Indulgence of Fortune did then imme** 
diately appear at his Ele&ion, and To much of ^her 
Favour did accompany his following AiSifons, as ic 
were on purpofe to recommend his worth, and 
addfome Grace and Ornament to his Perfonal Vir; 
tues. If you regard his Parentage, both (ij 72^ 
modemus his Father, and his. Mother Demarifie^ 
were of a Noble and Illuftrious Rankin that City ^ 
as for himfelf, he was a mighty lover of hisCoun-^ 
try, and one of admirable meeknefs towards aUt^ 
excepting that excream hatred he bore to Tyrants 
and wicked Men. His natural Abilities for the 
"yt^ar were fo happily tempered, and of that ex^ 
cellent and even mixture, that, as a rare and ex- 
traordinary Prudence might be feen in all the En- 
terprizes of his younger years, fo a ftrangc firm- 
nefs of Mind, and the mod undaunted Courage 
did attend him ftill, even to the laft Exploits of

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hii . declining Agc^ He hdd m Elder Brother^ 
whofe Name was Timophanes^ One of a difFerenc 
inake, and every way unlike him, being fodifcrect 
and rafhy and corrupted with a love of Monarchy, 
by the fuggeftioa of fome lewd Friends^ and fo« 
reign SQldiers^ which he kept always about him. 
A) He feem'd to be a Man of Courage, and to 
have a certain FqrcQ and Vehemence in all At* 
tempts, and even to delight in Dangers, whereby 
he took much with the People, and upon that ac- 
count did not only afpire, but was advanced to the 
higheft Charge, as a vigorous and tSc&xvt War- 
rior % for the obtaining of which Offices and 
Promotions, ^mokon did very much affift him, 
eitlicr by wholly concealing, or at Icaft leflcning 
and diminiihing his Errors, at the fame time mag- 
nifying and adorning whatever was commendable 
in him, and fetting off his good Qualities to the 
beft Advantage. It happened once in a Battel of 
the Qorinthians againfl: Thofe of Argos and Ckone^ 
that Itimqieon ferv'd among the Infantry, when 
^mopbanes^ commanding their Cavalry, was 
brought into extraordinary danger, for his Horfc 
being wounded fell forward, and threw him head- 
long amidft the Enemies, whereupon part of his 
Companions were prefently difpers'd through a 
fudden fear, and the fmall number that remained, 
bearing up againfl: a great Multitude, had much 
ado to maintain the Fight, and make any long 
refiftance. As foon therefore as Timoleon was acP 
rertifed of his Danger, he run haftily in to his 
Brother's refcue, and covering the fallen Timopha'- 
pes with his Buckler, after having received abun- 
dance of Darts, and (everal Strokes by the Swords 
4Ptp his Bodv and his Armour, he at length with 
much difficulty obliged the Enemies to retire, aqd

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brought off his Brother alive, and (afe out of that 
defpcratc extreinity. Not long after This the Cc- 
fifithians^ for fear of lofing their City a fecond 
« time, as t^hey ha4 done once before by means of 
their AiTociates^ mad6 a Decree to entertain 400 
Strangers , for the fccurity thereof^ and^ave ^mo* 
fbanes the Command 6vc;r them. He, without any 
regard to Honour and Equity, made ufe of this 
Power fp as to render himfcijF abfolute, and bring 
jthe Place under fubje^ion j and having for that 
purpofe c;ut<>fF many principal Citi:5cns, uncon- 
0emnld, apd without Tryal, th^t were moft likely 
to hinder his De/igu, he declared himfelf King cdf 
Corinlb. This Procedure did infinitely afflift the . 
good 7^mpkon^a$ recl^oning the wickedneifsof fqch 
a Brother to be hi$ own Reproach ^nd Calamity. 
jEle therefore at fijrit endeavour'd to perfiiade him 
hy hi^ Difpourfe tp renounce tbpfe ambitious Mear 
lures, and in time bethiok himfelf how to make 
the Corintpiaps fbmc ajnpnds, and find out an Ex*' 
pedient to jrieipedy and correft the Evils he ha4 
dpne ithepi,. But when his fingle Admonition wasf 
rejeded and cpntemt^^d by him, he makes a (econd 
9nd niore powerful Attempr, taking with him one 
^Jibyfus his Kinfoan, Brother to the Wife c^ 
Jmopb^nes^ and a certain Prophet pr Diviner that 
W.as his Friend, whom Tbeofomfms in His Hiftory 
(rails Satyru^j but J^fb&rus af)d T^m^eus mention itt 
Theirs by the Name of Orthamas. After a few 
Pi^ys then he returns to his Brother with this 
Coippany, all three of them furroundin^ anj 
earnestly importuning him upon the fame Subjeft^ 
thgt now at length he would liften to iober 
Counfel, and ufe Reafon, and be of another .mind. 
But when Ijmopbanes began firit to laugh at the 
^ens Simplicity, and being vehemently prefs*d, 
fell afterwards into a Rage ^nd Indignation againft

fupply ^mokoHj add jointly endeavouf d to haftea .

When the VefTels were equij^edy and his Sol:^ 
diers every way providjcd fipfr^ tbt Female Pciiefts > 
©f Pr^ferpin^ had a Preani or V iJGon, \s^bereinr 
ihe and her Mother C^res appear^* to tbetnt: in a 
travelling Garb, and were heard, to fay^ that they : 
would (ail with Itimokon into Sicily. y wbereupoa 
the Corinthians having (i) built a facred Galley, ic 
was devoted to Thetn, and call'd the Galley of the 
Goddeiles. Timoleon . went in . Perfon to JD^J^bi^ 
where he facrific'd to jtpollo^ and defcending into 
the place of Prophecy, he wa3 -furprij^'d with this 
marvellous . Oc^currence 5 A Wreath^ or Garland 
interwoven with Crowns and Trophies, flipped 
off from among the Gifts that were there cpnfe- 
crated and hung up in the Temple, and fell di* 
re&ly down ^pQn his Head ^ fo that 4polh feem^d 
already to crown him with Succefs, and fend him . 
thence to conquer and triumph in that Enterprizc. 
He put to Sea only with feven Ships of Corinth^ two 
of Corcyra^ and a tenth which was furnifli'd out by 
the Leucadians. Being now entered kito the Deep 
by night, and carry'd with a profperous Gale, the 
Heaven feem'd all on a fuddcn to . be rent in fun- 
der, and a bright fpreading Flame to ilTue from 
the Diviiion, and hover over the Ship wherein

The Soothfayers affirmed that 
this Apparition did agree with that Dream of the

Now thcfc early Demonflrati* 
ons of Diving Favour did . mightily encourage hia 
"whole Army $ fo that making all the Sail they 
were aMe^ and nimbly croifling the Sea, they were 
ibon brogght upon the Coaft of Italy : But the 
Tidings that came from^ Sicily did very much per- 
plex Tim^lebn^ and diihearten his Soldiers i for (2) 
Icetes havitig already beaten Dionyfius out of the 
Field, and reduced the greater part of Syraeufe it 
felf, did now ftraiten and bcfiege him in the Ci- 
tadel, and that Remnant which is call'd the IJk^ 
whither he was lately fled for his laft Refuge i 
while ^the Carthaginians^ by agreement, were to

piake It their bufidefs to faioder Ttmoktm from 
Landing in aay Port of Skily ^ fo that He and his 
Party being driven back, they might with more 
eafe, and at their omm letfiire, divide the Illwd a* 
mong tfaerafidives. In purfuaiice of which Defiga^ 
the Carthaginians kat away twenty of their Gal- 
leys to Mbegiuuiy iiaving aboard them certain Am- 
bafiSldors from Icetes to WmoUon^ chat carry'd In* 
ftru£Hon8 fiiiuble to tfaefe Proceedings, which 
were nothing elTe but ipecious Amufements and 

flaufible Stories, to colour and conceal his knaviih 
^urpofes ; for cfafe Men had Order to propofe and 
demand, ^at Timolcon bimfelf {if be Md tbt 
Offer) Jbould cotne to advife wth Icotes, and partake 
9f oB bis Canquefis^ but tbat be mi^bt ftnd back bis 
Sbips and Forces unto Corinth, fince tbe iVar 'was in 
a thanner finifif d^ ami ibe Carthaginians bad block d 
upaHtbe Rpad^ refihdng to repell Force witb Force y 
and oppofe tbem if tbey fiould prefs towards tbe Sbore. 
When therefore the Corinthims met with thefe 
Envoys at Ebegium^ and received their Meflage,and 
£iw the Pumck Veflels nding at Anchor in the 
Bay, they became deeply fenuble of the Abufe that 
was put upon them, and had a general Indignatioii 
^gainft Icetes^ and mighty apprehenfions for the 
poor Sicilia^s^ whom they now plainly perceived 
to be as it were % Prize and ReGompencd be* 
twixt the Falihood of tcetes on one lide, and the 
Ambition of Cartbage on the other 5 for it fcem'4 
utterly impoflible to force and overbear the Car-f 
tbagiman Ships that lay before the^i^ and were 
double their number, as alio tp vanquifh the late 
Viftorious Troops which Icetes had with him in 
Syracufe^ for the Conduft and Relief whereof 
they had undertaken that Voyage. The Cafe be- 
ing thus, Jjmoleon after fome Conference with the 
Legates of Icetes^ and the Cartbaginian Captains, 
told them^ he il:^uld readily fubmit to their Pro- 

pO&l9| 
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Jidf^lis, (for it would be to no purpofe to refufe 
Compliance) ) he was defirous onlv before his Re- 
turn to Cmnibj that what had pafs d between thetti 
in private^ might be folemnly declared before the 
People of Rbegium^ Which was a Grecian City^ iind 
!a conimon Friend to both Parties j for this would 
Very much conducb to his own Security and Di(^ 
tharge^ and They likewife would more ftriftly ob- 
fervc fiich Articles of Agrtement^ on behalf of the 
Syractifians^ which they had obliged themfelyes to 
in the prefcnce of fo m^ny Witnciies. The Defigii 
of all iT^hich was^ only to give ^hem Diver(ion| 
while he got an Opportunity of flipping through 
their Fleet : A Contrivance that all the principal 
jRbegians were privy and aflifting to^ who had ft 
preat deiire that the A^airs of Sicily {hould fall 
into Cmntbian habds, but dreaded nothing fa 
much as the Confluence of a Ptinick Neigh<« 
bourhood. An Atlembly was therefore calrd^ 
and the Oates fhut^ that the Burghers mighl 
have no liberty to fcatter and apply themfclves 
to other Bufinefs : Being met together^ they mdde 
tedious Harangues^ and fpoke one by on6 tipotl 
the fame Argument^ without driving the mat* 
ter to arty certain tlead, but purpofely fpinriiha 
out the time by that and other artificial ways^ tiu 
the Garintbian Galleys fhould get clear of the Ha* 
Ven, the C^r'/^^^W^;^ Commanders being detained 
there without any fufpicionj becaufe ^imhon was 
ftill prcfeilt^ atid gave Signs as if he were juft rtoW 
preparing to make an Oration. But updn (i) fc** 
Crct notice that the reft of the Galleys wcrfeNalread/ 
gotle oflf) attd thit His only remained waiting fot

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Him, by the Help and Concealment of thofe Rhe^^ 
giam that were about the Chair,' where they made 
Speeches, and favoured bis Departure, he made a 
fhift to Aide away through the Crowd, and run- 
ning down to the Port, hoifted up Sail with all 
fpeedj and having reached his other Veflcls, they 
came all fafe to Tauromenium in Sicily^ whither they 
had been formerly invited, and where they were 
flow kindly recelv'd by jindromacbus the Guardian 
and Ruler of that City. This Man was Father 
of Itimaus the Hillorian, and incomparably the bell: 
of all Thofe that bore fway in Sicily at that time y 
for he govern'd his Citizens according to Law and 
Juftice, and had ever openly profefs'd ah avdrfion 
and enmity to all Tyrants \ upon» which account 
he grive Ttmoleon leave to mufter up- his Troops- 
there, and to make that City a Place of Arms,' 
perfuading the Inhabitants to join with the Corin^ 
thian Forces, and affift them in the Dcfign of 
delivering Sicily. But the Carthaginians who were 
left in Rhegium perceiving, upon breaking up of 
the Aflembly, that TUmolcon had given them the 
Go-by, were not a little vex'd to fee themfelvei 
out-witted, which did occafion much Paftime and 
Pleafaninefs to the Rbegians^ who could not chufc 
but fmile and rally them, when they heard (i) 
thofe exquifite Matters in all Cunning and Subtilty^ 
' lo complain of fraudulent and deceitful Doings. 
However they difpatch'd a Mejfenger aboard one 
of their Galleys to "Tauromenium -y who after much 
bluftering in the, Barbarick way, and mighty Mc-

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naccs to jfndromacbus, if he did not forthwith 
fend the Corinthians packing, ftretched out his 
Hand with the infide upward, and then turning it 
down again, threatned he would handle their City 
juft in that fafliion, and turn it topfy-turvy in as- 
little time, and with as much eafe. Andromachus 
then laughing at the Man's boiftcrous Confidence, 
made no other reply, but in contempt thereof,' fell 
ro imitate his Legtrdemain^ and bid him prcfently 
be gone, unlcfs he had a mind to fee that kind of 
Dexterity pradis'd firft upon the Galley which 
brought Him thither. Icetes being certified that 
Itimoleon had made good his Paflage, he wa$ in great 
fear of what might follow thereupon, and fent to 
dcfire the Carthaginam^ that more Gtlleys might 
be order'd to attend and fecure the Coaft- And 
flow it was that the Syracujians began wholly to 
defpair of Safety, feeing the Carthaginians poiTcfs'd 
of their Haven, Icetes Mailer of the City, and 
Dionyjius commanding in the Fortrefs j wherea» 
ftmoleon had as yet but a very (lender footing in 
Sicily^ which he only feiz'd upon as it were by 
the Fringe or Border in that fmall City of the 
Sauromeniam^ wirh a feeble Hope, ahd weak Hand 5 / 
for he had but 1000 Soldiers at the nioft, and no 
more Provifions either of Corn or M^ney, than 
were juft ncceflary for the maintenance and the 
pay of that inconfiderable number. Nor did the 
other Towns of Sicily confide in him, being lately 
over- run with Violence and Outrage, and exafpc*^ 
rated againft all Commvyiders in general, for the 
fake chiefly of Calippus an Jihenian^ and Phara^^ 
a Lacedamo^ian Captain, and the mifchiefs they 
had'fuffer'd by their Treachery j for Both of \\i^m 
having ^ivcn out, that the Defign of their coming 
^as to introduce Liberty, and depofe Tyrants, 
they did fo Tyrannize themfelvcs, that the Reign 
of fprmcr Oppreflbrs fecm*d to be a goMen Age^ if

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(TomparM with the (^ordlinefs and Exa&lon of thefe 
pretended Deliverers, who made the Sicilians reckon 
Them to be far more h^ppy that did expire in Ser- 
vitude, than Any that had liv'd to fee fuch a difmal 
Freedom s To that looking for no better Ufage from 
this Corinthian General, but imagining that the 
fame Devices and Wheadlcs were now again fet a^ 
foot, to allure and fweeten them by fair Hopes an4 
kind Promifcs into the Obedience of a new M^- 
ip:qr, they did all generally (unlefs it were the Peo- 
ple of (i) jidrafj^m) fufpeft the Exhortations, and 
XC]C& the Overtures that were made them in his 
Name. Now thefe were Inhabitants of a City 
finall of itfelf, but confecrated to uidranns (a cer- 
tain God. that Wi^s in high Veneration throughout 
Sicily) and they happened then to be at variance 
^mong themfelves, infomuch that one Party cair4 
in Icetes and the Carthaginians to aiSft them, while 
tjbe pther fent AddreiTes to XipufJeon^ that He would 
f:ome and cfpoufe their Quarrel* Now it; fo fell out, 
that thefe Auxiliaries, ftrividg which ^ould be 
^ Xh^xc foonefl, did both arrive ^ji4ranf(m about the 
fame time}. Icetes brought with him at leait fooa 
^ghting Men | but aJl the Force ItirngJeofk could 
;nake did not exceed i.zoo ; With Thefe he 
;aarched out ofl'wromenium^ which was.above forty 
t,wo Miles diilant from that City. The firft Day 
be mov-d but flowly, and. took up his Quarters 
jjftijnes. after afhort March \ but the Day follow- 
ing he.quickncd his pace j. and having paf&'d -through 
^any difficult Places, towards Evening he receiv'd 
advice that Icetes was newly come to Adrnnum^

nificent Temple that wai guardc4 
by a thoufaad Dogs. 
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gcQce, his Captains and other Officers cau(ed the 
Vanguard to make a halt, that the Army bein^^ 
refrefhM, and having repos'd a while, they might 
engage the Enemy with greater Brisknefs, But 
^mokon coming up in bafte, defired them not ta 
flop for that Reafon^ but rather uie all poi&ble di«> 
ligcnce to furprize the IcethnSj whom probably 
. they would now find in Diforder, as being juft 
come off their March, and taken up at prefent in 
cre&ing Tents, and preparing Supper j which he 
had no iboner (aid, but laying hold on his Etuckler,^ 
and putting himfelf in the! Front, he led them on. 
as it were to a certain Vifitory > the Bravenels of 
fuch a Leader made them ail follow him with a 
like Courage and AfTurance. They were now 
within lefs than thirty Furlongs of y^r^/i^;??, which 
baying foon got over, they immediardy fell in up- 
on the Einemy,. that Was feixM with Confufion, and 
began to retire at their firft Approaches > \(rhence 
alfo it came to pafs, that amidd^ fo little Oppofiti* 
on, and fo parly aiAd general ^ Flighty there were 
no>o many more than 300 ilainy and about twice 
the mimber made Prifoners^ but their Camp and 
Baggage was all taken. The Fortune of this On- 
fet Iboif obHg'd the Adranitans to unlock their 
Oates^ and embrace the Intereft of Ttmohon. They 
i^cotinted to him iii a ftrange Afrightmenr, anc^ 
vfith great Admiration^ how at the very Minute 
thais he was engaged,^ the Doors^ of their Temple 
flew open of their own accord, that the Javelin 
Which their God held in his Hand was obierv'dr 
to tremble all over, afnd that Drops of S^eat hadf, 
been feen running down his Face. Thefc Oniens 
did not only pfclage the Viftory tha was' then 
gotten, but were alfo a Prefage of his fiiturc Ex*« 
plo]£» and Succeflcs, to which the Felicity of thitf 
AS^otk gave htm fo fair an Entrance ; For now 
all the neighbouring Cities fent Deputies one upon 

B 4 another^ 
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anotlier, to feek his Frkndihip, and tender him 
their Service j among the rett, (i) Mamercusj 
the Tyrant of Catana^ both a (lout Warrior 
and a Wealthy Prince, ftruck up an Allianec with 
him> and, what was of greater Importance ftill, 
Dionyjius himfelf being now grown defpcrate, and 
well nigh fore'd to furrender, began to defpife 
Icetes^ as one (hamefoUy baffled j but much admi- 
ring the Valour of Timokon^ {bund means to ad^ 
vertifc Hini and his Corinthians^ that he was de- 
firous to deliver up Himfelf and the Arfenal into 
their hands. J^meleon, gladly embracing this un-? 
look'd-for Advantage, fends away Euclides and T'e-t 
Jamachus^ two Corinthian Captains, with 400 Men, 
for the Seifure and Cuftody of the Caftle, who 
had Direftions to enter not all at once, or in open 
view (for that was not to be done while the Ene- 
my kept a Guard upon the Haven) but only by 
Health, and in fmall Companies. And fo they took , 
poflcflion of that Fortrefi, and the Palace of i)/^- 
nyfiusy with all the Stores and Ammunition he ha4 
prepared and laid up as ufeful to maintain the War$ 
for they found in it a good number of Horfes 
and all manner of Engines, and a multitude oF 
Darts, and Weapons to arm out 70000 Men, that 
had been the Magazine of old, befide zooo Sol- 
diers that were then with him, which he gave 
up likewife among the reft for fimoleon^ Service, 
But Dionyfius himfelf putting fome Treafurc and 
a few Friends aboard, fail'd away without the 
knowledge of Icctes 5 and being brought to the 
Camp ot ^mokon^ (t) he th^re appear'd for the

Monarchy that ever was, which he held and kepc. 
up for the fpace of (i) ten years after his Father's 
Death, and fince the Attempts q{ Dioni who coo* 
{trained him to quit the Empire, had fpent twelve 
yeairs more in a continual Agitation of Wars and 
Scufflings, and great variety of Fortune ^ during 
which time all the Mifcbiefs and Vexations of bis 
former Reign were abundantly repaid and outdone 
by thpfe Evils and Calamities which he then fuf^ 
fer'dj for he liv'd both to fe? the Funeral of his 
Sons, who died in the Prime and Vigour of their. 
Age, and the Rape of his Daughters, in the Flower 
of their Virginity : He had another mortifying 
fight too, from the abufe and proftiturion of his 
own Sifter that became his Wife, who being firit 
villanoufly treated, and her Perfon expos*d to ali 
the Luft and Lewdness of the Common Soldiery^ 
was then murtherM. with. her Children, and their 
Bodies caft ihto the Sea.| .the particulars whereof

Which Behaviofsr of his mec wicb different 
Cenfares' % for being Luftful and Vicious in him«* 
ielf, and of an immodeib Tempcir,. he was tbotught 
l^y Many to d^ this, out of pwe Compliance with 
his own* natural f nclmatienst But the finer fort of 
Judges were of Opinion, ohat alt this while he was 
ading a fiy Politick papt, with defign hereby to

that he had been deprived of PlatoV KindnefSy the only 
Perfon from whom he was like to hear it. At ano- 
ther time, one of thofe pleafant Companions, that 
arc defirous to pals for Wits or Humouriils, in 
Abufe and Mockery to Dionyfius^ as if he were 
Hill the fame guarded and fufpijicioiis Tyrant, fell 
himfelf to examine and {hake his own Cloak as he 
was entring into the Room^ where He was, to 
ihew there were no hidden Daggers or conCeal'd 
Weapons about him.

Pla^ 
to had not the opportunity ot feeing Dionyjtus at 
Corinth^ being 'already dead before he came thither % 
but Diogenes of Sinope^ at their firft meeting in the 
Street there, fahited him with this ainbiguM|s ,Ex-f 
preffion, O Dionyfius^ how tittle dofi thou dejerve to 
live thus! Upon which Dionyjtus ftopp'd, and re- 
ply'd, / am much obli^d to tbee^ Diogenes, thaf thou 
doft fo kindly cbmmifetate my cafe^ and feem to he con^ 
certfdfor the Difapers that have befallen me. Dofi 
thou imagine then^ ' fays Diogenes^ ' that I condole with 
thee for what has happened? And am not rather biat^ 
iilyvex^dj thatfuch a Slave as thati^ who if thou badfi 
thy due J Jbouldft have been let aUne to grow oldy and 
^die in the wretched State of Tyranny^ as thy Father Jid 
before thee^ Jhould now enjoy the quietnefs and eafe of 
private Per/ons^ and be here, at thy own Difpofal^ tofpori 
andfrolick it in our Society.

But if the unhappindls of Dhnyjius appear (trangd 
and extracM-dinary, we (hall have no ' lels reafon to 
admire at the good Fortune of TtmoleoH^ who with- 
in fifty Days after his landing in Sicifyj both re« 
cover'dL'thc Citadel of Syracufcy and fent Dhnyftut 
an Eane into Pelofonnefus. Which lucky begin- 
ning di(^ (b animate the Corinthians^ that they or-» 
der'd hiift a fupply of 2O00 Foot, and 200 Horfe) 
who being come as far as TUfuriumj intended to cro(s 
over thence into Sicily ^ but finding all befet with 
Carthaginian Ships^ which made the Road unpafla- 
bje, they were conftraitfd to flop there, and watch 
ihcir opportunity ; Which' time however was em* 
ploy*d in a nobl^ Aftioh % for the' 7%urians going 
out to War againft thofe of Brutium^ left their Ci- 
ty in charge with thefb Corinthian Strangers, who 
cefended it as carefully as if it had been their own 
Country, and then rcfign'd it up again with the 
Juflice and Faithfulness of honed Guardians. 

Icetes in the interim continued ftill to.beficge the 
Caftle of Syracufiy and hinder'd all Provifions from 
coming in by oea, to relieve the Corinthians that 
were in it. He had etijgag*d alfo, and difpatchM 
towards Adranum^ two foreign Soldiers to aflTafline 
^mokon^ who at other times did not ufe to have 
^ny (landing Guard about his Per(bn, and was then 
altogether fecure, diverting himfelf without Tea* 
lon^ or Caution among the Citizens of that Place^ 
through the Confidence he had not only iii iThem,

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HMS. The Villains that were fent upon this Enter- 
prize, having cafually heard that fimokon was about 
to facrificc, came dire&ly into the Temple with 
Poniards under thdr Cloaks, and prefHng in among , 
the Crowd, by little and little got up dole to the 
Altar I but as they were juft looking for a Siga 
from each other to begin the Attempt, a third Pen* 
fon ftruck one of them over the Head with a S word^ 
who fuddenly falling down, neither He that gave 
the Blow, nor the Partiftin of Him that receivM it^ 
kept their Stations any longer i but the One making 
way with his bloody Swprd, put no ftop to hi9 
Flight, till he fi;ainM the top of a certain lofty Pre- 
cipice, while* the Other laving hold of the Altar, 
befbught Ttmokon to fpare nis Life and he would 
reveal to him the whole Confpiracy. His Pardon 
being granted, he confefs^d, that both himfelf and 
his dead Companion were fent thither purpofely 
to flay him. While this Difcovery was makings 
He that had killed the other Confpirator, being for- 
ced from his Sanftuary on the Rock, loudly and 
often protefted as he came along, that there was no

Ti'hc Corinthians therefore being fatisfyM as to the 
Innocence and Equity of this AAion, did honoui' 
and reward the Author with a Prefcnt of lo/. in 
their Money, becaufe he made ufe of his own ju0t 
Indignation, to gratify the good Genius or Guar-^ 
dian Angel of timoleon^ and did not fpend thofeRe« 
icntnients he had treafur'd up of old before that 
time, but luckily deferred the Revenge of a private 
Ouarrel for His Prefervation. 

But this fo fortunate an Efcat^d, had Eifeds and 
Confequenccs beyond the prefent; for it infpir'd 
the Corinthians with mighty Hopes afld future Ex^ 
jpcftations of fimoleon^ feeing the teople how revc- 
rende and prote<£k him as a lacred t^erfbn, and One 
fcnt by God to avenge and redeem Sicily 4 Icetes 
^ having mifs*d of his aim in this Enterprize, and per-* 
ceiving dfo that Many went ofF, and fided with 
itmokon^ he began to chide himfelf for his foolifh 
Modefty, that when fo cpnfiderable a Force of the 
Carthaginians lay ready to be commanded by him^ 
jie fliould imploy them hitherto by degrees and in 
jball numbers, introducing their Auxiliaries by 
Itealth, and after a fneaking clandeftine manner, 
as if'he had been afhamM ofthe A£fcionl There- 
fore now laving afidc his former Nicenels and Cau- 
lion, he calls in Af^^0 their Admiral, with his whole 
Navy, who prefently fet fail, and feiz'd upon the 
i?ort with a formidable Fleet of at. lead ifo VeC* 
ielsj and landing there 60000 Foot, took up hisr 
own Lodgings in the City *, fo that in all Mens 
opinion, the time anciently calk'd of, and long ex-* 

Ec&ed, wherein Sicily fhould be over- run by- a bar* 
arous People, was now come to its fatal period 1

cufi y but Icetes then receiving them, and putting 
the City into their hands, you niight fee it become 
now as it were a Camp of thefe Barbarians. By 
this means the Corinthian Soldiers chat kept the Ca- 
ille, found themfclves brought into great Danger 
and Hardftiip 5 for befide chat their Provifion grc«r 
fcarce, and chey began to' be in want, becaufe the 
Havens were ftri&Iy guarded and block'd up, the 
Enemy did exercife therh "ftill wich Skirmifhcs an! 
Combats about their Walls, and they were not on- 
ly oblig'd to be continually in Arms, but to divide 
gnd prepare themfclves for Aflaults and Encounters 
of every kind, and to fiiftain the fliock of all thofe 
'forcible Engines and Ijiftruments of Battery, which 
are devis'd and made ufe of by fuch as beficge 
Cities. 

XtmoUpn however made a (hift to relieve theqi 
in thefe Straits, fending Corn from Caianaby 
fmall Fifher-Poats and lictle Skiffs, which taking 
the Advantage of bad Weather commonly got a 
Paflagc through the Carthaginian GaUeys, which at 
the fame time were driven arid difpers'd by the Tern- 

I)eftuoufnefs of the Seafon. .When This Was 6b- 
crv*d by Mago and Icetes^ they agreed to fall upon 
Catana^ from whence tliefc Supplies were brought 
in to the Befieged, and accordingly put off from 
Syracufe^ taking with them their prime chofen Men, 
and the ftoutefl Soldiers in their whole Army. 
Leo the Corinthian^ (who commanded in the Citta- 
At\y taking notice that the Enemies which ftay'd 
behind, were very negligent ahdcarelcfs in keeping 

, Guard, made a fudden Sally upon tbeiti as th6y 
lay fcacter'd, wherein killing Some, and putting 0- 
thers to the flight, he took and pofTefs'd tliat Quir- 
ter which they call Acradina^ and was thought to 
be the bed and Itrongeft, and the moft entire part

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it were of fcveral Towns put together: Having 
thus ftor'd himfclf with Corn and Money, he did 
not abandon the Place, nor retire again into the 
Caftlc, but fortifying the Precinfts of jlcradinay 
and joining it by certain Works to theCittadel, he 
,ufadertook the defence of Both. Mago and Icetes 
were rjpw come near to Catana^ when a Horfc-man 
difpotchM from Syracufe^ brought them tidings that 
jtcradim was taken 5 upon which they returned in 
all haftc with great Diforder and Confufion, ha- 
ving neither been able to reduce the City they went 
againft, nor to prcfervc That they were Matters of 
before. 

In this A&ion the C&rintbians feem to have ow^d 
le(s to Fortune than to their own Courage and 
Conduft, whereas in That which follows the whole 
Glory may juftly be afcrib'd to Fortune j for the 
Corinthian Soldiers which ftayM at Murium j partly 
for fear of the Carthaginian Galleys, • which lay in 
>«vait for them under the Command of Hannoj and 
partly becaufe of the tempeftuous Weather which 
£ad lafted for many days, took a Refolution to 
inarch by Land over the Brutian Territories, and 
what with Perfuafion and Force together, made 

?ood their PafTage through thofe Barbarians to the 
lity oiRbegiumy the Sea being ftill rough and ra- 
ging as before. But Hanno^ not expefbing the Co- 
rinthiansw ou\d venture our, and fuppofing it would 
be in vain to wait there any longer, bethought him- 
felf, as he imagin'd, of a very notable Stratagem, 
and fuch a cunning Invention, as would be apt to 
delude and infnarc the Enemy ^ in purfuance of 
which Subtilty, he commanded the Sea-men to

VSThile he was 
tkxos trifling anoplaying his Tricks before Sytamfe^ 
the Corintbidnsj now come as far as Rbegiumy ob« 
ferving the Coaft clear, and that the Wind was laid 
as it were by a Miracle, to alFord them in all ap* 
peaHsmce a quiet and fmooth PafTage, went imme« 
diately aboard on fuch little Barques and Fifher^ 
boats as were then at hand, and got over to SicUf 
with fo much fafety and in fuch a dead Calm^ that: 
they drew their Hojrfes by 'the Reins, fwiniming a-» 
long by the Sides of their Veflcls. W hen they were 
all hnded, Timokon came to receive them, and pre« 
feptly took in Meffina by their means, from whence 
be marchM in good Order to iJyr^^, truftingmore 
to Fortune and his late profpcrous Atchievements, 
than his prefent ftrength j for the whole Army he 
had then with him, did not exceed the number of 
4000 J however Mago was troubled and fearful at 
the firft notice of his coming, but grew more ap-

felves into the Sea, do breed abundance of Eels, 
which may be always taken there in great quanti- 
ties, by any that will fiHi for them. Now the mer- 
cenary Soldiers that ferv'd on both iides, were wont 
to follow that Sport together at their vacant hours, 
and upon any ceflation of Arms. Theie being all 
Greeks^ and having no Caufe of private Enmity to 
each other, as they would venture bravely inFight^ 
io in the times of Truce they did meet and con-* 
verie amicably together ^ and at that time happen- 
ing to be employed about the common bufineis of 
Fifliing, they fell into various Conference, Some 
CKprei^ng their admiration as to the nature and 
fruitfuln^ of that Sea^ and Others expreiCng how 
, much (hey were taken with the Convenience and 
comqiodious Situation of the adjacent Places, whic)i 
gave ^hint to one 9f the QorinthianV^xty to demand 
thus of tjbc Others :• Jf^ is it poffikk that Tou^ who 
me Grecians born^ .fiould be Jo forward to reduce a 
City of this Greatne/sj dtfd endued with fo many rare 
Ad'oantagesy into the State of Barbarifm ; and lend 
sour Affifkance to plant Carthajginians, tlbat are the 
worft and bloodiejt of Men^ Jo much nearer to us} 
whereas you Jbould rather nvijb there were many more 
Sicilies to lie between 2^em and Greece: Have you fo 
little fenfe as to believe^ that they come hither with an 
Army from Hercules his Pillars, and the Atlantick 
Sea, to hazard themfelves for the ejlablijhment of Ice- 
tes ? Who^ if he had had the Conjideration which be-' 
comes a General^ would never have thrown out bis An^ 
cejlors and Foundersy to bring in the Enemies oj his 
Country in the room ofthem^but might have enjoyed all 
fuitable Honour and Command^ with the Conjent of 
Timoleon and the Corinthians. The Greeks thzt 
were in Pay with Icetes^ noifine thefe Difcourfes a- 1 
bout their Camp, gave Mago tome ground to ful^ 
pe£t (who had long fought for a Pretence to be 
gone) that there was Treachery contrived agairfQ: 
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liim ; (6 that albeit Icetes entreated him to tarry, 
and made it appear bow tnueh ftronger they were 
than the Enemy > yet conceiving they catoc far 
more fliort oi^ttmleon^ both as to Courage and For- 
tune, than they did furpafs him in Number, he pre- 
fently went aboard, and fet fail for jtfrica^ letting 
Sicily efcape out of his hands with Difhonour to him- 
felf, and for fuch unknown Caufesj that no human 
Reafon could give an account of his Departure. 
The day after he went away, Timokon came up be- 
fore the City, appointed for a Battel i but wheh He 
and his Company both heard of their fudden Flight, 
and faw the Haven empty, they could not forbear 
laughing at the Cowardice of mago^ and by way of 
Mockery causM Proclamation to be made, that He 
fhould be well Rewarded for his Intelligence, who 
could bring them tidings whither it was that the 
Cartbaginian Fleet had convey 'd itfelf from them. 
However Icetes refolving to fight it out alone, and 
not quitting his hold of the City, but (licking dole 
to thofc Quarters he was in pofleflion of, as Places 
that were well fortify'd, and not eafy to be attacked, 
77mdIeon divided his Forces into three parts, and fell 
upon that fide himfelf where thcRivev jinapus runs^ 
and which was moft ftrong and difficult of accefs^ 
commanding Others that were led by IfiuSj a Co- 
rinthian Captain, to make their Aflault from the 
Po&of jfcradifMj while Dinarctus and Demaretus^ 
that brought him the laft Supply from Corinth^ 
fhould with a third Divifion attempt that Quarter 
which is caird Epipola. So that a forcible Im- 
preifion being made from every fide at once, • 
the Soldiers of Icetes were beaten oflF and put to 
dight. Now that the City came to be taken by 
Storm, and (all fuddenly into their hands, upon 
the Defeat and Receflion of the Enemy, we mufl: 
in all juftice afcribc This to the Valour of the 
Combatants, and the wife Condud of their Gene- 
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ral \ but that not fo much as a Man of the Corin* 
tbians was either flain or wounded in the A&ion^ 
That the good Fortune of Timoleon fccms to chal- 
lenge for her own Work, as driving out of a Jea- 
lous Fondnefs, to exceed and obfcure His Forti- 
tude by Her extraordinary Favours 5 that Thofe 
who ihould hear him commended for his noble 
Deeds, might rather admire the Happinefs than the 
Merit of them : For the Fame of what was done, 
did not only pafs through all Sicily^ and run over 
Italy in a trice, but even Greece icfelf after a few 
days came to ring alfo with the greatnefs of his 
Exploits infomuch that Thofe o? Corinth^ who 
could hardly believe their Auxiliaries were yet lan- 
ded on the Ifle, had tidiijigs brought them at the 
fame time that they were both lafe and Conque- 
rors} in fo profperous a courfe did Affairs run, 
while Fortune added Hafte and Quicknefs as a new 
Ornament, to fct off the native Luflre of that Per- 
formance. Timoleen being Matter of the Cittadel, 
avoided the Error which Dion had been guilty of 
before 5 for he fpar'd not that Place for the beauty 
and fumptuoufncfs of its Fabrick, but declining the 
Caufes of that Sufpicion, which did firft (lander, 
and then deftroy him, he madeapublickCryergivc 
notice, that all the Syracufians who were v^illing to 
have a hand in the Work^ Jhauld bring Pickaxes and 
Mattocks^ and other Inftruments^ and help bint to de- 
molijh that Fortrefs of tyranny. When they all came 
up with one accord, looking upon that Order and 
that. Day as the furcft foundation of their Liberty, 
. they not only pullM down the Oiille, but over- 
turned the Palaces and Monuments adjoyning, and 
whatever elfe might prefcrve any Memory of former 
Tyrants. Having foon levcU'd and cleared the Place, 
he immediately caufed a Common-Hall to be ere£ked 
there for the Seat of Judicature, gratifying the Ci- 
tizens by this means, and building Popular Govern** 

meat 
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mcnt on the Fall and Ruin of Tyranny. Tho* the 
, Cky was thus recover'd out of the Hands of Ty- 
rants and Foreigners, yet was it a Place defti- 
tute of its Inhabitants^ Many of whom had perifh^d 
. in the courfe of the Civil Wars, and Seditions, 
and Others had withdrawn to cfcape the Tjrrants 5 
fo that the Market-place was over-grown with fuch 
Quantity of rank Herbage, that it oecameaPafturc 
for their Horfes, the Grooms lying along in the 
Graft as they fed by them. More of the other 
Towns were likewife defolate, and became Harbours 
for $tags and wild Boars 5 infomuch that They who 
bad Leifure went frequently a Hunting, and found 
Game enough in the Suburbs, and under the Walls j 
whilft None of Thofe, who had poflcfs'd them- 
felvcs of Caftles, or made Garrifons in the Country, 
cou'd be perfuaded to quit their Strong Holds, ot 
liften to any Invitation of returning back into the 
City> fo much did they All dread the very Name 
of Aflemblies, Corporations, and Tribunals, which 
they look'd on as fo many Nurfcries of Tyranny. 
Hereupon Timokony and the fmall Remains of the 
Syracufiansy confidering xhtx vaft Dcfolation, and 
how little hope there was to have it otherwife fup- 
plied, thought good to write unto the Corinthians^ 
that they would fend a Colony out of Greece^ to 
Re-people Syracufe^ for elfe the Land about it would 
lie fallow and unimproved, fo as never to recover it- 
fclf. At the fame time they expc&cd to be in- 
volved in a greater War from Africa^ having News 
brought them, that Mago had kill'd himfelf, and 
that the Carthaginians^ out of Rage for his illCon- 
duft in the late Expedition, had caufed his Body to 
be naird upon a Crofs, and that they were raifing 
a mighty Force, with defign to make another more 
formidable Defcent upon Sicily the next Summer. 
Thefc Letters from Timokon being delivered at C^- 
ritab^ and the AmbafTadors of Syracufe befeeching 
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them at the fame time, that they would take upon 
them the Care of their poor City, arid once again ' 
become the Founders of it, the Corinthians were fo 
far from taking Advantage of their Calamities, or 
appropriating that City to themfelves, that in the 
firft Place they made Proclamation by their Heralds 
in all thofe Places where the Games and Exercifes, 
which they term facred in Greece^ are celebrated, 
and their folemn Meetings of greateft confluence, 
declaring that the Corinthians 'having deftrofd the 
Vfurpation that was at Syracufe, and driven out the 
^[yrantj did thereby call home the Syracufian ExikSy 
and any other Sicilian that would come and dwell in 
the Cityji to an enjoyment of freedom under their own 
Laws J with fromife that the Land fhould he divided 
among them in jufi and equal Proportions. And after 
Tf'his, fending Meflergcrs into ^^,and the feveral 
Iflands, where they underftood that moft of the 
fcatter'd Fugitives did then refide, they made it 
their Requeft, that they would all repair to Co^ 
rinthj upon aflurance that the Corinthians would 
^fFprd them Veiffcls, and Commanders,' and a fafe 
Convoy, at their own Charges 5 which noble At- 
chievement of theirs, and fuch a generous Propo- 
Tal, being thus fpread about, they had the due 
Tribute, and mofl honourable Recompence of 
Praife and Benedi£tion, for delivering the Country 
from Oppreflbrs, and faving it from Barbarians^ 
and reftoring it at length to the rightful Owners 
of the Pkce 5 who when they were aflcmbled at 
Corinth^ and found how infufficient their Compa- 
ny was, befought the Corinthians^ that they might 
have a Supplement of other Perfons, as well out 
of Their City as the reft of Greece^ to cohabit 
with them, which. being made up to the number 
of ioooo,they fail'd together unto Syracufe. By this 
timegreatMultitudes from Italy and»y;Vi/y±ad flock'd 
in to Tomoleon^to that, as jfthanis the -Hiftorian re- 
ports, their entire Body did*amount now to fixty 

thoufana 
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tlioufand Men y among Thefe he divided the Land, 
but fold , the Houfcs for a thoufand Talents $ by ' 
which Contrivance he both left it in the power of 
the old Syracufians to redeem their Own, and made 
that an occafiori too of railing a Stock for the 
Community,which had beenfo much impoveri{h*d 
of Iate,and was fo unable to defray other ExpenceSy 
and efpecially Thofe of a War, that they exposed 
their very Statues to Sale, a kind of regular Pro- 
cefs being form'd in the Bufinefs, and fentenoe of 
Audlion pafs'd upon each of them by moft Voices, 
OS if they had been fo many Criminals and con- 
demned Perfons : But it is faid, the Syracufians did 
then agree to exempt and preferve the Statue of 
Geloy one of their Ancient Kings, when all the 
reft were doom'd to fuffer a common Sale, in Ad- 
miration and Honour of the Man, and (i) for the 
fake of that Viftory he got over the Carthaginian 
Forces at the River Himera. 

Syracufe being thus happily revivM, and re- 
plenifli^d again by a general Concourfe of its In-* 
Habitants from all Parts, TUmoleon was deflrous now 
to refcue the other Cities from the like Bondage, 
and once for all to extirpate Arbitrary Government 
out of Sicily. For this purpofe, marching into 
the Territories of thofe that exercifed it, he com- 
peird IceUs firfl: to renounce the Carthaginian In- 
tereft, and further to confent, that demolifliing 
the Fortrefles which were held by him, he Ihould 
live among the Leonttnes as a private Perfon. 
Leptines 2\(oy t\it Tyrant of jipolloniay and divers 
other little Towns, after fomc Refiftante made, 
feeing the danger he Was in of being taken by 
Force, made a voluntary furrender of himfelf ; 
whereupon Ttmoleon fpar'd his Life, and fent him

thoufand Men, in the Second 
Year of the ieventy fifth Olym- 
piad. 
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away to Corinth^ counting ic f i) a very glorious 
thing both for Hitnfelf and Country, that their 
Mother City {hould expofc thole Sicilian Tyrants 
to the view of other Greeks^ living now in an 
cxilM and defpicable Condition. After This he re- 
turned to Syracufe^ in order to provide for the 
civil Government of that City, and make the mod: 
'wholefome and neceflary Laws in Conjundion 
with Cepbalus^ and Dionyjius^ two Lawyers who 
had been fent thither from Corinth for that pur- 
pofe. In the mean while, having a mind that his 
hired Soldiers (hould not want Adion, but rather 
enrich thcmfelves by fome Plunder from the E- 
nemy, he difpatchM Dinarcbus and Demaretus with 
a feleft Body of them, into a certain Province 
that belonged to the Carthaginians 5 who obliging 
feveral Cities to revolt from the Barbarians^ did 
not only live in great abundance thcfiafelves, but ' 
rais'd Money from their Captives and their Prey 
to carry on the War. But when thefe Matters 
were tranfafting, the Carthaginians landed at the 
Promontory of Lilybaum^ bringing with them an 
Army of 70000 Men, aboard 200 Galleys, befides 
1000 other Veflels, laden all with Engines of Bat- 
tery, and Chariots, and quantity of Corn, and o- 
thcr military Preparations, as if they did intend 
not to manage the War by piece-meal, and in 
parts, as heretofore, but to drive the Grecians alto- 
gether and at once out of Sicily. And indeed it 
was a Force fufficient to feize and fubdue the Sici-- 
Jians^ though they had then had the Entirenels 
and Strength of a perfect Union among thcmfelves, 
and much more when they were fo infeebled 
through their own Diftempers, and harafs'd in 
pieces by one another. Hearing therefore that a 
Territory of their Dependancc was laid wafte,

they 
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they prdently made towards the Corifitbians wich 
great Fury, having Afiruhal and HamiUar for 
their Generals ^ the Report of whofe Multitude 
and Approach flying fuddealy to Syracufij they 
were lo terrify*d there at the greatnels of fuch a 
Power", that hardly )6oo, among fo many Myriads 
of them, had the Courage to take up Arms and 
join themfelves with Itmckon. The Strangers 
that ferv*d for Pay were not above 4000 in all, 
and about 1000 of thole grew faint-hearted by the 
way, and forfook fimoleon in his march towards 
the Enemy, looking on him as a frantick and di- 
itra&ed Perfon, dcftitute of that Senfe and Co|ifi* 
deration, which might h&ve bee;i expefted from 
one of his Age, who muft needs venture out a« 
gainft an Army of 70000 Men, with no more 
than fooo Foot, and iooq Horfes and when he 
fhould have (laid to defend the City with th^ 
fmall Forces which he had, choie rather to 
remove them eight Dyys Journey from Syracufe^ 
fo that if they were beaten out 01 the Field, there 
was no Place of Retreat whither they might re- 
tire with Safety j or, if they happened to die up- 
on the fpot, there would be none; tp take care of 
their Burial, ftimokon however reckoned it fome 
kind of Advantage, that they had thus difcover^d 
themfelves before the Battel, and encouraging the 
reft, he led them with all Speed to the River (i) 
Crime/us^ where it was told him the Carthaginians 
were drawn together \ and as he was marching up 
jBXi Afcent, from the top of which they might 
take a view of the Army, and ftrength of the E-

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nemy^ there met him by chance a company of 
Mules leaden with Parily, which his Soldiers 
conceived to be an ominous Occurrence, or ill-bo« 
ding Token, becaufe This is the very Herb where- 
with we ufually adorn the Sepulchres of the 
Dead 5 which Cuftom gave birth to that defpair- 
ing Proverb, when we pronounce of one who is 
dangcroufly fick. That he has need of nothing but 
Parfly^ which is in effeft to fay he is a dead Man^ 
and ready for his Grave. Now that Tlimokon might 
cafe their Minds, and free them from thefe Super- 
ititious Thoughts, and fuch a fearful Expeftation^ 
he put a ftop to his March, and having alledg*d 
many other things in a .Difcourfe fuitable to the 
Occafion, he concluded it by faying, That a Gar- 
land of Triumph was here Ipckily brought them^ 
and had fallen into their Hands of its own accord^ 
as an Anticipation of Viftory ^ inafmuch as the 
Corinthians do crown Thofe that get the better in 
their IJlhmian Games, with Chaplets of Parily, 
accounting it a facred Wreath, and proper to 
their Country; for Parfly was then the con- 
quering Ornament of the Ifthmian^ as it is now of 
the NetHdean Sports, and it is long fince Branches 
of Pine came to fucceed, and be made ufe of for 
that purpofc. 

^imoleon therefore, as I faid, having, thus be* 
fpoke his Soldiers, took part of the Parfly, where- 
with he made himfelf a Chaptet firft, and then 
his Captains and their Companies did all crown 
themfelves with it, in imitation of their Leader, 
(i) The Soothfaycrs then obfcrving alfo two 
Eagles on the wing towards them, One of which 
bore a Dragon (Iruck through with her Talons, 
and the other, as fhe flew, made a great and chear-

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fu\ kind of Noifc, which argu'd Boldncfs and Af- 
fyrance, they presently fliew*d them to the Sol- 
diers, who with one confent fell to fupplicate the 
Cods, and call them in to their Ai&ftance. Ic was 
now about the beginning of Summer, and towards 
the End of the Month called * Thargelion^ when * ^^^ 
the feafon of the Year inclines towards the bolftice, ^^J^ 
the River then fending up a thick Mift, all the 
adjacent Plain was firft darkned with the Fog, ^o 
that for a while they could difcern nothing from 
the Enemies Camp, onlv a confufed Buz and un- ' 
diftinguiih'd mixture or Voices came up to the 
Hill, from the diftant Motions and Clamours of 
fo vaft a Multitude. When the Corinthians had 
gainM the top of the Hill and flood upon it, and 
had laid down their Bucklet^ to take breath and 
repofe themfelves, the Sun coming about, and 
drawing up the vapours from below, tlie ;gro($ 
foggy Air that yras now gathered and condens'd a- 
bove, did overcloud the Mountains, and all thq 
tinder Places being«clear and open, the River Cri* 
tnefus appeared to them again, and they could eaiily 
deicry the Enemies paf&ng over it, and moving in 
the following order : Firft with their Warlike 
Chariots, that were terribly appointed for the 
Conflifl: ; after thcfe came loooo Foot-men, with 
white Targets on their Arms, whom they guefs'd 
to be all Carthaginians^ from the Splendor of their 
Weapons, the Slownefs of their Motion, and Or- 
der of their March 5 and when feveral other Na- 
tions, flowing in behind them, did throng for 
Paflage in a turbulent aqd unruly manner, "Timoleon 
perceiving that the River gave them opportunity 
to . iingle out as many of their Enemies as they 
had a mind to engage at once, and bidding his 
Soldiers obferve how their Forces were divided 
into two feparate Bodies by the Intervention of 
the Stream. Soraq being already got over, and

Others ftill to fdrd it, he gave Demaretus Command 
to fall in upon the Carthaginians with his Horie, 
and difturb their Ranks, before they fhould be 
caft into a form of Battel : And coming down 
into the Plain himfelf, he made up his Right and 
Left Wing of other Sicilians^ intermingling a few 
Strangers in each, but plac'd the Natives of J/* 
racufe in the middle, with the ftoutefl: Mercena* 
ries he had, about his own Perfon, and then ftay'd 
a little to obferve the Succefs of his Horfe > out 
when he faw they were not only hinderM from 
grapling with the Carthaginians^ by thofe armed 
Chariots, that ran to and fro before their Army, 
but forced continually to wheel about, to avoid 
the danger of having their Ranks broken, and 
then to make frequent Careers, as they had means 
to return qpon them, he took his Buckler in his 
Hand, and crying out to the Foot, that they {hould 
follow him with Courage and Confidence, he 
feemM to fpeak with a more than human Accent, 
and a Voice ftronger than ordinary ^ whether ic 
was that he ftrain'd it to that loudnefs, through 
an apprehenfion of the prefent Danger, and from 
the vehemence and ardour of his Mind to aflault 
the Enemy, or elfe (as Many then were of Opinion) 
that (i) fome God did exclaim within him in fuch 
a thundering Utterance. When his Soldiers gave 
a dreadful Eccho thereto, and befought him to 
lead them on without any further delay, he made 
a fign CO the Horfc, that they ihould draw oflF 
from the front where they had plac'd theChariots, 
and fetching a fide Compals, attack their Enemies 
in the Flank ; then making his Van-guard firm, 
by joining Man to Man, and Buckler to Buckler, 
be causM the Trumpet to found, and fo bore in

Javelins : but when the buiine(s came to a decifioa 

by the Sword, where Maftery depends no le& 

upon Art than Strength, all on a fudden there broke 

out terrible Thunders \and fiery Piafhes, darting 

forth from the Mountain tops s after which, the 

Gloominefi that hover'c| about the upper Grounds^ 

and the Rocky Cliffs, defcending to the place of 

Battel, and bringing a Temped: of Rain, Wind, 

and Hail along with it, was driven upon iht Greeh 

behind, and fell only at their Backs, out difcharg'd 

it felf in the very Face of the Barbarians^ and 

through the ftormy Showers and continual Flames 

pouring down together from the Clouds, did dazle 

and confound their Sight : In which Accident 

there were many things that did forelv afflid them 

all, but chiefly their unexperiencM Men, who had 

not been us*d to *fuch Hardships, among which 

the very Claps of Thunder, and the ratling 

noife of their Weapons, beaten with the violence 

of Rain and Hail«ftones, were not their leaft fih^ 

noyance, as' That which kept them from hearing 

the Commands of their Officers. Befide This, the ' 

very Dirt alfo was a great hindrance to the Car* 

tbaginiansj as lefs expedite and nimble in their 

Harnefs, they being, as I faid before, all loaden 

with heavy Armour % and then their Jackets too, 

drenCh'd through with Water in the foldings 

thereof about their Bofom, grew unweildy and 

cumberfome to them as they fought, but gave the 

Greeks an advantage of overturning them with 

eafe, and when they were once down, it was im- 

poffible under that weight to difengage themfelves 

from the Mire, and rife again with their Weapons 

ia 
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in their Hand : For the River Crimefus^ fwoln 
partly by the Rain^ and partly by the ftoppage of 
Its Gourfe, from the multitude of thofe that were 
paffing through, did overflow its Banks, and the 
Level Oil each fide lying under feveral Cavities and 
Confluences of Water, was fiU'd with Rivulets 
and Currents that had no certain Channel, whic;h 
the Carthaginians rolling about in, .were very hard- 
ly beat $ fo that in fine, the Stprm and Tor* 
rent bearing iUU upon them^and the Greeks having 
cut in pieces 400 Men of their firft Ranks, the 
whole Body of their Army began to fly, great 
jciumbers of which b^ing overtaken in the Hain, 
were put to the Sword there ^ and many of them, 
as they fled,faUing foul upon Others that were yet 
coming over, they all tumbled and perifh*d toge- 
ther, born down and overwhelmed by the impetu- 
oufnefs of the River ; but the major part attempt- 
ing to get up the Hills and fo make their efaipe, 
were prevented and flain by Thofe that were lightly 
armed. It is'faid, that of ipooo which lay dea4 
after the Fight, jooo at leaft*were all Natives of 
Carthage^ a lamentable and uncommon lots to that 
City i for Thofe that fell therein were inferiour to 
Nolle among them, as to the quality of their Birth, 
or the wealthineis of their Houfe, or the reputa- 
tion of their Courage : Nor do their Records 
-mention that fo maby natural Carthaginians vf^xc 
ever cut off before in any one Battel $ for they 
did uflially employ the Jfricansj znd Spaniards f and 
Numidians^ in their Wars, fo that if they chanced 
to; be defeated, it was.ftill at the coftand damage 
of other Nations. Now the Greeks did eafily dif- 
dover of what condition and account the Slaih 
were, by the ricbneis of their Spoils 5 for when 
they came to fcize upon the. Prey, there was very 
little reckoning made either of Brafs or Iron) fo 
great was the plenty of better, {petals, and that 

abundance 
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^abund^fice of Silver and ^Id, which ftll into 
their Hands, for pafling over the River they be- 
came Mafters of their Camp and Carriages: As 
for the Captives, a great many of them were 
•filch*d aw&y, and fold privately by the Soldiers, 
but about f coo were brought in, and deliver'd up 
for the benefit of the Publick : They took befide 
zoo of their warhkc Chariots. The Tent of 7/- 
moliom did then afford a very graceful Sight and 
maghificent Appearance, being heaped up and 
hung round with all variety of Spoils and military 
Ornaments, among which there were loooBreaft- 
Plates of rare Workmanfhip and Beauty, and 
loooo Bucklers expos'd to view : But the Viftors 
being but Few to ftrip fo Many that were vanquiih*d, 
and meeting too with great Booty, it was the third 
day after the Fight before they could ereft and 
finifh the Trophy of their Conqueft. T^molem 
fcnt tidings of his Viftory to Corinth^ with the 
bcft and goodliett Arms he had taken, as a Prpof 
of it J that he might render his Country an objeft 
of Emulation to the whole World, when ot all 
the Cities of Gr^ece^ Men (hould there only be* 
hold their chief Temples adorn'd, not with Cr^- 
cian Spoils, nor Offerings that were got by the 
Blood/hed and Plunder of their own Countrymen 
and 'Kindred, (which muft needs create very un- 
pleafingRemembrances)butfuch as had been ftripp'd 
from Barbarians^ and Enemies to their Nation, ^ 
with the moft handfome Titles infcrib'd, which 
did manifeft the Juftice as well as Fortitude of the 
Conquerors, namely, That the People of Corinth^ 
and Ttfnoleon their General, having redeem*d thfi 
Grecians that dwelt in Sicily^ from Carthaginian 
Bqndage, did make an Oblation thereof to the 
Gods, in acknowledgment of the advantage they 
had gainM by their Favour. Having done This, 
he left his hired Soldiers iti the Enemies Country^ 
Vol. III. D to 
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to driine imd carry avty all they coukl throughout 
the Prnvinc^ of Curtba^^ anid to nmrch'd with the 
reft of bis Army to Syracufe^ where he made an 
Edid for Baoifhiiig the looo Meroeoarief, which 
had bafely deferted him before the Battel, aod ob- 
liged thenf to quit the City before Sun fee, who 
£ul^g into Itaiy^ loft their Lives there by the 
hand^of the Brutians^ though they had gtren 
chem the aflarance ^ publick Faith i thus receiv- 
ing from <^d, the A4renger of Perfidioulbers ^uid 
Fiiklihood, a vtr^i juft Reward of their owq Trea- 
rbery. But Mamercm the Tyraot of CaiMa^ and 
j€^tesg after all either envying ^imolcM the Glory 
<^ \m Exploits^ or fearing him as One that would 
^t9q^ BO Agreement, nor have aay Peace with Ty- 
rams, made a League with the CarthagmoHs^ and 
^refs(*d them very much to iend a new Army and 
^Commander into Sldlfy unle& they would be con- 
cent to hazard All, ami to be wholly ejeAed out 
'4of that Ifland. Whenoup^Q they difpatch'd Gifi;^ 
with a Navy of 70 Sail, who took fcvaal Gre^^ 
ms into Pay, That being the firft time they had 
£ver been lifted for the Punick Service ^ but then 
it &ems they began to admire them, as the moft 
cHlgQaciotts and invincible of Mankinds The In- 
ibabitants of Meffina entring now with one accord 
into a general Coisifpiracy) flew 400 of thbfe 
tStrangers which HmUem had fent to their Aifi- 
^ jbince % and within the Dependencies of Carfhage^ 
at a Place calPd (i) Uteres^ {i. e. Sacred) the Meiw 
^enaries chat ferv'd under Euthymus the Leucsdiam

tion and Difpute ;itnong the Officers c? TimoUon^ 
which did a little retard the Conflift, for there 
was none of them that would let another pafs o- 
ver before him to engage the Enemy, but every 
one did Challenge it as a Right,, to venture firfl, . 
and begin the Onfet $ fo that their fi)rding over 
was like to be tumultuous and without Order, 
while they did mutually juftle and prefs forward, 
driving which fhould be the foremofl, Tsmokom' 
therefore defiring this Controverfie might be de- 
cided by Lor, took a Ring irom each of the Pre- 
tenders, which he caflinto his own Robe, and.

Whereupon MatHercus made furrender of himfelf 
to fimoleon^ with this Provifo, that he ihould be> 
try'd at Syracufe^ and Tsmokonhzvc no hand in his 
Accufation : Whither he was brought accordingly, 
and appearing to plead before the People, he 
eflay'd. to pronounce an Ora^tion he had long be- 
fore madi; in his own Defence 5 but finding him- ! 
felf interrupted by Noife and Clamours, and ob- ' 
ferving from their Afpefl: and Demeanour that 
the whole Aflcmbly was inexorable, he threw ofF 
bis upper Garment^ and running crofs the Theatre . 
^ as hard as he could drive, violently dafli'd his 
. Head againft one of the Pofts where they were fit- . 
ting, with intention to have kiird himfelf ^ but he 
had not the fortune to perifh, as he defign*d, but 
was taken up alive, and hurry'd to the Execution^ 
which was Such as is ufually inflided on Thieves 
and Highway-men. . 

After this manner did T'itnoleon cut the Nerves 
df Tyranny, and put a period to their Wars : For 
whereas at his firft entring on Sicily^ the Ifland- 
was ajl favage and hateful to the very Natives, by 
Tcafdn of the Evils and Miferies they fuffcr'd there.

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He did fo civilize, and quiet, and reform the. 
Country, and render it fo defirable to all Met, 
fhat eren Strangers now came by Sea to inhabic 
tbofc Towns and Places, which their o,wn Citizen^ 
bad fbrfaken and left defolate : For jfgagentum ^xki 
Gela^ two famous Cities that had been ruin'd ahdt 
laid wafte by the Carthaginians after the ^nfck 
War, were then Peopled again, the One by Me^ 
geUus and Pberiftus^ (hat came from -Eiea in Pdlo^ 
ponne/iiSj the Other by Gorgus from Cea^ one of the 
Iflcs called Cydadesy who having pickM up fome 
of the old Inhabitants among other Company, 
brought them back with the reft to their former 
Dwellings : To al] which Tmoleon did not only 
aflFord a fecure ^.nd peaceable Abode i;i their new 
Settlement, after fo obftinate a War, but making 
provifion of other Neceflaries, and giving them a . 
cbearful Aififtance in all things, he bad the fame 
Love and RcfpeS: from them, as if he had been 
their Founder s which Inclination and Efteem for 
him running through all the reft of the Sicilians^ 
there was no Propofal for Peace, nor Sanftion by' 
Law, nor Aifignation of Dwelling, nor any Form, 
and Order of G6vernment,which they did acquiefce 
in, or could think well of, unleis He were at the 
end of ity as a chief Archite£k to finifli and adorn 
the Works, fupcradding fome graceful Touches 
from his own Hand, which might render it a* 
greeable and pleafing both to God and Man: For 
although Greece had produced feveral Perfons of ex- 
traordinary Worth, and much renown'd for their. 
Atchievements in his time, fuch as Tlimotbeus^ and 
jfgejflaus^ and Pelopidas^ and the great Epaminon- 
dasi whom ^imoleon did admire, and moft endea- 
vour to imitate, above all the reft s yet the Luftre 
of their brighteft A&ions was mingled with an 
allay of certain Violence and Labour, infomuch 
that Some of them became matter of Reproof^ and

him. Let us explain « tbis Diftin- 
dion more at large by ibme Ex- 
ample. The Dday of S9crste/$ 
Kxecutkm wu oectfion'd ' by 
aowning the Sacred Vefiel the 



Evening before he was con- 
demn'd; this was a Caft of For* 
tune, but yet had its p^ ticuiar 
Caofes, in every Thing that pre- 
ceded, and occafion'd the defer- 
ring ofthat Ceremony. Bat that 
the adorning and crowning tbo 
Ship (bould happen jyft the E- 
vening before Saerata was con- 
demn'd, and (b retard his Dbith, 
this was purely Chance *Avtoua* 
ToVf which iecms to rely oQ 
Nothing at all» but to be wholly 
independent ; tho' in reality it is 
no more ib in the order of Pro- 
vidence, than fu(h Events as feem 
moft certain and determin'd. Let 
us make Uie of aoocher Exam- 
ple, ¥^ich we find in Jimoiim*3 
Life. That a Man whoTe Father 
had been formerly murder'd, 
ihou*d twenty Years after meet 
with the Murderer in a Temple, 
and ktU him; this may properly 
be call'd Fortune. But th^t he 
fliou*d kill him the very Moment 
he was going to aflaflinate Hmor 
leeih and by that mffuas fave his. 
Life, tbis was meer Chance. And 
thiS' was the Reafixi why limekom 
dedicated a Chappel in his Houie 
to Fortune under the. Name of 
^ AvTOfJutritts* ^ho prtfides fim- 
Chanci, 

an4 
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and goodly Manor of their wKole Coantry, whdt 
he kept his Refidence for the moft pare, and en* 
joy'd a fwcct Privacy with his Wife and Children 
that came to hitn from Corinth^ (0 for he re* 
turned thicher no more, as unwilling to be con- 
cem'd in the Broils and Tumults of Qreece^or expofe 
himfelf to the publick Envy, (that ever- fatal Mi(f* 
chief which many great Commanders do run up"> 
on, from an unfatiable Appetite of Honour and 
Authority) but wifely chofe to fpend the Remain* 
der of his Days in Sicily^ and there to partake of 
thofe Bleilings he had' brought among them, the 
greateft 'whereof was, to behold fo many Cities 
flouriih, and fo many thoufands of People live 
hapny through his ^eans and procu^'cment. But 
as all the Larks of that tufted (ort which the La^ 
tins call Caffita^ muft, as Simonides proverbially 
-fpcaks, have a Creft on their Heads, fo in ev^ ry 
Kepublick there will ftart up fome lewd Syco- 
phant to raife Calumnies, as it happened at Synh 
cufe^ where two of their popular ^pokefmen, £^* 
fhyflius and Devmnetus by Name, fell to flancjier 
Timokon \ the former of which requiring him to 
put in Sureties, that he would anfwer to a certain 
Indiiftment ihould be brought againft him, T^mo^ 
U(fn would not fufFer the Citizens, who were in- 
cens'd at his Demand, to oppofe the Man, and 
hinder him from proceeding, fince He of his own 
accord had been at all that trouble, and run (b 
many dangerous Risks for this very end and pur* 
pofe, that every one of them who had a mind to 
try matters by Law, ihould freely have recourfe 
to it.

Citizens either of Syracufe or Corinth^ and within 
le6 than eight years fpace delivered Sicily from its 
old Grievances and Milchiefs, and inteftine Diftem.*

the War againft Hippo and Mamercus^ while he 
was in his Camp at Afyle^ there appear'd a white 
Speck within his Eye, from whence all did fore- 
fcc the total Blindnefs that was coming on him : 
Howeyer this did not hinder him then from con^ 
tinuing the Siege and profecuting that War, till 
he got Both the Tyrants into his Power > but up- 
on his coming back to Syfacujif he prefcntly re- 
fign^d the Authority of fole Commander, and be« 
(bught the Citizens tb excufe him from any fur« 
ther Service, feeing thiftgs were already brought 
to ib iair an iiTue. Now it is not fo much to be 
wondred, that he himfelf fliould bear the Misfor« 
tune without any marks of Trouble) but that Re« 
fpeft and Gratitude which the Syracujians ihew*4 
him when he was ftark-blind, may juftly deferve 
our Admiration, going themfelves to vidt him in 
Troops, and bringing all the Strangers that tra- 
vcird through their Country to his Hou(e and 
Manor^ th^t They alfo might have the pleafure to 
fee their noble Benefaftori making ie the great 
matter of their Joy and Exultation, that when, 
after fo many braye and happy Exploiti, he might 
have rcturn'd with Triumph into Grmej he(houi4 
dcipife all the glorious Preparations that wert 
there made to receive him, and by a ftrange kind 
of Endearment, chofe rather to abide there, an4 
end his days^mong Them : Whereas thenefore iV 
Veral other things were d^reed and Aqv^ in ho^

And the me- 
thod of their proceeding in Council, was a hand- 
fonoe Dcmonftration of the fatrie Deference for hit 
Perfon 5 for determining Matters of lels Confequencc 
themfclves, they ever called Him to advife m the 
more difficult Cafes, and fuch as were .of greater 
moment^ Who being carried through the Market- 
place in a Litter, and that brought with him fie* 
^ ting into the Theatre, the People with one Voice 
Tainted him by his Name y then returning that Ci- 
vility, and paufing for a time, till the noife of their 
' Gratulations and Bleflings began to ceafe, after 
bearing the BuJGinefs ih debate he delivered his 0« 
pinion, which being confirmed by a general Suf- 
frage, his Servants went back with the Litter 
through the midft of their Aflembly, the People 
waiting on him out with Acclamations and Ap- 

{)laufes, and fo returned to confider of fuch pub- 
ick Caufes, as they us'd to difpatch in his abfence^ 
Being thus cherifhM in his old Age, and with thac 
Honour and Benevolence as if he had been their 
common Father, he was feiz'd with an Indifpofi- 
tion, which however flight at firft did afliftand ena- 
ble Time to put a Period to his Life. As foon as he 
was dead the Syracufians had a certain time allow'd 
them wherein they were to provide whatever 
fhould be neceflary for his Burial, and all the 
neighbouring Inhabitants and Sojourners were to 
make their appearance in a Body $ fo that the Fu- 
neral Pomp was fet out with great Splendour and 
Magnificence in all other refpefts, and the Hearfe 
being deck'd with rich Ornaments and Trophies 
'of War, was bprn by. a feleft number of young 
Gentlemen over that Ground where the Palace 
and Caftle of Dionyfius flood, before they were 
demolifh'd by Timoleon. There attended on the 

Solemnity 
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Solemnity feveral thoufands of Men and Women, 
all crown'd with Flowers, all array 'd in frcfli and 
cleanly Attire, which made it look like the Pro- 
ceffion of a publick Feftival ^ the Difcourfe of all 
which, and their Tears mingled with the Praile 
and Benediftion of the dead ftmokon^ did mznifc&ly, 
{hew thatit was not any fuperficial Honour,or forced. 
Homage, which they then paid him, but the Tefti- 
mony of a juft Sorrow for his De^th, and the ExpreP- 
£on andRecpmpenceoftrue Kindneis. The Bier at. 
length being placed upon the pile of Wood that; 
was kindled to confume his Corps, JD^mf/r//yj, one of 
their loudeft Cryers, began to read a Proclamati- 
on or a written Edift to this piirpofe: — 7&tf

tfiere were Phanrafnas appearing in the Air, and tells 
us that we ought to pray, that Such may prefenc 
themfelves as are propitious, and that we may fee 
Thofe that are agreeable to our Natures, and would 
inllru^ us in That which is good, rather than Such 
as are unfortunate, and would lead us into Vice. 
But my Method is, by daily converfing with Hi* 
ftory, and a diligent colle&ion of what I read, to 
fix in my Mind things worthy Memory of the beft 
and moft Virtuous of Men. For thus am I enabled 
to free myfelf from that Contagion of Idleneis and 
Vice, which I may have contraded from the ill 
company I am fometimes forc'd to converfe with 5 
it being a powerful Remedy, with a fedate and 
quiet Mind, ferioufly to confider fuch noble Exam- 
ples. Of this kind are thofe of ftmokon the CoHh'- 
tbian^ and Paulus Emilius, to write whofe Lives is 
tny prefent Bufinefs ', Men not only equally famous 
for their Virtues, but Succefs % infomuch that they 
have left it doubtful, w|iether they owe their grea- 
teft Atchievements to good Fortune, or their own 
Prudence and Condu£t. 

Almoft all Hiftorians agree, that the Family of 
the Emilii was one of the moft Ancient of the i!!^* 
wan Nobility y and thofe Authors who affirm that 
King Numa was Pupil to Pythagoras^ tell us, that 
the firft who gave the Name to his Pofterity was 
MarciuSj the Son of that Wife Man, who for his 
particular Eloquence and grace in Speech, was cal- 
led Etnilius. (i) The greatcft part of this Race 
that have been celebrated for their Virtue, which

His firft Appearance in the World «fas ac a time 
(i) when Rome abounded with Men renown'd for 
their Virtues and other excellent AccompUihments, 
and even airona: Thefe did EmiHus in his Youth 
make a diftinguifhing Figure, tho' he followed no« 
the ordinary Studios with the young Men of Qjia- 
Hty of that Age, nor trad the fipae Paths to Faaie« 
For he did not exercife himfelf in pleading Cauies, 
nor would he (loop to falute, embrace, and enter's 
tain the Vulgar, which were the ulUal infinuating 
Arcs by which Many grew Popular. Not that he 
was incapable of either, but chofe to purchafe a 
sauch more lafting Glory by his Valour, Juftic9, 
and Integrity $ and 'twas by thefe Virtues he foon 
outftript all hi$ Equals. 

The firft honourable Office he pretended ta^ 
was That ofjEdika which he carried againft twelve 
Competitors of fuch confiderable Wonh and Qaa-» 
licy, that AH of them in proccfs of time were Con- 
fuls. Being afterward? chofe into the number of 
Priefts (i) caird Augurs^ who amongft the R<mim^

O^cc, whi^h was before only cfteem'd a Title of 
Hooouri (i) and upon that account fought after^ 
was by Him brought to be one of the mod fublimt 
Arts : And proved that definition of Religion truei 
That it was t^e knowing how we ought to Wor^ 
(hip the Gods. When he performed any part of 
his Dutjr he did it with great Skill and utmotlCafv^ 
shaking it his only Bufinefs, not omitting any one 
Ceremony, or adding the leaft Circumftance, but 
dlways contending with his Companions of the (ame 
Order, about things that might teem inconfiderable^ 
and inftruding them, that though they might think 
the Deity was eafily pacified, and ready to forgitc 
&ult8 of Inadvertency and Negligence, yet tuch 
Favour and Pardon would be dangerous for a Com^ 
monwealth to grant i becaufe no Man ever begaiti 
the Difturbance of his Country's Peace, by a noto* 
tious breach of its Laws^ but They by degrees grew 
negligent in things of greateft concern, who gave 
themfelves Liberty in Matters of lefler momenta 
Nor was he le(s fevere, in requiring and obferving 
the Ancient JR»mM Difcipline in Military Afiairsi

grefsM and contemn'd thofe Laws, he rc-eftablifh*d 
his Country in its fprmer Glory; efteeming Vifto* 
ry as the neceflary Confeqaence of good DifcH 
pline. 

Whilft the Romans were engaged iq War with 
^i) jlntiochus the Great, againft whom (2) their 
moft expcriencM Commanders were employed, 
there arofe another War in the Weft, and They 
were all up in Arms in (}) Spain. Thither They 
fent Emilius^ in the Quality of Prtet&r^ not with 
fix Axes, which number other Praters were ac- 
cuftomed to have carried before them, but with 
twelve, fo that in his Pratorjhip he was honoured 
with the Dignity of a Conful. Twice he overcame 
the Barbarians in Battel, of whom 30000 were 
flalnj which Viftory is chiefly to be afcribed to 
the Wifdoro and Conduit of the Commander, who 
by his great Skill inchufing.the Advantage of the 
Ground, and making the Onfet at the Paflage of a 
River, led his Soldiers to an eafy Conqueft. Ha- 
ving made himfelf Matter of 2f o Cities, whofe In-' 
habiiants voluntarily yielded, and obliged chcmfelves

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by Oath to FaithTulncfsj he left the Province ia 
Peace, aod return'd to Rome^ not enriching hin^ 
felf a Drachma by the War. The truth is, he ne- 
ver gave himfelf the trouble of heaping up Riches^ 
but always liv'd fplendidly and generoufly on the 
prefent Stock, which was fo far from being great, 
(as was evident after hisdeath) that there w^ fcarce 
enough left to anfwer his Wife's Dowry. 

His firft Wife was Papria^ the Daughter of 
Maffb^ who had formerly oeen Canful^ with whoin 
he liv'd a long while in Wedlock, aind afterwards 
divorcM her, though ihe bare him a beautiful and 
illuftriousOff-fpring, for ihe was Mother to the fo 
renowned Sctpio^ and Fabius Maximus. The reafbo 
of this Separation is not come to our Knowledge | 
• but there feems to be truth in another Roman's oc'- 
ing divorcM from his Wife, which may be applt« 
cable to our purpofe. This Perfon being highly 
blam*d for it by his Friendt, who demanded, fFas 
fie not Cbafte? Was fie not Fair? Was fie not Fruits 
ful? When He putting forth his Shoe, ask'dthem. 
Whether it was not newj and well made ? Yety added 
he, none of you can tell where it wrings me. . Certain 
it is, that great and open Faults are the ufual occa- 
jfions of Mens putting away their Wives, yet do 
little Jarrings and private Diftafles, which ari(e 
from the difagreeablenefs of their Tempers, and 
peevifhnefs of Difpofitions, though they may be 
concealed from Others, often make fb great an 
Eftrangement and Alteration in A£Fedions, that ic 
is not poffible for them to live togfther^ with any 
content. 

Emilius having thus put avy^iy , Papyriaj married a 
(econd Wife, by whom he had two Sons, which 
he brought up in his own Houfe, adopting thetwo 
former into the greateft and moil noble Families of 
Rome. The elder was adopted into* That of

For there were fixteen 
near Relatiaro ()) all of them of the Family of 
the Elii^ who were poiTefs'd of but one Farm^ 
vrUcb fuffieM them All, whilft a fmall Houie or 
rather Cottage contain^ Themy their nutQerou^ 
Off-*rpring9 wd their Wives i amongft whom was 
line Daughter of our Emilius% who, although her 
t**2thor had been twice Cmful^ and twice triumphed, 
was (4) fo far from being aiham'd of her Husband'a 
Porerty^ that ihe admired his Virtue, that had re- 
^uc'd him to that Condition. Far otherwiiie it i$ 
with the Brothers and Relations of this Aee^ who 
if difiibrcnt Countries, or at leaft Walls and Rivers, 
part not their InheritanceSy they live at Variance, 
and never ceafe from mutual Quarrels.

But CO proceed: Emillus being chofen Cgnful^ 
Waged War with the LigurtMS^ or Li^uftines^ a 
Pdopie dwelling near the Alfes. They were a va- 
liant and warlike NatioQi and from tfieh- Neigh- 
bourhood to the Romans^ well skillM in the fame 
Difciplifie and Arts of War. For they ppfleisM the 
BCinoft Bounds of h^lyj y^hieb border upon the 
,^eSy and that part of the fame Mountain which 
is walhM by the ^ujlan Sea, and were mingled with 
the Gauh and Spaniar^Sj who inhabited the Coaft. 
BefideS| at that time they were ftrong v. Sea, and 
failing as far as the Strf^Jjts-moutb^ in light Velfels 
fitted for thatpurpofe, robb'd^nd dcftroyM All that 
iraifick^d in thofe parps. Thefe waited the coming 
of Emlius with an Army of 400Q0, who brought; 
with him not above eight, fo that the Enemy was 
five to one when they engaged, (i) yet did he van- 
quiih and put theiji to flight, forcing them to re- 
fire into their waird Towns, and in thisCbmditioa 
give them hopes ef an AccoQimodation; it being 
the Policy of the Romans not utterly to deftroy the 
Ugurians^ whilft th^y were as a Guard and Bulwark 
again(l the Gauls^ who m^e fuch frequent atteippts 
lo over-run Italy. Triifting wholly therefore to 
EmiUuSj they dcliverM up their Towns and Ship- 
ping into his hands. He razM only the Fortificati- 
ons, and delivcrM their Towns to them again > but 
all their Shipping he took away with him, leaving 
them no Veffeis bigger than thofe of three Oarsj^

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and fct at Liberty great numbers of Prifoncrs they 
had taken both by Sea and Land, Strangers as well 
as Romans. Thele were the things moll worthy of 
remark, in his firfl: Confuljhip. 

Afterwards he frequently declared his Defire of 
being a fecond time Confute and was once Candi- 
date ^ but meeting with a Repulfe, he movM ho 
more in it, but was wholly intent upon his Office 
o£ Augur^ and the Education of his Children, whom 
he not only brought up as he himfelf had been in 
the Roman Difcipline, but alfo in That of Greece^ 
which was efteem'd more genteel and honourable. 
To this purpt>(e he not only entertained Matters to 
teach them Grammar^ Logick^ and Rhetmckj but 
Sculpture alfo, and Paintings together with Such as 
were skilful in breeding Horfes and Dogs, and 
could inftruft them in Hunting and Riding. And 
i f he was not hindred by Publick Affairs, He him* 
felf would be with them at their Studies, and fee 
them perform their Exercifes, being the moft in- 
dulgent of Fathers amongft the Romans. 

As to matters relating to the Commonwealth, at 
that time^the Romans were engaged in a War with 
(i) Perfeus^ King of the Macedonians^ and highly 
blam'd their (i) Commanders, who either through 
want of Skill or Courage, fo ill and fhamefuUy ma- 
naged the Concerns otthe Commonwealth, that 
they did lefs hurt to the Enemy than they rccciv'd 
from him : For They that not long before had forc'd 
jtntiochus the Great to quit the reft of jljia^ and 
driving him beyond Mount Taurus^ confined him 
to Sxria^ glad to buy his Peace with ifooo Ta-» 
lents : They that not long fince had vanquifh'd

Ixoxsx the Macedonian Yoke, nay, had overcome 
Cannibal himfelf, who far furpafs'd all Kings in 
Bravery and Courage, thought it fcorn that Perfeus 
fhould think himfelf an Enemy fit to match the 
Romans^ and to be able to wage War with them on 
equal terms, with the Remainder only of his Fa- 
therms routed Forces $ hut they little weighed, that 
iht Macedonian Army was become much morepow* 
crful and expert after the overthrow o£ Philip. To 
make which appear, I ihall briefly recount the Sto« 
ry from the beginning. 

(2) Antigonus^ who was the moft potent amongft 
the Captains and SuccefTors of Alexander^ having 
obtain'd for himfelf and his Pofterity the Title of 
King, had a Son nam'd Demetrius^ Father to AnH^ 
gonus^ caird Gonatus^ and He, to Demetrius^ who 
reigning fome fhort time, died, and left a young 
Son caird Philip. The Nobility of Macedon fear- 
ing great Confufions might arife in the Minority of 
their Prince, trufted the Government in the hands 
of Antigonus^ Coufin-german to the late King, and 
married him to his Widow, the Mother oi Philip. 
At firft they only ftyled him Regent and General ^ 
but when they tound by Experience, that he go- 
vernM the Kingdom with Moderation, and to their 
Advantage, they gave him the Title of King. This 
was he that was furnam*d Dofon^ becaufe he was on-

blc. To this end, he left His Cities on the High- 
^cxids andSea-coaflnngiirtifon*d and almoft dcfolate^ 
that they might £tt)tA indo^fideV>bies in the meari 
time ftn*nidiing his mid-land Caftlesj^ ftrong Hold)^ 
and Towns, with Arms, Money, and Men fit fbi* 
Service, he provided himfelf for War, and yet kept 
his Preparations dofe- Hfe had in fiis Arifaofy Armaf 
for jooooMcni in his Gi*anariesf, eight million^ of 
Bofhcls of Corn,«andiri his Coffers ai much'ready Mo^' 
Heyas would defray the Charge of maintaining locodf 
mercenary Soldiers, to defend his Country, for ten 
Years. But before he could put tl?cfe things into* 
motion, and bring his deiigbs to efFe6b, he died for 
grief and angtiifli of Mind, being fenfible he had 
put his innocent Sori Demetrius to death, upon- 
the Calumnies of one that was far more guilty.

Nocwithftandiog all this, and tho* his Spirit was 
fo mean, and Temper fo fordid^ yet truftir^ to the 
ftrengtb of his Preparations,, he engaged in a War 
with the Rpmam^ and for a loog time maintained, 
it. Some of their Captains^ and thofe of Confular. 
Dignity, and great Armies and Fleets,- be repulfed^ 
and fame of them he van^ifh'd r For he overcame 
(i) Publius Liciniusj who was the firft that invaded 
Ijiacedmkh^ in an Engagement of tbe Cavalry i ia 
which he flew :tf oo of his braveft Soldiers, and^ 
took 600 Prifonersi and furprifing their Fleet as^ 
ftey rode at Anchor before Oreum^ he took twentv 
Ship» of Burden^ with all their Lading, and funs 
tbe reft that were fraighted with Corn.

Nay more, to (hew his Contempt of the Romans^ 
and that he wanted employment, as a War by the 
bye, he made an Expedition againft the Dardani-* 
ansy in which he flew loooo of thofe barbarous 
People, and brought a very great Spoil away with 
him. He privately alfo foUicited the Gaulsj (they 
are alfo caird Bafterna) a warlike Nation, and fa« 
mous for Horfemen, dwelling near the Danube % 
and prafkifed with the Illyriansy by the means of 
Getabius their King, to join with him in this Wan 
(i) It was alfo reported, that the Barbarians being 
allurM by him through the promife of Rewards, 
were to make an Irruption into Italy^ through the 
lower parts of Gallia Cifalpinay near the Adriatick 
Sea. 

The Romans being advertised of thefe things, 
thought it neceflary no longer to chufe their Com« 
manders for favour or follicitation, but to pitch 
upon One for their General, that was a Man of 
Wifdom^ and versM in the Management of great 
Aflatrs; And fuch was Paulus EmiliuSj one well 
ftricken in years, as being near threefcore, yet vi- 
gorous in his own Perfon, and furrounded with his 
valiant Sons and Sons-in-Law, befides a great num* 
ber of very confiderable Relations and Friend^ who 
9II of them perfuaded him to yield to the Deures of 
the People, who call'd him to the Confuljhipl Ac 
firft he gave no Ear to their Solicitations, but^ia 
one averfe to govern, refused both the Honour and 
Care that attended it % yet when he faw them flock*

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in need of futh Honour ^ but for the Second ^ hecaufe be 
knew thej/ iioanted fucb a General \ upon nvhicff ac-^ 
' count he thought there was no thanks due from tiim to 
fhem: If they jud^d they could manage the fjTar by 
any Other to more advantage^ he would willingly yield 
up hif Char ff \ but if they confided in Him^ they were 
not to make tbemfelves his Colleagues in Office ^ or raife 
\r€f9rts^ and cenfure his ABions\ hut without reply ^ 
ami to their utmofl^ to obey fucb Commands as were w- 
eeffary to the carrying on of the fi^ar : for if they endea^ 
tvom^d to govern Him who was to command^ they would 
-render this Efcpedition more ridiculous than the JortAer. 
'By this Speech he imprinted a Reverence for him 
amongft the Citiil^ens, and great Expeftatioxls of 
fiiture Snccefi ; being all of them well pleas'd, that 
they had paisM by Such as fought to be prefer^d by 
JFlattery, and pitched upon a Commander endu'd 
with Wifdom, and who had the Courage to tell 
them the Truth. Thus the People ef Rome were 
Servants, and obedient to Reafon and Virtue, that 
^they might oi)e day Rule, and make themfelves 
Maiters of the World. 

: Now that Emfliusy fetting forward to the War 
by a profperous Voyage and fuccefsful Journ%j^ ar- 
rived with Speed and Safety at his Camp, I attri- 
bute to good Fortune j but when I confider the 
Concerns of the War, and his Government^ ma- 
nag*d partly by his own daring. Boldnefs, partly 
by his good Counfel, partly ^^ the ready Ad- 



ding Years lad b irrirated tbe 
Minds of the People that every 
one took the Liberty of blaming 
their Condttd* and determining 
what ought, aiK) what t»aght nor 
to be done.

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miniftration of his FriendSf partly by his great 
Prefence of Mind^ and Skill to embrace the moft 
proper advice in the extreoiitr of Danger, I can- 
iiot afcribe any of his remarkaole and famous Ani- 
ons (as I can Thofe of other Commanders) to his 
fo^much-celebrated good Fortune i unlels you will 
iky that the Covetoufneis o£ Per/ius was the good 
Fortune of Emilius. The truth is, the fear of 
(pending his Money,' was the Deftruftion and utter 
Ruin of all thofe fplendid and great Preparations^ 
by wbofe help the Macedonians were in hopes to 
carry on the War with Succefs: For he had pre* 
vaird with the Baftarrue to fend to his Aififtance a 
Body of ten (i) thoufand Horfe, who had each, 
according to the Cuftom of the Country, a Foot 
Soldier to fight by his Side, who was to keep Pace 
with him, and fupply his Place in caie of niilurcy 
all of them mercenary Soldiers, a People neither 
skilPd in Tilling of Land, or Merchandize, or able 
to get tHeir Living by (jrafing, but whofe only 
bufinefs and perpetual ftudy it was to fight and con« 
<}uer. When Thefe came near Medka^ and were 
encamp'd and mix'd with the King's Soldiers, be- 
ing Men of great Stature, admirable at their Exer« 
cites, great Boafters, and loud in their Threats a* 
gainft their £nemiesj they added Courage to the 
Macedonians^ who fancyed the Romans would not 
be able to abide their coming, but wou'd be fright- 
ned at their very Looks and Motions, fo flrangc 
and terrible were they to behold. When Ptrfeus 
had thus encouraged his Men, and puffed them up

the Ranks, They are the fame 
with Thofe defcrib'd hy ^afar ioT 
the fir ft Rook of his Commenta* 
ries, \s4Mc^bc isgiviogan AccouaC 
oiAr'tovifius Lb /Vrmy. 
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witli (o great Hope% as (bon^ais a ThoufandCrpWiig 
were demanded fpr each Caotain, accordiog to 
Agreement, he was fo aftonim'd and befides him- 
ft& at the vaftnefs of the Sum, that his Cf>vt^ 
toiifiidsmade him fend them back, and refpfe theic 
Affiftanoes as if he had been the Steward, not the 
Enemy of the JRamans^ and was to give an exad 
account of the £xpences of the War, to Thofe 
iri^h whom he waged it : Nay, when his very £ne* 
mies were his Tutors^ to inftruft him what he had 
/ to do. For befides their other Preparations, they 
bad a hundred Thoufand Men dnwn together, 
^d in a readinels, when occafion fhould re* 
quire their Service i yet jHe that was to engage a* 
gainft To confiderable Force, and ia fuch a W ar, 
whofe neceflary expences muft needs be very greati 
weighed and feal'd up his Money, as if he fear'd or 
bad no right to touch it. And all this was done 
by one, not defcended from the Lydians or Pboeni^ 
dam^ but who challenged to himfelf the Virtues of 
Alexander and Philips from his AUianice to them § 
Men who conquered the World by judging. That 
Empire was to be pur chafed by Meney^ not Money by 
Empire i whence it grew a Proverb, 7%4/ not Phi- 
lip bnt bis Gold took the Cities of Greece. And 
Alexander when he undertook an Expedition againft 
the Indians J and found his Macedonians incumbred, 
and to -march heavily with their Perfian Spoils, he 
firft fet fire^to his own Carriages, and thence per- 
fuaded the reft to imicace his Example^ that thus 
freed, they. might proceed, to the War without 
hindrance. Whereas Perfeus^ abounding in Weajth, 
Would not preferve himfelf, his Children, anid his 
Kingdom, at the expence of a fmall part of his 
Treafure; but chofe rather to be carried away Cap- 
tive, ^d ibew the Romans what a provident Huf- 
band nl had been for them. For he not only broke* 
bis Word with the iSauls^ and difmi^ them, but 
after he had concluded a Treaty with Qentius ifLing 

' of' 
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of Sfytia^ who wa$ to (end him a RetnlbfeeQient 
of Troops upon the Payment of three hundred Ta* 
lents, he deprivU himfelf of tliat Affiftmce Ab^ 
by his Avarice and Perfidy, (i) He immediateljr 
aenhted ten of thofe Talents tolUyriaj where they 
jwere pay^d to Gtn$$ns^ and the remaining Sum wa^ 
counted out to his AinbaflTadors at Ptlh^ bvff. as the 
Money was to be conveyed from thence in Wag 
gons, P^rfem gave private Dire&ions to Thol 
who liad the Charge of the Convoy to make fhorc 
Stages, and wait for his farther CHtlers upon the 
Frontiers. In the mean time his Ambaflador refi* 
didg with Q%mms^ preft him to break with the Kof* 
ptamj and declare hi mfe^f by (bme open A£b of Ho«^ 
fixity. GemiuSf who had already received ten Ta« 
ients as an Earneft, and wa$ aflurM that the whole 
$tt«i was upon the Road, fuflfer'd. htmfelf to be 
prevatPd upon, and in A^diation of all Laws Divine 
•od Human, clap*d into Prifon the two Ambafla* 
dors chat had been fent from Home to treat of ati 
Alliance with him. Perfius^ infbnn'd of what 
Gem^ had done, concluded that there was now 
no fairther need of Money, to make htm an Enc* 
ntf -to the Romansj but that he had given a laftinj 
Earned of his Enmity, and fufficiently involves, 
himfelf in the War, whereupon he defrauded the 
unfortunate King of his three hundred Talents, 
md without any Concern beheld Him, his Wift 
and Children, in a iHort time after, dragged out 
of their Kingdom, as from^ their Neft, (ij by Xcr-

Emilius coming acainft fuch an Adverfary, made 

light of hisPerfon, but admired his Preparations and 

l^rce : For he had four thoufand Horfe, and not 

miKrh fewer than forty thouland Maadmian Foot^ 

and planting himfelf along the Sea-fide^ at the foot of 

lAovLXiiQlympus^m a place impoffible to be approach'd, 

and on all fidies fortified with Fences and Bulwarks of 

Wood, he remained there in great fecurity, thinking 

by Delay and Charge to weary out Emilius. But He, 

in the mean time, wholly intent on his Bufinefs, 

weigh'd all Counfels, and all ways of Attack, and 

perceiving bis Soldiers, from their former want of 

Difcipline, to be impatient of delay, and ready on 

all turns to teach their General his Duty, angerly 

reprovM them, and commanded that they ihould 

not intermeddle with what was not their Concern, 

but only take care that They and their Arms were 

in a readinefs, and to ufe their Swords like Ramans^ 

when their Commander fhould think fit to employ 

them. Further, f i) he ordefd that the Sentinels 

by Night fiiould watch without their Arms, that 

thus they might be more careful and able to rcfift 



this War in his 44th Book, Cap.

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Sleep, having nothing proper to withftand the Af« 
(aults of their Enemies. 

That which mod infefted the Army, wa» th6 
want of Water, (for only a little, and that fouj, 
flow'd our, or rather came by drops from a Spring 
near the Sea 5 ) but Emilius confidering that he was 
at the foot of the high and woody Mountain Olym^ 
fus^ and conje&uring by the flouriihing of the Trees, 
that there were Springs that had their courfe under 
Tound, dug a great many Holes and Wells in the 
ide of the Mountain, wivich were prefently fiird 
with pure Water, which following its natural Bent, 
and as it were animated by the late Openings 
which fet it in Motion, burll out with the more 
Force to fet itfelf at Liberty, as it had *till then 
been under PreiTure atid Confinement. Although 
Some deny that there are any Sources of Water, 
ready provided and concealed in places from whence 
they flow, which by their courfe aredifeover*d and 
break forth > but affirm, that they owe their Being 
and Confidence to the Matter that then grows li- 

?uid: Now this change is made by Denfity and 
!old, when the moift Vapour by being clofely 
prefs'd together, becomes fluid. As Womenls Breads 
are not like Veflels full of Milk always prepared and 
ready to flow from thero^ but their Nourtfhment 
being changM in their Breafts, is there made Milk,^' 
and from thence drained. In like manner the Pla« 
ces of the Earth that are cold and ftor'd with Foun* 
tains, do not contain any hidden Waters or Recep^ 
tacks which are capable, as from a Source always 
ready and furniflf d, to fupply fo many Brooks, and 
the Depths of fo great Rivers $ but preffing by,, 
crbwdiri^ together, and condenfing the Vapours 
and Air, they turn them into that fubftance*. 
Whence thofe places that are open'd, by that means 
do flow and aflbrd more plenty of Water, (as the 
Breads of Women do Milk by their being Htek*d>

\^hereas the Earth that rem^uns idle and uftdi^^ i) 
not capable of pr<>dacilig tny Water^ whilft it 
wants that motion which is the true caufe of it.

the Doubtful to at^gue^ That on the feme ground 
there fhould be no Blood in living Creatures, but 
that it nuift be formed by the Wound, fome fort 
of Spirit or Ftcih being changed into a Matter that 
js liquid and proper to flow. Moreover, Thefc arc 
refuted by Such, who digging deep in the Earth 
to undermine fome ftrong-Hold, or fearch for Me-^ 
tals, meet with River% which are not colleded by 
little and little, (which mull necefiarily be, if they 
had their Beings at the very Inftant the Earth wsto 
open'd) but brake out at once with Violence % ^nd 
upon !;ho catting through a Rock, there often 

ijjuihes out great quantities of Water, and then as 
uddenly ceafeth. But of this enough. 

EmUus lay ftill for hvtt Days^ aoditifliaid, that 
there w^re never two great Armies fo nigh, that tn- 
joy*d fp much quiet. When he had tried and eon*» 
iidered aU things, (i) and was informed that thefc 
was yet one Paf&ge left trngqarded through Ptftbe-^ 
hia^ by the Temple of Jjfolh^ and the great Pdih^ he 
hoped more fromtbeCdnditionof thePlaee, which 
was left defcncelefs, th^n he feared fifotn the rough* 
nefB and'difficulty of the Pafl^ge, and ordered the Mat« 
ter to be confiderVil in Council. Amongft thofe 
that were prefent at the Council, Scifh^ hihiamed 
Nafica^ Son-'in-h^w to Siciph jffricamis^ who after- 
wards bore fuch great fway in the Sehate*hou(e^ 
ftood up firfi:, andoffer'd to command Thofe that

as Nnft€s hinafelf cells us he took, in ;hat ihort Epiftte 
he writ to a certain King concerning this Expeditiotu 
For he had thiee Thottland AoHms chat were not Ra^ 
mdnsf and his left Wing confided of five Thouland s 
.to Thefe ^^i^ joiaed one hundttd and twenty HoiiG> 
jnen, and two Hundred 7hrad0m and Cuums iwm^ 
mix'd, that had been fent by Harpatus. With this 
Petacbment he began his March towards the Sea, 
and encamp'd near the Temple of HbtcuUs^ (i) as if 
he dcfigtiM to embark, and fo to fail round and en^ 
viron the Enemjr. But when the Soldiers had 
fupp'd, and that it was dark, he made the Captains 
acquainted with his real Intentions, and marching 
all night a quite contrary way to that of the Sea^ 
'till he came under the Temple of jtfu^lh Pytbius^ he 
there refted bis Army. In this Place Mount Ol^ 
pus ftretchcs itfelf in height more than ten furlongs^ 
as appears by this Epigram made by Him that mea« 
&ad it.

fit for that purpofe. Here it was that Nafica paf? 
fed the Night. 

A traiterous Cretan who fled to the Enemy in 
the Marcli, difcovered to Perfeus the Defign 
which the Rofnans had to encompafs him: Who 
feeing Etnilius lay fl:ill,miftrufted no fuch Attempt. 
He was ftartled at the News, yet removed not his 
Camp, but fent two Thoufand mercenary Soldiers, 
and two Thouiand Macedonians^ under the Com-^ 
inand of Mih^ with order to haften with all Dili- 
gence, and poflcfs themfelves of the Streights^ Pc- 
lybius relates, that the Romans (et upon them whilft 
they flept ; but Nafica^ that there was a fliarp and 
dangerous Conflid: on the top of the Mountain \ that 
He bimfelf encountered a mercenary Tiracian, 

Eierc'd him through with his Dart, and flew 
im; and that, the Enemy being forced to re- 
treat, and Afilo fl:ript to his Coat fliamefully 
flying without his Armour, he followed without 
danger, and alt the Army march'd down into the 
Country. 

Perfeus^ quite difpirited at this Overthrow, and 
fallen from all his Hopes, remov*d his Camp in 
hafte, and retired full of Fear and Apprehenfion. 
' However it was necefliary for him either to flx)p 
before Pydne^ and there run the hazard of a Bat- 
tel, or difperfe his Army into Cities, and there 
cxpcft the event of the War, which being once 
cnterM into his Country, could not be driven out 
without great Slaughter, and Bloodflied. But 
whilft he was fluduating under this Uncertainty, 
he was told by his Friends that he was ipuch fi|- 

perior 
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perior in number, and that his Troops, who were 
to fight in defence of their Wives and Children, 
muft needs be endued with great Courage^efpecially 
when all things were to be done in fight of their 
King, who himfelf was engaged in equal Danger. 
This Reprefentation gave nim new Courage, fy 
that pitching his Camp, he prepared to fight, 
viewed the Country^ and gave bis Commands, as 
if be defignM to fet upon the Romans as foon as 
they approached* The Place where he encamped 
was a Field, both proper to draw up a Phalanxj^ 
which required a plain Valley and even Ground^ 
and alfo had divers little Hills one joined to ano- 
ther, which fervM for a Retreat to Such as were 
lightly armM and fitted to skirmifli, and gave 
them all Opportunities to incompafs the Enemy i 
through the middle run the Rivers Efon and Leu^ 
cusj which though not very deep, it being the 
latter end of Summer, yet were they likely enough 
to give the Ramans (bme trouble. 

As foon as Emilius was joyned to Nafica^ he 
advanced in Battel array againft the Enemy $ but 
when he found how they were drawn up, and the 
number of their Forces, he Aood ftill as one a- 
mazed, confidering with himfelf what was proper 
to be done. But the young Officers being eager 
to fight preis'd him earncftly not to delay, (i) and 
mod of all Nafica^ fluihM with his late Succefi 
on Olympus. To whom Emilius anfwered with a 
Smile : So would I do were I of your Age^ but my 
many Victories have taught me the Mifcarriages of 
the Conquer" d^ and forbid me to engage fuch as are

IcNT Horrour and Amazeojient feii^d their whcAe

ftood the ieemiag Irregularities of Edipfe& and

of the Earth, tiU paffing that Region of Darkne& 
Qxc becauie again enlightned by the Sun : Yet beirar 
very devout, a religious. Obferver of Sacrifices, ana 
well skillM in the Art of Divination, as (bon as he 
perceiy*d the Moon regained her former Luftrc, 
ne oSer^diiUp to her eleven Heifers : At the break 
of Day he facrificM to Hn-cMkSyzad had ofFerM up 
Twenty before he received any token that his On 
fering was accepted i but at the. one and twentiet{| 
the hgns promised Vi&ory to Such as fought only 
to defend themfelves. Then he vow'd a Heca^ 
tomb and Solemn Sports to Hercules^ and com*^ 
mandqd his Captains to make ready for Battel^ 
fiaying only till the Sun ihould decline, and com^ 
about to the Weft, left being in their Faces in the 
Morning it (hould dazle the ^yes of his Soldiers^ 
fo he whil'd away the time in his Tent, which 
was open towards the Valley where hjs £nemief' 
were encamped. When it jgrew towards Evening 
Some tell us Emilius himfelf laid the following De^ 
fign^ that the Enemy might firft begin the Fight: 
He turn'd loofe a Horte without a Bridle, and 
fcnt fome of the Romans to catch him, upoa 
whofe following the Beaft, the Battel begun; Ci- 
thers relatr, that the fhraciansy under the Com* 
mand of one jfkxander^ fet upon the Riman Car^ 
riages that brought Forage to the Camp : That ta 
oppofe tfaefe a Party of feven hundred Ugurians were 
immediately detached, and that Relief coming ftill 
from both Armies, the main Bodies were at laft 
engaged. Emilius^ like a wife Pilot, forefeeiog by 
the prefent Waves and Motion of the Armies, tbp 

freatneis of the following Storm, came out of his 
'ent, went through the Legions, and encouraged 
his Soldiers. Nafica In the mean time, who was 
advanced to the Place where the Skirmifh began^ 
law the whole force of the Enemy preparing to 

engage. 
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engage* Firft marchM the ThracianSj who, he 
bitnfelf tells us, were very terrible to behold, for 
they were Men of gr^ac Stature, with bright and 

fliftering Shields, their CafTocks were blacK, their 
legs arm'd with Greaves > and as they mov'd, 
their weighty long Spears fhook on their Shoul- 
ders. Next the fhracians^ march'd the mercenary 
Soldiers, armM after the difierent Fafliions of their 
Countries ^ and with thefe the Paonians were 
mingled. Thefe were followed by a third Body 
of Macedonians^ all chofen Men, of known Cou* 
rage, and all in the prime of their Age, who 
glitcerM in their gilt Armour, and new fcarlec 
Coats. Behind thefe were the old Bands drawn 
out of the Camp, all armM with Brafi Targets $ 
the whole Plain fhin'd with the brightnefs of thefr 
jf\rms, and the Mountains rang with their Noiies 
and Shouts, by which they gave mutual Encou- 
ragement one to the other. In this order thev 
marched, and that with fuch Boldnefs and Speecl, 
that Thofe that were firft ilaih, died but at two 
Furlongs diftance from the Roman Camp. The 
Battel being begun, Emilius came in, and found 
that the foremoft of the Macedonians had already 
pitchM the end of their Spears into the Shields of 
his Romans^ fo that it was impoflible to come near 
them with their Swords. When he faw this, and 
that the reft of the Macedonians took the Shields 
that hung on their backs, and brought them be- 
fore them, and all at once ftoop'd their Pikes a- 
gainft their Enemies Bucklers, and well confider'd 
the great Strength of their united Targets, and 
dreadful Appearance of a Front fo armM, he was 
feiz'd with Amazement and Fear, as not havitig 
fecn any thing more terrible, nor would he ftick 
afterwards to give a Relation of this Sight^ and 
his own Dread. But This he difTembled, and rode 
th^)ugh his Army without either Breaft-plate 

or 
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or Helmet) with a pleafanc and chearful Counte« 
nance. 

' On the contrary, (as PolyJnus relates) no fooner. 
was the Battel began, but the Macedonian King 
bafely withdrew to the City Pydne^ under a pre- 
tence of Sacrificing to Hercules % a God that is 
sot wont to regard thepfaintOflferingsof Cowardsy 
or grant fuch Requeib as are unjuft^ it not beilng 
realonable, that He that never {hoots, (hould catty 
away the Prize ^ He triumph that fneaks from 
the Battel i He that takes no pains meet with 
luccefs, or the wicked Man profpcr. But to £- 
mlius his Petition the God liftned, for he pray'd 
for Vi&ory with his Sword in his Hand^ and was 
fighting at the fame time that he , implored the 
Divine Afliftance. 

But a certain 'Author caird (i) Pofidoniusy who 
writ the Hiftory of Perfeus^ and tells us he liv'd 
at that Time^ and was himfelf in this Battel, de« 
nies that he left the Field either through Pear or 
pretence of Sacrificing, but that the very Day be- 
fore th^ Fight he received a Kick from a Horfe 
on his Thigh % that though very much indifpos*d, 
and difiwaded by all his Friends, he commanded 
one of his Pads to be brought, .and entered the 
Field unarm'd \ that amongft an infinite number 
of Darts that flew about on all fides, one of Iron 
lighted on him,and though not with the point; yec 
by a glance hit him with fuch Force on his left 
fide, that it rent his Cloaths, and fo bruisM his 
Flefii, that the Scar remained a long time after.

The Romans not being able to make a Breach 
in the Phalanx, onc^ Saiius a Commander of tfa^ 
Peligniam fnacch'd the Eniign of his CompaDjr^ 
wd threw it amoqgft the S^eoncs ) which as fo<Mi 
as the PeUgmoMs perceived, ^for the J^alhm 9(lefa| 
it bafe and difhpnourable to abafidon their Scai|<^ 
dard) they ru{h*d with great Viplonce ^owarcj^ th$j^ 
Place, and the Coo^& was very fierce, and tbe^ 
Slaughter terrible pa both fides : For Thel^ en-^ 
deavQured to cut theif Spears afunder with their 
Swords^ or to beat thcna back with their Shields^ 
or put them by with their Haods ^ an th^ other 
iid^ the M4£edMians held their Pikes in both 
Hands, and pierc*d thofe that came i<i their w^y. 
and their Armour quite through, m Shield or 
Corflet being aUe to refift the force, of thcttr^ 
Spears. The P$UgnUm were thrown headlociig tp 
the Ground, who ^ainfl; all Roafon, and mpr^ 
like Brutes than Mcp, had ruo upon unavoidable 
Dangers, and certain Death % And their firft 
Ranks being ilain,^ thofe that were behind wer« 
forc'd to give back % it canooc be faid tbcy fiedt 
but that they retreated towards Mount Ok^rm* 
When Emilim (aw this> (as Pcfidonim relates) he 
rent his Cloachs, fi;)r ibme of his Men were ready 
to fly, the reft were not willing to engage with a 
Phalanx, into whi^ they could hope for no j^or- 
trance, but feeiir*d altogether unconquerable, an^ 
as fecure ^ if intreoch'd, wbilft guarded wilh. 
fuch great numbers of Pikes, which on all fides 
tfareatned the Aflailers. But at length as the Une- 
venne(s of the Ground, and the large Extent o( 
the Enemies Front made it impoflible for them to 
preferve that Hedge, or Rampart of Shields and 
Pikes every where intire and unbroken, Emilius 
perceived a great many Interftices and Breaches in 

the 
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the Afaced0nim§ Phalanx j as ii u(ball)r luippons ill 
ail great Armies, according to the difFcrenc Efforts 
of the Combatant^) whilft in one part they prefe 
forward with eagernefi, and in Another are forc*d 
to give back. >Vherefore raking Advantage of 
this Occa(ion, with all fpeed ho divided his Men 
into fmall Companies, and gave chetn order to faU 
into the Incei^vals, and void places of the Enemies 
Body,and (!) to make their Attack not all togetho: 
in any one Place, but to engage in feparatc Par- 
ties, and attack them in feverai Pkces at one and 
the fame time. Thefe Commands Emilius gave to 
his Captains, and They to their Soldiers^ who 
had no fooner entered the Spaces, and feparated 
their Enethies, but Some charged them in Flank, 
where they were naked and exposed; Otjhers fetch- 
ing a Compals, fet on them in the Rear, fo that 
in a Moment this terrible Phalac)^, who(e whole 
Force confifted in its Uniony iind the ImprcfCon ic 
made when clofely join'^d, and cemented as. it were 
together, was diflblvM, and broken. And when 
they came to fight Hand to Hand) the Macedonians 
fmote in vain upon firm and long Targets with 
their little Swords, whilft their flight Shields were 
not able to fuftain the weight and force of Thofc 
of the Romans^ which picrc'd through all their 
Armour to their Bodies, fo that Many of thea 
were wounded, and all forely diftreflcd. 

It was here the greateft fefK>rts were made on 
both (ides, when Marcus the Son of CiUo^ and 
Son-in-law to Emilius^ ajftcr having given many 
Proofs of at mofl undaunted Courage and Refo-

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lation, unhappily loft his Sword^ which dropt oo« 
of his Hand as he was fighting, As he was a Youth, 
who had acquired all the Advantages of a generous 
Education, as he was the Son ot a rcno wnM Fa- 
ther, to whom he thought himfelf anfwerable for 
dll his A&ions, and was perfuaded that he had bet- 
ter dye athoufand times than live under the Difho- 
nour of fuffering fuch a Spoil to remain in the 
Power of bis Enemies, he flew through all the 
Ranks, j^nd where-ever he met with a Friencl, or 
Companion, he in few words acquainted him with 
his Misfortune, and implor'd his Afliftance. Iq a 
Moment he found himfelf furrounded with a 
Troop of the moft Hardy, and Determined, who 
foUow'd their Leader, and fell with a defperate 
Bravery upon the Macedonians^ whom after a (harp 
. Confltd, many Wounds, and much Slaughter, 
they repulsM^ poflefs'd the EMace that was now de- 
ferted and free, and fet themfelves to fearch for the 
Sword, which at laft they found covered with a 
«great heap of 'Arms and dead CarkafTes. Ovcrjoy'd 
with this- Succefs, they fang Songs of Triumph, 
and with more e^gernefs than ever charged the 
Foes that yet remained firm and unbroke. In the end, 
three thoufand of the chofen Men, who kept their 
Stations^ and fought valiantly to. the laft, were all 
cut in pieces, and very great was the Slaughter of 
Such as fled, inComuch that the Plains and the Hills 
were fiird with dead Bodies, and the Water of the 
VLxwtv JUuci^s^ which the Romans did not pa(s till 
the nej^t day . after the Battel, was then mingled 
with Blood *y for it is faid, there fell more than (i) 
twenty five thoufand of the Enemy $ of the Romans j 
;as Pojidonius relates, an hundred s as Nafica^ onlyfour-

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fcorc. This Battel, though fo great, was very 
quickly decided, it being * the ninth Hour when *, -^r?* ^ 
they flrft cngag'd, and not ten when the Enemy t»f*" 
was vanquifhM s the reft of the day was fpent in 
the purfuit of fuch as fled, whom they followed 
a hundred and twenty Furlon^s^fd that it was far in 
the Night when they returned. 

All the reft were met by their Servants with 
Torches, and brought back with Jo^ and great 
Triumph to their l>nts, which werd fet out with 
Lights, and deckM with Wreaths of (i) Ivy and 
Laurel. But the General himfelf was overwhelmed 
with Grief j for of the two Sons that ferv'd under 
him in the War, the youngeil: was mifling, whom 
he held mod: dear, and whofe Courage and good 
Qualities, he knew,, much excelled Thofe of hisr 
Brethren 3 (z) as he was full of Courage and ambitir 
ous of Honour, but withal unexperienced by rea^ 
fon of his Youth, he concluded he was loft by 
engaging too far amongft his Enemiesy for wane 
of knowing better, and in the heat of Aftion. The 
whole Army was fenfible of his Dejedion and 
Sorrow, and quitting their Suppers, ran alpouc 
with Lights, Some to Emilius hi^ Tent, Some out 
of the Trenches to feek him amongft fuch as were 
ilain in the firft Onfet. There was nothing but 
Grief in the Camp, and the Valley was fill'd with 
the Cries of fuch ascall'd out for Scipie %, for from 
his very Youth, he was endued above any of his 
Equals, with all the good Qualities requifite eithet 
for Command or Counfel. At length, when ic 
was late, and they almoft defpair'd of him,. he xc*

As for Pe^fias^ht fled frciti Pydne to Pella^ with 
Bis Hdrfe-men, which were as yet althoft entire. 
But when the Foot met them, they upbraided 
them ^ Cowards and Traytors, threw them oiF 
their Horfes, and fcH to Blows, with Which many 
were wounded. Perfeus fearing the Confequences' 
of the Tumult, forfook the common Road, and 
kft he fhoiild be known^ puird off his Purple 
Robe^ and carry'd it before him $ took his Crown' 
m his hand % and that he might the better converfe' 
with his Friends, alighted from his Horfe and led 
Bim. Mdft of his Attendance left him by de^rees^ 
One pretending to tie his Shoe that was Toofe, 
Another to water his Horfe,a Third to drink Him- 
(blf ;' none of them having fo* much realbn to fear 
cheir Enemies^ as His Cruelty, for he was grown 
wild at this misfortune, and endeavoured to clear 
Himfelf by laying the Blame upon Others. He 
arrive(j[ at Pella in the Nighty were Ea^m and 
Eudeusytvfo of his Treafurers, came to himy and 
what with their refle&ing on his former Mifcar- 
riages, and their free and unfeafonable Admonici-* 
ens and CbiinfeU upon the prefent Situation of 
his Affairs, fo exafperated him, that he kiirdthem 
Both) {tabbing them with his own Dagger. After 
This nobody ftuck to him but Mva»d$ruic Cretan^

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Pillar of their Conftitution was broken, and the 
Whole diflblved, they fubmitted to Emilm^ and 
in two days time made Him Matter of their whole 
Country. This feems agreeable to their Opinion 
that afcribe all his great Anions to good For- 
tune} which is farther confirmed by the Omen 
that har>pcfh'd at the Sacrifice in Jmpbipolis^ where 
^i Emihus was going to offer, and the holy Rites 
began, a Flafh of Lightning fell on the Altar, fet 
the Sacrifice on Fire, and fan&ified it. But the 
ihare Fame bad in this Affeir is next to a Miracle, 
and far exceeds all they tell us of the Gods, or his 
good Fortune : For the fourth day after Perfeus 
was vanquiihy at Pyine^ wfaild: the People were 

' beholding the running of' the Hoffes in the Circusy 
there arofe an unexpected Report that Emilius had 
oyttcomf Perfeusi and itduti^d all Macedonia, This 
report was immediately fpread^ among the People, 
which called an univerfal J^y, arid Shouts and Ac- 
clamations £ll*d the City all that Day: but when 
no certain Author of the News could be found, 
and every one appeared to have had it from hear* 
fay, the Story was dropt for the prefent and va- 
niihed \ (i)'till a few Days after it came confirm- 
ed, and then. the former intelligence was look'd 
upon as miraculous, which by a Fidion, had told 
the real Truth. It is reportedf alfo, that the New? 
of a Battelthat was- fought in Italy^ near the Ri- 
ver Sagra^ was carry*d into Peloponnefus the fame 
day J and of that nigh Mycak^ againfl the Medes^ 
to Platea. When the Romans had defeated the 
^arquinsy who were combined with the Lalins^ 
there were almoft at the fame time at Room feen

^ml the Fame of this Conqueft camp the very 
l^y it was gaiQ^d, though the difbuice of the Places 
was more than two thou&nd five hundred Miles.Tbf 
truth of this no Man amongft ua can be ignoi-ant oi> 
, But to proceed : Cneius Odavius^ who waa joined 
in tommand with Emilius^ came to an Anchor 
with liis Fltet under Samcthjrac^^ whicre out of his 
Devotibn td the Gods, he penaittfed Ptrfiutx^ cu^ 
joy .tb: Benefit of Refuge, but took care that he 
mould noc ifcape by Sea. Notwichikanding Thi% 
Perfeus fecretly praftis*d with Oroandes of Cretey 
trho ^as Matter of a Bark, to convey fftm atad 
his Treafure away. He, making ufe or the Com- 
mon Arts of his Country, took in the Treafore, 
and advis'd him to come in the Night with his 
Wife, Children, and ncceflary Attendants, to thtft 
Port caird Demetrius \ but as foon as it grew dark 
he fet fail without him. 

The Hour appointed being come^ P^fius with 
infinite Pains and Difficulty bi-ept thorough a ftrait 
Window, croft a Garden, and with his wife and 
Children, Pci-fons tinfit for fuoh Labour and Fa« 
league, fcrambled over an old ruinous Wall. But 
who can exprefs the Anguiih, and Agony he was 
in, when a f^rfon who met him wandring on tifae 
JShbre, told hiflii he had fei&n Ommdes put out to 
Seaj for the day then began to dayrn. At this

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£ital News the dtfconTolacc Prince fetch'd a. 4eep 
iigby fuch as might have moved the moft barbg* 
rous Heart to Corapaftion i and beine now bereft 
of all Hope he made back cowards tbe Wall^ iwc 
creeping as before io a clandeftine Manner, for he 
(aw be was di{i!iover|d^ but endeavouring with all 
his Might to get thither if pofUble with his Wife^ 
and eldcft Son PbUip^ before tUe Romam cott*d o* 
vertake them. He had committed hisi other QiU- 
drto into the Hands of lon^H ^effaionic^r who 
had been his FavouritC| but betray'd him now in 
his Adverlity^ for be deUverVl them up to OStaviusi 
fo that, as Bealb do when their Voung are takcoy 
he was compelrd to jield himCblf to Thoft^ who 
had his Children in their {^4)wer« His greateft 
Confidence wa^ ia Nafic4y and ^twas toliim he 
call'd^ but he not being there, he bewailed his 
Misfortune ^ and fedog there was no podibk Re- 
medy, Aurender^d himlelf to OUavius. And hew 
it was tnat he made it manifeft, .that be was poC* 
fefs'd with a Vice more fordid than Covetoufnc^ it 
felf^ to wit, the fondnefs of Life > by which he 
deprived himfelf even of Pity, the pnly thing (h^t 
fortune xKv€t takes aw^ Arom tbe moAwretched^

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After this he carried his Sons^ his Sons*in»laVt 
and others of the chiefeft Quality^efpecially Thofe 
of the younger fort, back with him into his Tent, 
where tor a long time he fat down without fpeak« 
ing one word, infomuch that they all wondred at 
him. At laft, he began to difcouife of Fortune 
and human Afiairs. Is it pojfibk^ faid he, far a 
Manfo to^ be mif-led in Profperity^as tofuffer bimfelf 
to he puffed uf^ and grtm srroga^t upon batnng com^ 
quefd Nations^ forced Cities y andfuldueS Kingdoms^ 
ijpecially fince Fortune herfelf^ by thofe vifbk Marts 
of her Inft ability^ and the melancholy Inftances of bu^ 
man Frailty^ takes care to admonijb the haughty Con^ 
fuerorj that ewn in the height and profufion of ber 
Favoafs he is to expeBfrom ber nothing folidj nothing 
permanent ! In what feafon of Life can a Man fbiftk 
bimfelf fecure^ when in the very jtrticle of FiStory be 
is forced to dread the jtlmigbty Pmver of Fortune f 
and in the full I'ide of Joy and Succefs meets with 
the ftrongeft jtrguments^ of Jealoufte and Diflrufl^ at 
often as the Principles of Reafon lead him to reflet 
on the immutable Order of FatCj which fpares none^ 
but humbles one Man to-day^ and to-morrow Ano'^ 
ther ? IVhen a Moment of time has been fufficient to . 
overthrow the Houfe of Alexander, which bad ex^ 
alted itfelf to thehighefl Pitch of Power ^ and reduced 
almoft the wjpole World to Subjedion j when we are 
trampling on the Ruins of that Houfe^ fo flourifbing 
heretofohy when we behold her Prince Sy who but 
yeflerday were at the Head of a formidable Army com-' 
pofd of fo many Millions^ reduced to day to the ne* 
cejjity of asking Bread from their Enemies i (hall We^ 
"who behold fhis^ prefume to flatter ourfelves that our 
Affairs are fettled upon a folid Foundation^ and that 
Ttme itfelf fball have m Dominion oyer them ?

Then he celebrated all manner of Shows, 
and Games, and Sacrifices to the Gods, and made 
great Entertainments and Feafts 3 the Charge of 
all which he liberally defrayed out of the Kuig*t 
Trcafory ^ and ihew'd that he underftood the or* 
dcring and placing of his Guefts, and how every 
Man ihould be riceiv'd according to bis Rank and 
Quality, to fuch an exa& nicety, that (^)the Greeks 
^cre furpris'd to fihd him fo expert and careful.

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even aboat trifles, and tbat a Man engaged In fo manf 
weighty Affairs fhou*d obferve a Decorum in fuch 
little matters. That which gave him the greatcfjb 
fiitisfaftton was, that amidft fuch magnificent and 
fplendid Preparations, he Himfelf was always the 
imoft grateful Sight, and greateft Pleafure to Thofe 
he entertained. And he told Them that Teemed 
to wonder at his Diligence, ^bat there 'Was the 
fame Spirit required in marJhaUing a Banquet^ ss an 
Army j "wbiyi the One was to be rendred very dreadful 
to the Enemyj the Other very acceptable to the Guejls. 
Nor did Men le(s praife his Liberality, and the 
Greatncfs of his Mind, than his other Virtues ^ 
for he woidd not fo much as fee thofe great Quan- 
tities of Silver and Gold, which were heop'd to- 
gether out of the King's Palaces, but delivered 
them to the Queftors, to be put into the Publick 
Treafury. He only permitted his own Sons, who 
were great Lovers of Learning, to take the King's 
• Books $ and when he diilributed fuch Rewards as 
>Rrere due to extraordinary Valour, he gave his 
6on-in-Law, ^ubero^ only a Bowl that weighed five 
• Pounds : This is that ^ubero we have already men- 
tioned, who was one of the flxteen Relations that 
liv'd together, and were all maintained out of one 
little Farm j and 'tis faid that this was the firft Plate 
that ever enter'd the Houfe of the Elians^ and 
This was brought thither, as an Honour and Re- 
ward of Virtue I for before this time, neither They 
fior their Wives would ever make ufe either of Sii« 
vcr or Gold. 

Having thus well fettled Things, taken his 
leave of the Grecians^ and exhorted the Macedoni- 
ans^ that mindful of that Liberty they had receiv'd 
from the Romans^ they ihould endeavour to main? 
lain it, by their Obedience to the Laws, and Con- 
cord amongft themfelves, he departed for Epire % 
for he had Orders from the Senate, to give the

Soldiers that followed him in the War ag^inft Ptr^ 
feus^ the Pillage of the Cities of that Country. 
Wherefore, that he might furprize and let upon 
them all at once, he fummon'd ten of the principal 
Men out of every City^ whom he commanded oa 
fuch an appointed Day, to bring all the Gold and 
Silver they had either in. their private Houfes or 
Temples, and with every one of thefe, as if it were 
for. this very purpoie, and under a pretence of 
(earching for and receiving the Gold, he fent ^ 
Centurion, and a Guard of Soldiers ^ who, the (et 
Day being come, rofe all at once, and at the verjr * 
felf-fame time fell upon them y fo that in the fpace 
of one hour a hundred and fifty thouland Penbns 
were made Slaves, and threefcore and ten Cities 
fack'd. Yet what was given to each Soldier, out 
of lb vaft a Dcftrufkion and utter Ruin, amounted . 
to no more than eleven Drachms $ which made all 
Men dread the Iflue of a War, when the Wealth 
of a whole Nation thus divided, turn'd to fo little 
Advantage and Profit to each particular Man. 

When Emilius )iad done This, which was perfed* 
ly contrary to his gentle and mild Nature, he wenc 
down to* Oricuniy where he imbark*d his Army for 
Italy. He faird up the River Tiber in the King*t 
G^ley, that had fixteen Oars on a fide, and was 
richly adorn'd with the Armour of the Prifoners, 
and with Cloatbs of Purple and Scarlet ^ fo that 
rowing the Veflels flowly againft the Stream, the ^ 

JRomans that crowded on the Shoar to meet bim^ 
had a tafte of his following Triumph. But th^ 
Soldiers who bad caii; a covetous Eye on the Trea^ 
furcs of Perfeus^ when they cou'd not obtain wha? 
they thought they fo well de(erv*d, were not only 
fecretly enrag'd, and angry with Emilius for it, but 
openly complain'd, that he had been a fevere and 
tyrannical Commander over them j nor were they 
fo defirous of a Triumpii as might have been* ex- 

pcftcd. 
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peded. When Servius GMa^ who was Etnilius his 
Enetdf) though he had cooifflanded a choufand 
Men uDder him, underftood This^he pttUM off the 
Mask, and was To bold as to affirm, That a Tri« 
nmph was not to be alloWd htni } and fow'd divers 
Calutnnies among the Soldiers, which yet further 
increasM their ill-will towards him, and defir'd the 
Tribunes of the People, becaufe the four hours that 
were remaining of the Day coiild not fuffice for 
fhe Accufation, thai they would puc it off till Anp* 
ther. Bnt when the Tribunes commanded him to 
(peak then, if he had any thing to (ay, he began a 
long Oration, ftufFM with all manner of Reproaches, 
in which he fpent the remaining part of the 
time, and the Tribunes, when it was dark, dif- 
mifs'd the Aflembly. The Soldiers growing more 
yehement by this, throngM all about Galba^ and en* 
tring into a Confpiracy, early in the Morning a* 
gain befet t^e Capitol, where the Tribunes had ap- 
pointed the following Aflembly to be held. As 
loon as it was day, it was put to the Vote, (i) and 
the firft Tribe with a general Confent rejeftcd the 
Triumph. When what was done was fpread about, 
and underftood by the rtfft of the Aflembly) the 
common People declared themfelves very much 
griev'd, that Emilius fhould meet with fach Igno* 
xiinyi but this was only in words, which had no 
efSeeb ^ whilft the chief of the Senate exdaim*d a- 
gainft it as a ba(e A&ion, and excited one another 
to reprefe the Boldnefs and Infolence of the Sol* 
diets, which, if not timely prevented, would in a 
while become altogether btiidftrong and ungovem*

Which aitfaottgh ptt'd up with the greareft Art ind 
Ordo-, ytt fecna^d to be tambled on heaps cnrcldly 
and by chance i Helmets were thrown upon iSbields<| 
Coats of Mail upon Oreaves^ Cretian Targets and 
Tbrucism Bucklers^ and Quivers of Arrows, lay 
huddled amongft this Horfes Bits, and throu^h^h^ 
there appeared the points of naked Swor£, intei'-^ 
Idix'd with long Spears. All thefe Arms were ty*d 
together with fuch a juftUbertj, that they knocked 
€gainft one another as they were drawn along, and 
saade a harfh and terrible n^ife, lb that the very 
Spoils of the Conquo^'d coold not be beheld without 
•dresid. After thefe Waggons loaden with Artnour^ 
there Iblbw'd three thovUnd Men, who carried the 
Silwtx that wascoin'd^ in feven hundred and five VeT- 
fels, eadh of which we^h*d three Tsllents, and was 
born by four Men. Others brought Silver Bowk, and 
Odbiets, and Cups, aU diipo$*d in fuch Order «s 
to make the beft fhow, and all valaible, afs w^l for 
their i^neisasrthe thickne^ of cheirengmved tV'drk. 
,On the Third Day early m the morning, firft came 
the Trumpeters, who did not found ds they were 
wont id a Proc€»ion or folemn Entry, but fudi a 
Charge as the Romans ufe when thev encourage 
their Soldiers to fight. NesEt foUow'd yoi^ng Meh 
igtrt ihoMt with Girdles corioufly Wfought, whidi 
Jed to the Sacrifice fixfcore Ml'd Oxen^ wi!fh their 
jioms gilded, and thehr HeadK adorn'd with Rib^ 
•bandb and Garlands, and with Thefe were Boysthsft 
carried Inters of Silver and Gold. After This w«s

Vofl«is,tSiat weighed three Talents, like to Thofe

on invented by thericksj and all the Gold Plate 
that y/gs ufcd at PBrfeus his Table. Next to Tbcfe 
' came Perfius hi$ Chariot, in which his Armonr 
was, placM, and on That his Diadem. And after a 
litjDle*. intcrmiflion j the King's Children were led 
Gapitiyestr and with them, a Train of Nurfes, Mi- 
llers and Governors^ who all wept and ftretcht 
forth thejr Hands to the Spe&ators, and taught the 
lit;tlp Infaqts to beg and intreat their Compaffion. 
There were two Sons and a Daughter, who by 
reafo^ of their tender Age were altogether iofenfi- 
ble of th/B greatnefs of their Mifery, which infenfi- 
jbility of their Condition, rendred it much more de- 
j^lorablej infomuch that P^r/^^j himfelf was fcarce 
regarded as he went along, whilft Pity had fixM 
the Eyes of the Romans upon the Infants, and ma- 
ny of them could not forbear Tears 3 All beheld the 
Sight with a mixture of Sorrow and Joy, until the 
Children were paft. After his Children and their 
Attendants, came Ptrfius himfelf, clad all in black, 
and wearing Slippers after the fafhion of his Coun- 
try : he l6ok*d like one altogether aftoni{|i'd and de- 
prived of Reafon, through the greatnefs of his Mis- 
fortunes. N ext followed a great many of his Friends 
,and Familiars, wbofe Countenances were disfigur'd 
with Grief, and who tcftify'd to all that beheld 
them, by their Tears, and theii: continual looking, 
upon Perfeusj that it was His hard Fortune they fo 
much lamented, and that they were regardlefe of 
their Own. Perfeus fcnt to Emilius^ to intreat that 
he might not be led in Pomp, but be left out of 
the Triumph 5 who deriding (as was but juft) his 
Cowardice and Fondnefs of Life, fent him this An- 
iwer, That as for that^ it was before^ and is now in 
hisownPower-^ giving him to underftand, that this 
Difgrace was to be prevented by difpatching him- 
fclf, which tbe faint-hearted Wretch had not the 

Courage 
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Courage to da, ^ but being made eflemiiiate b^ ^I 
know not what hopes, became a pare of his own 
Spoils. After Tfaefe were carried four hundred 
Crowns, allmadeof Gold, and fent frond the.Cicieai 
by their re^c&ive AmbaiTaldors to Eniiliusj asaRo-i 
ward due to his Valour. Then He^tmfelf oime feaced 
on a Chariot magnificently adoraM, (a Man worcby 
to be beheld, even without thefeEnfigns of Power) 
He was cl^ in a Garment of Purple, incerwovea 
with Gold, and held out a Laurel Branch in hia 
Right Hand. All the Army, in like manner withr 
Boughs of Laurel in their Hands, divided intoBands 
and Companies, followedtheChariotof their Com* 
fliander % Some finging Odes (according to thexirual 
Cuftom) mingled wichJt.aiilei'y $ Others, ^fongi of 
Triumph, and the Praife oF EmiJiks his Deeds s wJho 
was admir'd and accounted happy by all Men^ and 
unebvy'd by every one that wm good : . Only it 
feems to be the Province of fome jealous Being, to 
leflen that Happinels which i$ too great aitd inordi* 
nate, and fo to mingle the Affairs of Hunofan Life, 
that no one Ifaall be entirely free and exempt from 
Calamities 9 but (as it is faid in Homer) that Thofe 
ihould think themfelves truly bkfled, {i) to w.hom 
Fortune has given an equal ihare of Good and 
Evil. 

Emilius had four Sons, of which Sjci^o and Fabius 
(as is already related) were adopted into other Fa* . e 

milies ^ the other Two, which he had by a fecond 
Wife, and were yet but young, he brought up in 
his own Houfe. .

But that He bimfelf 
Ihou'd perievere in the fame Teqi- 
perance and Medioaicy even tp 
his dying day, and that after he 
had overturned the greareft Em- 
pu-e in the World, brought im- 
mcnfe Riches into the publick 
Treafury, and loaded his Soldiers 
with LargclTes, that gfter all This

Other againft the Carthaginiansj and the Succefs of 
Both was equally glorious. One of them conquer'd 
Macedofti and fubvcrted the Strufture of Antigonus 
bis Fortune and Family^ which had flourifh'd down 
from him in an uninterrupted Succeffidn of fevcn 
Kings; the Other expclPd Tyranny out of Sicily^ 
and reftorM that Ifland to its antient Liberty. Un- 
kfs it be urged in Favour of (i) Emiliusj that He 
engaged with Perfeus^ when his Forces were enthr, 
and composM of fuch Men as had often fought with 
Succefs againft the Romans : Whereas Timekon found 
t>i(myfim in a defpairing Condition, his Affairs be- 
ing rcduc'd to the laft Extremity. On the other 
Hand, This may be faid in Favour of 7/iW(7/(f(?», That 
he vanquifhM fcveral Tyrants and a Powerful Cur» 
fbaginian Army, with an inconfiderable number of 
Men gathered together from all Parts : Not with 
fuch an Army as Etnilius had, of well-difciplin'd 
Soldiers, cxperienc'd in War, and accuftbm'd to 
obey ; but inch as through the hopes of Gain re* 
forted to him, unskiird in Fighting and ungovern* 
able, (i) And when A£bions are equally .glorious^ 
and the Means to compafs them unequal, the grea- 
teft Efteem is certainly due to that General, who 
conquers with the fmaller Power. 

Both had the Reputation of behaving themfelves 
with an uncorruptcd Integrity, in all Affairs they 
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he ihoo'd die without adding one 
Drachma to bis Patrimony, This 
Honour is peculiarly his Own. 
There is nothing fo glorious as a 
▼oluotary Poverty proceeding from 
a true Dignity of Mind. If we 
thoroughly examine into the Lives 
of the greateft Perfon^es oF An- 
tiquity, We (hall find, generally 
faking, that He was the Greateft 
who was the Pooreft.

And this is plains for 
at that time all the Ramans were educated with the 
greateft Modelly and 'temperance, and taught a 
Reverence for, and an inviolable Obfervance to the 
Laws of their Country^ Whereas kis ismarkabl^

ilorians mpntion, that Pharax the Spartan^ and Cs* 
Uppus the jithenian^ committed feveral wicked and 
treacherous A£b, defigning^ to m^e themfdves 
Kings of Sicily. But what were thefe Mei^ and 
what ftrength bad they to nouriihibvain^a Thought ? 
For the Firft of them was a Follower of Dio^yjlm^ 
when he was exf^ird Syracufe^ and the Othef a 
hired Captain of Foot under Dion^ and came into 
if/^/'/jT with him.

panied with Experience and Valour, whofe firft 
and principal Care it ought to be, to fave Him, 
who is the Safety and Security of all the Reft. 

On this account we ought to admire what 72* 
motbeus^d one day, when Chares was (he wins the 
AtbemMs the Wounds he had received while he^ 
was their General, and his Shield pierc'd . by a 
Spear s As fi^r my part^ faid he, when I bejie^d Sa«- 
mos, y^/i"; an.Ajrrow fall very near me^ bow mucb 
was I a/bam- d f^r having medkfsly exposed my felf. 
like a rajb young Fellow^ and further than became sbe- 
Commander of Jo great an Army! But where Sue* 
CX& in a ^reat meafure depends on the GeneralVex- 
pofing hxm&lf, in fuch a cafe he ought to play- 
the. Many and pufli on at all Adventinres without ' 
any Regard to his Perfon, or their Maxims, who 
dy that a General ought to die of Age, or at leaft 
an old Man : But whercihe Advantage of hif 
Vi£)x>i7 will be of no great Importance, and the 
Confequence of his Fall Will be utter Ruin, no 
body wouM defire him to perform the . part of a 
common Soldidr^ which may be attended with the 
Ibfi of the General.

Both great Meii) but Both perifh'd by their Rafh- 
iiels: For being rery brave and daring, and hav>

£neniies,(the Ode having vanquifh'd Hannibal^ 'till 
then invincible } and the Other defeated the Lace* 
d4n»oniafbithiX were Mafters both at Sea and Land^ 
in a pitchM Battel,) th\ey ventur*d too far, and in« 
c^OfifideMtfcly threw away tfieir Lives, when their 
Cotifntries ftdod moft in need of fucfa valiant Men^ 
and iiich brave Commanders. hvA therefore from 
the Similitude there was between them we have 
drawn their Parallel. 

Pihpidas^iht Son of Hippocbts^ was defcended,a8 
Epamnoftdas likemk was, from one of the moft 
ifiilftHoOs^i'amiKes in TTbehes.He was brought iip from 
bis Infancy in Plenty and Opulence, and coming 
early to the poflefiion ofii great ]Bftate,made it his 
hn&ntfs to relieve atid aifift fuch' as were poor and 
indigent, but yet worthy and deferving i that he 
might mzkc it appear he was truly the Mafter of^ 
md not a Slave to, his Riches. For among Man* 
kind, as Arift$tk fays, Some through Avarice make 
no ufe at all of their Wealth, white Others abufe 
it to Debauchery and Excefs 1 Thefelive perpetual 
Slaves to their Pleafures, tho Ochers to Care and 
BujGnels. AH the ^ebans^ except EpamimmdaSj 
Qiade ufe of Pelopidas's G^nerofity, and thankfully 
received his Favours $ but he cou'd never prevail 
with Him to accept his Prefents, or partake of his , 
Abundance $ and finding it the eafier Task, he 
condefcended to (loop to His Poverty \ and, after 
His Example, took a Pleafure in ordinary Appard^ 
% frugal Table, unwearied Labour, and in appear* 
ring plain and open in the higheft Pofts and Em- 
ployments; like Capaneusivk mripdcs^ who pof-

After this Battel the Lacedemonians carried, it 
very fair towards the Tijebansy in all outward apr 
pearance, as good Friends and Allies, but were in 
reality jealous of the growing Power and Gran- 
deur of their City. But above all, (i) they had 
conceived a pai'iicular and implacable Hatred a* 
gainfl: Ifmenius and Androclides^s Party, in which 
Pelopidas was an Aflbciate, looking upon *emas too. 
popular, and too great Friends to Liberty, -^r- 
cbiasu^ Leontidas and Philip^ who were the Heads 
of the Party that oppos'd Ifmenius^ all Three very 
rich, immoderately ambitious, and violently bene 
upon an Oligarchical Government, having difco* 
vtr'd how the Lacedd^'momam ftood inclined, pro-

Charon was a refolute brave Man, unmov'd at 
any Danger that threatened Himfelf,but full of Con* 
ccrn for the Safety of his Friends % and appre- 
hending that the World might cenfure him, and 
iufpe6k him of Treachery in cafe fo many valiant 
Citizens as he bad received into his Houfe {hou*d 
happen to mifcarry, when he was juft ready to cJe- 

Eart, he went into the Womcns Apartment, and' 
rought out his only Son, who was a Youth in-" 
deed, but for Beauty and Strength fuperior to any 
of his Age, and with thcfe Words deliver'd 
hitn to Pelopidas^ If you find Me a Traytor 
nfe this Boy as an Enemy^ and be cruel in the 
Execution. 

This Concernment, and Affeftion of Charon^ 
drew Tears from Many 5 but extremely troubled 
All, that he ihou'd think any one among *em cou'd 
be guilty of fuch Balenefs or Cowardice at the 
approach of Danger, as either to fufpeft or blame 
his Conduft ) and moft earneftly befought him 
not to leave his Son with Them, but to remove 
him fomewli^ere to a place of Safety ) that fo he 
might one day revenge his Friends and Country, 
if be was fo happy as to efcape the Tyrants 
Fury. But Charon abfolutely refiis'd to remove 
him, faying, (i) What Life^ what Safety can be 
more honourable^ than to die bravely mtb his Father^ 
and fuch generous Friends and Companions ? Then 
imploring the Proteftioa of the Gods, and falutiog, 
and encouraging them All, he left them, and de- 
parted.

Whicn the Courier was 
bVought to jfrcbiasj who Was by this time pretty 
well warm'd with Liqjuor, as he ddiver'd his Let- 
tfcrs to him, he faid, Sir^the Peffon that wrote thefe 
Letters conjures Tou to read 'em fbrtbwifbj for tbey 
^ contain Bufinefs of great Importance. But Arcbias 

t&kihg the Letters, faid, fmiling, Bufinefs to-mihr* 
riw ) and laying then! doWn by him, refum'd his 
former Converlati6rt*with Pbilidas. 
\ Thofc Words, iuftnefs td-mdrro^^ grew into a 
Pro^rerb, and continue fo to this Day among the 
Greeks. 

Now when every thing Was ripe for Aftion, 
the Confpirators iflued out, and divided themfelves 
ihto two Bodies ^ One under the Command of 
Pelopidas and Damoclides ntarch'd againft (i) Leon^' 
tidas and Hypates^ who were Neighbours j and the 
Other, led by Cbaron and Melon^ went to attack 
Jfrcbias and Pbilip. Thefe put Womens Cloaths 
over their Armour, and Pine and Poplar about 
^ their Heads to {hade their Faces. As foon as they 

appeared at the Do6r where the Gucfts were, they 
all began to huz2:a, and clap aloud for Joy, be- 
lieving *ein to be the Women they had fo Jong 
expefted. But when the Confpiratoils had looked 
rbiind the Room, and diligently obferv'd the 
Whole Company, they drew their Swords, and

the Chains of the Spartan Government, *tiil thefi 
thought firm and indiflbluble. 

Not long after This the I^ced^monians enter*d 
Bdsotia with a powerful Army, which fo terrify*cl • 
the Athenians^ that they renounc'd all Treaties and 
Alliances with the TTbebans^ and imprifon'd All that 
continued in tfieir Intereft ^ Some they put tp 
Death,Othei's they banifli'd, and Thofethat were 
the richeft they fin*d fevcrely. Thus the Affairs of 
Tbebesj without cither Friend or Ally, fcem'd ^t 
that time to be in a very defperate Condition. But 
Pelopidas and Gorgidas being then Gpvernours qf 
Bceotia^ confultcd together how to breed a Quar- 
rel between the Athenians and Spartans % and This 

oat of MenatOt and flang himfelf 
into the Protedion of Trmici, 
.If we examioe into all the Cif- 
cumdances of thefe two A6bton;» 
We (hall find them fo like ta to 
be perfuaded that the Prince of 
M$nMC0 cbpy'd from Pehfidas, and 
formM his Defigns opon his PIa6. 
I was the more deiirous to draw 
out this Paralleli to make it appear 
that FlutMrch is able to fuggeld 
Hints for Enterprizcs, and Per- 
forman^res, equal to Tbofe which 
were the Glory of the moft re- 
nowo'd Heroes of Aotiqaitjr.

In the mean time, the fhekans having frequenc 
Skirmiflies with the Spartans in Bceotia^ and fight** 
ing fome Battels (not great indeed, but fit to train 
them up, and inftrua them) their Minds were 
raifed, and their Bodies inured to Labour, and 
they got both Experience and Courage by thofe 
frequent Encounters. Infomuch that jfntakides is 
reported to have faid very pertinently to Jgefilaus^ 
when he was brought home wounded from Bmotia^ 
Tqu are now paid^ Sir^ for the jfyprenficejbip you have 
made the Thebans ferve^ teaching them the Art of 
War againfi their Wills. Tho* to fpeak properly, 
Agefilaus was not their Mailer, but Tho(e wife 
Commanders who led *em with Prudence to Bat* 
tel, and when they (aw a fit opportunity, let ^em 
loo(e, like ftanch Hounds, upon the Enemy $ and 
when they had tafted the Sweets of Vidory, by 
_ which their Appetites were iharpen'd, took 'em 
off 9gain, pleased with their Eagernefs and Spirit : 
But of ^1 tho(e Leaders Pelopidas deferves mod 
Honour on this account, for from the time of his 
being firft chofen Captain-General, *till his Deaths 
he was never one Year put of Employment, but 
was conllantly either Captain of the Sacred Band, 
or Governor of Bieotia. And thofe were the times, 
in which the Spartans were defeated and entirely

But to refume the thread of our Dif- 
courfc. As the TTbekam return*d from Orcbomenumj 
by TegyrUj the Spartans marching at the fame time 
from Locrisj met 'em upon the Road. 

As foon as they had pafled the Straits^ and \i^ere 
in View, One ran in all hafte to Pelopidas^ and 
told him, Tf^e are fallen into the Enemy* s Hands : Ani 
vjby^ faid be, not T&ey into Ours? At the fame time 
he commanded his Horfe that were in the Rear, 
to advance and begin the Attack <; , His Foot, which 
were no more than three hundred Men, he drew 
into a clofe Body, not doubting but tha^, where** 
ever they prefs'd, they wou'd break through the 
Enemy, tho' fuperior in Number. The Spartans 
had divided their Infantry into two Battalions % 
Each confided, as Epborus reports, of five hundred, 
Callifthenes fays Seven, but Pelybius and Others 
nine hundred. Gorgoleon and Tbeopompus their Ge« 
rals, relying on the Valour of their Troops, led 
them on to the Charge with great Bravery. The 
Shock began wnere the Commanders fought in 
Perfon on both fides, and was very (harp and furi- 
ous 3 the «$j^^r/^;^ Generals, who prefsM hard upon 
PeUpida^j fell firft, and All that were near them 
were either kiird, or put to Flight : Thereupon 
the whole Army was fo terrify 'd, that they openM 
a Lane for the TiebanSj through which they might 
have pafs'd (afely, and continued their March, if 
they had pleased ^ but Pebfidas difdaining to accept

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of this Opportunity to makp his Efcape, march*d 
agaiadThore who ftill kept their Ground, and n^ade 
fuch a terrible Slaughter among them, that They 
who rcmain'd, being ftruck with Terror, were en- 
tirely routed, and ran away in great Confuiion. The 
Tbehns did not purfue them very far, for fear of 
the OrcbomenianSj who were near the Place of Bat'- 
tel, and of the Reinforcement from Laced^em^n^ 
which was arriv'd at Tegyra. They iatisfied them* 
felves with breaking the Enemy, and making an 
honourable Retrear, which was worth a Vi&ory^ 
fince it was made through the very midft of a dif- 
pers*d and defeated Army. 

After they had erected a Trophy, and gathered 
the Spoils of the Slain, they returned home full 
\ of Spirit, and greatly elated at their Succefs: For 
; in all their former Wars, whether againft Greeks 
\ or Barbarians^ the Spartans were never before bea- 
ten by a fmaller Number than their Own, nor when 
their Numbers were equal, and thus their Courage 
feem'd irrefiftible^ their Fame wounded their Ene- 
mies before the Battel, and made them afraid to 
venture an Engagement, tho* on equal Terms. 
This Battel firtt taught the Greeks that 'tis nci- 
I thcr Eurofasj nor the Country that lies between 
. Babyce and Cnadon^ breeds martial Spirits and bold 
Warriors, but that Courage and Bravery are the 
I Produce of all Countries, (i) where the Youth are 
! afliam'd of what is bafe, and daring in a good Caufe, 
L and where they fear the leaft Difgrace more thaa 
I the grcateft Danger v Thefe are the Men that are 
flioft terrible to their Enemies.' 

Gorgidas^ as Some report, firft form'd the &acred 
Bahd^ confining of three hundred feled Men, to

that his Lover might not bluih to fee him wolindcd 
in the Back. Thus *tis faid of lotaus^ who was 
bclov'd by HercuUi^ that he accompanyM tht Hero 
in all his Labours, and never deferted him in the 
greateft Danger. Hence arofe the Cuftom (i) for 
Lovers to (wear inviolable Faith and AflFe&ion ac 
loUus'sTomh^ which (z) -^r//?^/fc aflures us, conti- 
nued in his Time. Tis very probable therefore^ 
that this Band was call'd Sacred^ on the fame Ac- 
count that (}) Plato ftiles a Lover, a divinely /«- 
ffifd Friend.

with Chryfiffus the natural Soil 
of VekfSf with whom he matn- 
tain*d a crimmal Correfpondcnce^ 
'till the young Man was at lad mnr« 
dcr'd in the Night by Hifpoda- 
mia, as he was lying by the Side 
of Lams, JEfihyhs and Etiripidet^ 
who made this Princess Lire the 
Subjedl of their Tragedies, pre- 
tend that He was the nrftlnftance 
of this Sort of Love; and that 
^uno% to revenge the Sanity of 
the Nuptial Bed, fent the Monfter 
Sphinx to Jhehis, Who brought 
fuch Miferies and Devaftations up* 
on the Thebans, But Plutarch with 
good Reaibn oppoies This, and af- 
firms, that there was no manner 
of RefemUance between the a'V' 
roioal Paflion of Laius, and the 
Love of the Young Persons of 
which the Sacred Band was com^ 
pos'd) and it is fo far from being 
true, that Lai'us was the ftrft in* 
famous Example of that Kind» 
that Plato in his eighth Book de 
Legiius (hews that there wa a Law 
in Being before his Time, forbid- 
ding a criminal Commerce between 
Men and Men, and of Women with 
one another. This was a Law of 
Nature, which the Corruptiaa of 
Mankind had given Occaiion to 
be revived. There were Exam- 
ples both of a vicious and honou- 
rable Love long before tfie Time 
of Lajftts,

^uC*d among the fheians this Love of young MetlA 
but it wis their Legiflators themfelvcs that eft^bliih'd 
it> for having a Mind to foften and polifli in their 
Infancy the natural Fiercenefs and Rough neis of 
their Youth, they brought the Flute into Vogue^ 
and uied it on all (erious as well as ludicrous Occa<* 
iions, iuftilling in them Principles of that Spiritual 
Lovei as well as other more manly Sentiments in 
their Places of publick Exercifes, that they mighc 
thereby temper and foften their innate Warmth and 
Fiercenefi : And therefore they did very well to make 
Harmony, the Daughter of Mars and Fenus^ the 
Tutelar Goddcfs of their City, thereby to fignify, 
that wherefoevcr innate Valour and Bravery ismix*d 
with attra&ive Graces and the Arts of Perfuafion^ 
there muft always be the mod; perfe£b and befl: ce- 
mented Government ; fince every Thing there 05- 
beys the Laws of Harmony. 

But to return to the Sacred Band : G$rgidas^ who 
firfl: rais'd it> divided the Men of which it was 
composed in all Engagements, and difpofed them 
up and down in the firft Ranks of his In&ntry^ 
which made their Courage feem lefs confpicuous^ 
and chey were in efFdd weakenM whilft theyfoughc 
infeparate Parties, and (i) were mingled with O- 
thers, more in Number, and of inferior Refolution.

He was not at tjbtat ti^^ (Joifi^ 
ib^dcr in Chiefs but Captain of the Saqred Band s 
and a Man k ihe gneateft Xi^f^ftt as it w^ .^t he 
Jbou'd bci after he h^d gi^^ea feoh Propifeof iis 
liew ty Zeal and Affo&ion far tJie JUbej^y of bis 
Cowiitry. • 

A Refalution being then taken* to .%ht, aodboth 
Armies lying i^efore LeuStra^ Pglopi^s faw ^ V jifion 
iwbijch vciy much difcompofed him. In tfec JPl^n 
oiLm&ra \\t tbie Bodkin of t^e Dapght^i^ of 5*^^ 
i&^j, caWy from the Place JUu9riiks. , Th^e 
Maids had jboen ravifli'd by Somt. JSparMns wjiopti 
Uhey had cntertain'd asGucfts^ ;and Ijlcing .unajjie to 
lurvive tbe Di^race, th^y Mird thmnfi^lv^s^ and 
were buried in this Plain. TJteir Father .jvQot io 
Laeed^mm to demand SatisCadtidQ for -^ disteO^ble 
and imfdous an A&ion^ but hdng umd^l^tp Oihttain 
ir, wilh direfiil Curfes and Imprecations agaioft 
the Sp^rtans^ he kill'd himfclf at his Dauighwrs 
Tonibs. From that time many Prophecies and Ora-

Pelopidas looking on This as a harfh and impious 
Injunflion, rofe, and told it to the Augurs and Com* 
mandets of the Army. Some were of Opinion that 
this Injun£):ion was not to be negkAcd or difo- 
beyM) alledging for Examples the ancient Hiflories 
of Meneceus the Son of Creon^ and of Macaria the 
Daughter oi Hercules \ and Others more modem, 
as That oi Pberecydes the Philofopher, who was put 
to Death by the Laeeddemonians^ and whofe Skin, at 
the Oracle's Command, is- ftill carefully kept by 
the Kings oi Sparta\ and That of teonidas^ who, in 
obedience to the Oracle, did in a manner facrifice 
^ Himfelf for the Safety of Greece % arid laftly That of 
^emifiocles^ who, before the Battel of SalamiSj fi- 
eri fic'd three Pri foners to Bacchus j furnam'd Omeftes % 
and that all thefe Sacrifices were juftified by the 
Succefs. They faid Itirther, that Agefilaus march- 
ing from the fame Place, and againft the fame Ene- 
mies th&t Agamemnon did before, was commanded 
one Night as he lay ^i AuUs (i) to facrifice his 
Daughter to the Goddeis Diana ^ but out of his 
extreme Tendernefs for her, he refus'd it 3 and fo 
his Expedition prov'd fuccefslefs : Thefe were their

Meh) that (i) it was impious to fuppofe that the 
Gods took delight in human Sacrifices > and if 
there were any fuch, they were to be ncglefted as 
vicious and impotent Beings i for fuch unjufl: and 
corrupt Defires cou'd only proceed from, and fub- 
fift in, weak and deprav'd Minds. 
' The Generals thus differing in Opinion, and P^- 
hpid^s bring very much at a Stand which way tp 
determine, all on a fudden a wild She-Colt that 
had broke out oi the Stud, ran through the Camp, 
and when ihe came near the Place where They 
Were, ftood flill: whilft Some admired the fpark- 
ling Rednefs of her Colour, and Others the itateli- 
ncls of her Gate, and the haughty Vigour of her 
Neighings, Theocritus the Augur having confi* 
4er'd the Matter, cry'd out to Pelopidasj Behold 
there the FiSim that comes to offer itfelfs wait Thou 
for no other Firgin^ but facrifice That which the Gods 
bavefent Thee. Whereupon they feiz'd the Coir, 
brought her to the Tombs of the LeuSlridesy and 
there offered her up with the ufual Prayers and Ce-

ple ftand in need of Protedion and Defence, that 
Perfon {hou'd be their Chief, or General, who is 
bed: able to proteft and defend 'cm. As Mariners, 
tho* in a Calm, or in Port, they appear infolenr, 
and brave the Pilot, but as foon as they come out 
to Sea, and a Storm begins to arife, at the firft 
Appearance of Danger all their Eyes are fix'd on 
. Him, and they rely wholly on his Skill} fo the-<4!r* 
giveSy the EleanSj and the jircadians in their Con* 
fults wou'd contend with the Thebans for Superiori- 
ty of Command} but whenever jhey were obliged 
to fight, or faw any Danger at hand, they all fub* 
milted to the Tbeban Generals, and readily obey'd 
their Orders. 

In this Expedition they united all Arcadia into 
one Body, and driving out the Spartans who inha- 
bited Meffiniay call'd home it$ ancient Inhabitants, 
and gave them Ithotne to poflc(s. And in their Re- 
turn home through Cencbrea, (i) they defeated the 
jltbeniansj who had attacked them in the narrow 
Ways, with a dcfign to hinder their Paflage. Thefe 
.great and mighty Exploits m^de all the other Peo- 
At oi Greece applaud their Valour, and admire their 
iuccefs} but (i) the Envy of their Fellow-Citizens 
cncreaCng in proportion to their Glory, prepared 
fuch a Receppon for ^em at their Return, as their 
^gnal Services to their Country had very ill de-

perK)rm*d thofc famous Exploits in Mejfenia^ Arcck^ 
dia and LaconU. 

Pelopidas was try*d firft, and therefore was in moft 
« Danger ) but at laft they were Both acquitted. Epa^ 
minondas bore the Accufation and Tryal very pati- 
ently, efteeming it a great piece of Generofity noc 
to refent the Injuries of his Citizens. But Pehpi^ 
das being naturally of a warmer Temper, and exci« 
ted by his Friends to revenge the AfFronc, took 
thi^ Occafion: 

Mtmclidts^ the Orator, was one of Thofe that 
were concerned with Melon and Pelopidas in the 
Combination at Charon's Houfej this Man feeinj 
faimfelf le& confider'd by the Hebans than the rei 
of the Confpirators, and being withal powerful in 
Speech, but loofe in his Manners, and ill-natured, 
he abufed his natural Endowments to accufe and 
calumniate his Betters, and this he continued to 
do, even after Judgment was pafsM in their Favour. 
By his fecret Praftices he got Epaminondas removed 
from the Government otBmotia^ and for a long 
time hinder'd him from fucceeding in every Thing 
^e attempted: But being unable by all his Artifices 
to rob Pelopidas of the People's Favour, he went 
another way to work, and endeavoured to create 
z Mifunderftanding between Hith and Charon ^ for

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PHofidas opposM this Motion^ afErming it tp be 
fSontrary to Law^ tod infifting that it had never 
been the Cuftom of the Thtbam to bonoyr any pri« 
irate Perfon on account of any publick Supcefs^ but 
to attribate the whole dory pf all their Vidories 
to their Country. Daring thi$ whole Proceeding 
be highly extoird Ckar^n^ but at the fame time 
made it plainly appear ihfd MemfUd^s wa$ a trouble«r 
fomie envious FelloWy and often ask'd the ^eham^ 
iB they had never before done any thing that was; 
g^rcat and excellent. The Tibetans hereupon laid 4 
lieair^ Pine on MemtMdts^ which he being unable to 
pay, us'd his utmoft Endeavours ever after to difturh 
tod overturn the Government. An Account of thefe 
little Incidents if of femeUfe to give us Infightinr 
to the {Jvcs and Mamieifs of Men. 

At that time jSe^and$r (i) the Tyrant of Pberie 
inade open War againft feveral Parts o£fJ^Jp$ly^ and 
bad enrertainM a &ret Defign tofubdue the whote^ 
whereupon the Cities fent AmbaCadoxs to ^ebes^ 
to beg the Affiftance of fome Troops and a Gene* 
r»L P^0fida5 knowing that Epaminondas was de« 
tain*d by the PeJoptmn^an War, offered Himfclf to 
commara in Theffaly^ being loth that the Skill be 
had acquired in military AfEurs ffaould lie u&lefs, 
and well knowing that where-ever Epamiuondas 
comnmnded) there was no need of any other Ge- 
neral. 

Pekpidas then march'd with an Army into fbe/^ 
faly^ where he foon reduc'd the City of Ldriffa^ 
and obliged AUxifnd^ to fubmit, endeavouring to 
reform hijm, and inftead of a Tyrant, to make him 
become a juft and merciful Prince % but findiog him

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incorrigible and brutal beyond Example, and re- 
ceiving daily Complaints of his Cruelty, Lewdncfi 
and Avarice, he began to be fevere, and us'd him 
roughly 5 at which the Tyrant was fo much alarm'd, 
that he made his Efcape privately with his Guards. 
Pelopidas having thus fecur'd the Thefalians from 
all danger of Tyranny, and left them in a good 
Underftandirtg among themfelves, march'd iovMace^ 
donia^ where (i) Ptolemy was making Waragainft 
Alexander the King of Macedon^ and whither he 
had been invited by thofe two Brothers, to decide 
their Difputes, and aflllt Him that iQiould appear to 
be injured. 

Pelofidas^ immediately upon his Arrival, put aa 
End to all their Differences, and recalled all iuch as 
had been banKhed by the contending Parties on ci- 
^ ther Side, and taking with him Philips King jflex* 
ander' s Brother J and thirty Youphs of the chief Fa- 
milies in Macedonia for Hoflages, he brought them 
to fthebes I {hewing the Grm^«j what Authority the 
7'hebans had gain*d abroad by the Reputation of 
• their Arms, and the good Opinion every where 
conceiv'd of their Jufticc and Integrity. This was 
that Philip who many Years after made Waragainft 
Greece^ with a Defign to conquer and enflave it. 
He was then a Boy, and was brought up at Thebes 
with one Pammenes. Hence *twas believed, that 
be proposed Epaminondas as his Pattern, and 'twas 
from Him he learn'd his A&ivity in Battel, and 
Quicknefs in making an Advantage of all Oppor- 
tunities, which were the leaft Parts of that great 
Man's Excellencies j but of his Temperance, his 
Juftice, his Magnanimity, and his Clemency, which

The Year following, the Thejfalians prefeifd a 
fecond Complaint againft jtkxander the Pherean^ as 
a Difturber of the Peace, and forming Defigns upon 
their Cities. Pelopidas ahd Ifmenias were fent joint 
Ambafladors thither > but having no Expeftation 
of a War, they brought no Troops with them from 
IthebeSp fo that Things taking a contrary turn to 
what they expefted, they were compelled to make 
ufe of ^hejfalians. 

At the fame time Macedonia began to be trou- 
bled again with Faftions and Commotions. Ptolo* 
myi had rourder'd King jtkxander*s Brother, and 
feiz'd his Kingdom. The deceased King^s Friends 
(ent for Pelopidas^ and he being willing to efpoufe 
their Intereft, but having no Troops of his Own at 
hand, he rais'd fome Mercenaries, with which he 
march'd dircftly againft Ptolemy. 
" When they came near one another, Ptolemy fonnd 
Means to corrupt the Mercenaries, and bring them 
over to his Side 5 but yet fearing the very Name 
-and Reputation o£ Pelopidas^ he came fubmiffively 
to him as to a Superior, confe(sM his Fault, ask^d 
•Pardon, and folemnly promised to keep the King- 
dom for the dead King's Brothers, and that he 
wou*d eftecm the Friends and Enemies of TTifebes 
as his Own j and for Security of this, gave his Son 
Philoxenus^ and fifty of bis Companions, Hoftages. 
Thefe Pelopidas fent to 7Tsebes\ but retaining ttill 
a Refentment of the Mercenaries Treachery in 
deferting him, and underftanding that they had 
lodged the beft part of their £f{e£bs with their 
Wives and Children at Pharjalus^ he thought the 
feizingThem wou'd be a fufficient Revenge for the 
Injury he had received : Whereupon he aflembled 
fome ^ejfalian Troops, and marched thither. He

. and fent Epaminondas with an Army to repair the 
Diihonour. 
The Fame and Reputation of Epamitundas gave

. from that time the Tyrant's Affairs (eem'd to be in 
a very defperate Conaition^ fuch was the Fear that 
bad feiz'd all his Officers and Friends, fo forward 
the Inclination of his Subjefts to revolt, and (6 
univerfal the Joy, at the profpeft of that Ven- 
;eance that leem'd ready to overtake him for all 
lis pad Crimes. 
But Epaminondas preferring the Safety of Peh^ 
pidas to his own Reputation, and fearing, if he 
puih'd matters to an extremity at firft, the Ty- 
rant might grow defperate, and, like a wild Beaf^ 
turn all his fury againft his Prifoner, did not vi- 
goroufly profecute the War, but hovering ilill 
over him with his Army, he fo handled the Ty*

Epami^ 
mndas refufed to admit fuch a Man an Ally to the 
Thebans^hut only ^Wa^^d him a Truce of thirty days, 
and having recovered Pelopidas and Ifmemas out of, 
his Hands, he march'd back with his Army. 

In the meantime the fhebansy having difcover'd 
that the Spartans and Athenians had fent Ambaffa- 
dors to conclude a League with the King ai Perfia^ 
fent Pelopidas on their Part \ whofe eftablifh*d Re- 
putation (0 fully evidenced the Wifdoia of their 
Choice. 

No Man of fuch great Fame and Reputation, 
bad ever before entered the King's Dominions \ for 
the Glory .he won againft the Spartans^ did not 
move flowly or obfcurely j but after the Faffie of 
the firft Battel at LeuSfra was gone abroad, the Rc: 
port of fomc new Vidories continually following, 
exceedingly encreaftd and fpread his Reputation. 
When he arriv'd-at the Perjian Court, ^nd was feen 
by the Nobles and grtat Ofiicers that waited thefe, 
he became the Objefit: of their Adihifatioft i All t>t 
'cm faying, ^his is the Man that defpoiPd the Spar- 
tans €f their Empire both by- Sea and Landj afid coH" 
fin'd Sparta within the jBoitnds of Taygctus dnd Ea- 
rotas ) 7'hat Sparta^ which a . little before^ under fii 
ConduSl of Agcfilaus, made War againjl our great 
Monarchy and threatened the Kingdoms of Sulk Mi 
Ecbatana. ' - 

Jlrtaxerxes was highly pleas'd at his AffiVaT, 
and made it his fludy to heighten his Reputfl^ion, 
by doing him all imaginable Honours % and This 
out of vanity and regard to himfelf, to \tx, his 
Subje^s fee, that the moft virtuous and renown^^ 
Perlons made their Court, and paid Homage » 
Him, as the greatefl: and happieft Monarch oH

Bcfides*Ttis, he received fourfcore 
Cows, and Hcrdmen to look after them, as if he 
wanted Milk for foine Diftcmper j and laft of All^ 
when he left the Court, he was .carried in a Chair 
as far as the Sea-Coafl, at the King*s Expence,^ 
who paid the Chairmen four Talertts for his Car- 
riage. 

But 'tis probable the Prefents he received were 
Aot the principal Cau^fe of ihc jlthenians Difplea- 
furc^.fince Epicrates^ (i) a Porter, not only con- 
fejQTed in a publick Aflembly of the People, that be 
Himfelf had received Prelents from the King of 
Perfia^ but propofed, inftead of chufing nine Ar- 
chons, or Governors, every Year, that a Decree 
fhouldbemade to fend yearly Twelve of the podreft 
Citizens Ambafladors to Perfia^ to te enriched^ 
by the King's Prefents 3^ which Motion fet all the 
People a laughing. 

But (i) "what ex^fptrated x\it Athenians moft, 
was, that the I'beham had * obtained All they dcfi- 
rcd ) in v^hich they laid too little Strcfs. on the great; 
Reputatbn of Pdopidasy not cohfidering that Hk

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Fame carried more .Weight and Rhctorick with it^ 
than all the ftudied Hanmgues of the other Am- 
bafladars, elpecially with a Prince, who always, 
cook Care to compliment and favour the moil Sue- 
ce(sful and yi£lorious.» . 

The Affe£i:ion and Efteem o£ tht ,7%ebans fotPe^ 
lopidas was not. a little encre^ed by this EmbafTy, 
in which he procured the Freedom of Greece and 
Reftitution of Mejfena^ of which they gave him 
▼cry fignal Proofs at his/Return. 

Akxandet^^ the Pi&er^^» Tyrant, returning at this 
time to his natural Difpofition, had deftroyed fe* 
veral Cities of ^ejfaly^ and put Garrifons into Thofc • 
of the Psbiot^j the AchaiatiSf and the Magnefians i 
who hearing that PeJopidas was retuned, fent Depu- 
ties to TiebeSj to deGre the Affiftance of feme For- 
ces, and Him for their General. The fbebans foon 
came to a Refolution to grant their Requeft: And 
now when all Things were in a manner prepared, 
and the General juft ready to march, all on a fud-^ 
den the Sun was eclipfed, and the whole City of 
TJ^eies covered with Darknefs at Mid-day. Pelopi" 
das feqing the People fo^uch fuprized at this Phoe^ 
nomenon^ did not think fit to compel the Army to 
march iinder fiich Apprehenfions, nor to ha2ard the 
Lives of feven thouiand of his Fellow-Citizens > but 
committing himfelf wholly to the TheJfaiianSy Mtid 
taking with him only three hundred Horfe, com* 
pofed ol\Tbebam and Strangers^ that offered them* 
felves as Voluntiers, he departed, contrary to. the 
Opinion of the Augurs and Citizens, who endea* 
voured to hinder him, believing that this Eclipfe 
portended fomething extraordinary, and boded ill 
to this great.Man. But Pelopidas^ befides his Re- 
fentment for the Injuries he had received, hoped^ 
froip. the Cqnverfation he formerly had with his 
Wife srZ^^^^, fo find great Diforders and Divifions 
ia the Tyrant's own Family. But That which ex'^ 

M 3 cited 
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cited and urged him moft to this Uddertakiog was 
the Glory of the A&ion it felf i for his whole Aim 
and Ambition was, to let all the Gruians fee, that 
at the fame time when the Spartans oti one hand 
lent Officers and Generals to Dionyfius the Sicilian 
Tyrant, and the Jtbenians on the Othw, were kept 
in Pay, as it were, by Akxander^ ai)d had ere&ed 
a brazen Statne in Honour of Him, ai a fienefaftor, 
the Tbebans were the only People that waged War 
to fuccour the Diftrefled, and to exttrmiaate all 
arbitrary and unjuft Government in Greece. 

After he had aflembled hrs Forces at Pbar/ahs^ 
* he marched againft the Tyrant; who finding that 
Pehpidas had but few Yiel^ansj and that his own 
Infantry was more than double the Kumfber of the 
Siejalians^ wefit to meet him as far as the Tem- 
ple of Tietis : And when it was told Pelopidas that 
the Tyrant was advancing to w^rds him with apror 
jdigious Army, he faid, So miicb the better^ weJjaU 
J^eat fo many tbe Mere. 

v^ard by a Place called Cynocephaks (Do^s Heads) 
there flood two deep Hills Q4>pofite to one another, 
in the middle of the Plain. Both Sides i^vow to get 
Poflcffionof tbefe two Hills with their Foot, and at 
|the fame timePelopidas ordered his Horfe,which were 
very good, to charge the Enemy's Cavalry, which 
Ithcy prefcntly routed, and purfued over the Plain. But 
jdkdcander had gained the HiHs before the ^^Ja- 
^an Foot could reach them, and falling fiercely 
Bpon Such of them as attempted to force thofe 
Afcents, he killed theForcmoftof them, and woun- 
ded fomany of Thofe that followed, that they were 
pbliged to give way. 

Pelopidas feeing This, called back his Horfe, and 
prdered them to attack fuch of the Enemy as ftill 
|cept their Ground ^ and taking his Sh\c\di in hi; 
flandj made what Haile he could fo join Thofe 
(l^at fought about the ^ills^ vsA advancing to'^hp 

^ ^ FfOftt 
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Front filled his Men with fuch Courage and Afa* 
cricy, that the Enemy imagined they came with 
other Spirits, and other Bodies to the Onfet. They 
ftood two or three Charges 5 but when they found 
the Tlbefalf^n Foot ftill prefs forward, and perceived 
the Horfe retummg from the Purfuit, they began 
to give Ground, and made a flow and orderly Re- 
treat. Pelopidas at the fame time viewing, from an 
Afcenr, the Enemy's Army, which did not yet 
in reality fly, but began to give way, and fall into 
Diforder, fiop'd for a while, calling his Eyes a- 
boutj and looking^ every way to find out jIUx^ 
under. 

As foon as he perceived him in the right Wing, 
rallying and encouraging his Mercenaries, he was 
no longer Mafter of his Reafon, but inflamed ac 
the 3ight, and blindly and heedlefsly following his 
Paflion, jie advanced far before his Soldiers, crying 
ou(, dnd challenging the Tyrant, who did not dare 
to receive him, out retreating, hid hiqnfelf amongijb 
liis Guards. The foremoft o7 the Mercenaries that 
came Hand to Hand were cut down |)y Pelopidas^ 
but Others fighting ^p aDiilance, fliot through his 
Armor, and wounded him % after which they ftab* 
l>ed him in the Breaft with their Spears. 

The ^bejfalians feeing him in this Danger, made 
Haftc from the Hills to his Affiftancej but when 
they panxe to the Place where he was, found him 
diead upon the Uround. At ttve fame time both 
Horfe and Foot: prefling h^rd upon the Enenw in- 
tirdy routed them, purfujog then? a great Way, 
aad covering the Plain with more than thi^ee thou- 
land dead Bodies. The fbebans tbat were then pre- 
fent jei^prefied the greateft jGoncArn ijTiaginable at 
PehfJdas^s Death, calling him their Father^ Savi^ 
Dur^ and InfiruSltr in every Thing that was Greaf and 
Honourable. And •tis no wonder They did fo, when 
the fbejaliam and Allies, after they had exceeded

by their Edifts, in his Favour, the greatcft Ho* 
nours that had ever been paid to human Virtues, 
gave ftill greater and .more undeniable Proofs of 
their Love to him by their Grief} for the whole 
Army, both Officers and Soldiers, whon they un- 
derftood he was dead, neither put ofF their Ar» 
jnour, unbridled their Horfes, nor dreflcd their 
Wounds, but ran all to Him, as if he had been (till 
^live, heaped up the Spoils of the Enemy about his; 
dead Body, and cut oiF their Horfes Mains, and 
their own Hair 5 and fuch as retired to their Tents, 
neither kindled a Fire, or took any Refreftiment, 
but a general Silence, Confternation and Grief 
reigned throughout the Army, as if they had not 
gained a very great and glorious Vidory, but were 
defeated and enflaved by the Tyrant, 

In all the Cities through which his Body was 
carried, the Magiftrates, young Men, Children^ 
and Priefts came out to meet it with Trophies, 
Crowns, and goldeq Armour. And when the time 
of his Interment was come, the TheJ/alian Elders 
begged the Thebdns to allow them the Honour of 
burying him, One of them upon this Occafion 
made the following Speech. 

Illufirious Friends and jlllies^ we ask a Favour of 
you^ ivhicb will be a very fingular Honour j and at the 
fame time adminifier Confolation to us in this great and 
inexprejjible Misfortune, {i) ^Tisnot^tXoi^xd^ alive 
the Theflalians dejire to attend -y 'tis not to Pelopidas, 
fenjible of what is done to him^ they dejire to pay the 
^Honours due to his Merit : jNo^ Pelopidas dead is their 
frefent Concern. Permit us to wajhy adorn y and pay

The Thebans fympathizing with them in their 
Concern, granted their Requeft. And never was a 
more (plendid Funeral feen ', at leaft in the Opi- 
nion of Thofe who do not think that Magnificence 
confifts in Gold, Ivory and Purple^ (i) like one 
PhiliftuSf who made a mighty Encomium on the 
Funeral of Dionyftus the Tyrant, which, to fpeak 
properly, (t) was only like the pompous Cataftro* 
phe of a Bloody Tragedy, that is to fay, of his Ty- 
ranny. Alexander^ at the Death of Hepheftion^ did 
not only cue ofF the Mains of his Horfes and Mules, 
but took down the Battlements from the Walls of 
Cities, that even the Towns might feem Mourners, 
and'inftead of their former beauteous Appearance 
look dejeded at his Funeral: But (i) fuch kinds of 
Pomp and Magnificence being afFeaed and forced. 
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(i) He was botk.an Hiftorian 
and a Soldier. He had ferved un- 
der I>«»)^rhc Elder, ^hofe VU 
he Wtote io (ix Books. He Cerved 
Ukewiie uader Di&nyfius theyoun- 
gerj and having been defeated by 
JDiflW, killed himfelf.

The fl&^^^ji^ were fatisfied with thefe Conditions 5 
but Pmiiihmcm foon followed the Tyrant for his 
Wickedncfs, and the Death of Pdopidas was re*- 
venged iti this manner. 

He, as we mentioned before, had inftruCted 
iTsebe not to be afraid of the exterior Shew and 
Equipage of Tyranny, notwithftanding flie wa$ 
furrounded by Janifaries and Out* laws, that were 
the Tyrant's Guards. She therefore fearing the 
Falihood, and hating the Cruelty of her Husband, 
confpired with ( i ) her three Brothers, Tifipbonus^ 
Pytholaus and Lycopbron^ to kill him s and they pu^ 
rhcir Defign in Execution after this maqper; The 
whole Palacfc was full of Night Guards, except 
their Bed-Chamber^ which was an upper Room, 
gnd before th^ Door lay a Dog in Chains to guard

it, which Would fly At all but the Tyrant and his 
Wife, and one Slave that conftantly fed him. 

When the time for putting this Defign in exe* 
cution was come, "Thehe hid her Brothers all Day ia 
• a Room hard by^ and going alone into Alexander's 
Chamber whilfthe wasaflecp, as {{xe ufedto do, fhe 
came out again in a little Time, and commanded the 
Slave to lead away the Dog, becaufe her Husband 
had a mind to fleep without being difturb'd > and 
that the Stairs might make no Noife as her Bro- 
thers came up, fhe covered them with Wool. 
AH things being thus prepared (he fetched up 
her Brothers foftly j and leaving them at the Door 
with Poniards in their Hands, went into the Cham- 
ber, and prefently returned with the Tyrant's Ci- 
sniter, that hung at the head of his Bed, and {hew- 
ed it them as a Confirmation that he was fad afleep. 
Being now upon the point of Execution, the young 
Men appeared terrified, and afraid to proceed ^ 
which fo enraged fbebe^ that (he called them Cow-^ 
ards, and with bitter Oaths profefled fhe would 
go and awake the Tyrant, and difcover tbeirwhofe 
Plot. When; Shame and Fear had brought them 
to Themfelves again, and they had refumed their 
former Rcfolution, ihe led them into the Chamber, 
and with a Light in her Hand condu6ted them to 
her Husband's Bed. One of them caught him faft 
by his Feet, Another by the Hair q? his Head, 
while the Third dabbed him with his Poniard. His 
Exit may perhaps be thought too quick and eafy 
for fo cruel anddetedable a Monfterj but if it be 
confidereft ( i ) in all its Circumftances and Con- 
fequences, that he was the fird Tyrant that ever 
fell by the Contrivance of his own Wife, and that

In their fnfancjr they bud tht 
Cartbagifiians to contend ^th for Skify^ in their 
tntddle Age, theG^iv/rFor Italy ttklfi AOd In chcif 
old Age they Were obliged to eonteod aigfiid With the 
Carthaginians and HannihaL Nor Were they allowed 
the common Privilege of Age to e^tcufe 'cm from 
the Wars^ their Merits and valour eontimjally cal«> 
ling 'em forth to foperiot Commands. 

As for Marceflus^ he was admirably skilled in all 
kinds of Fighting \ but for fingte Go«^bat, he hud 
not his Eqaai. He never refuted a Challenge, or 
mifs*d killing Thofe that challenged him. In Sjci^ 
Jy^ feeing hb Brother Otadlius once in Danger^ he 
threw his Shield over him, flew all Thofe chat O7 
vcrpower'd him, and fo favcd his Life. For That 
and other honourable AtchievementJ, he received 
from the Generals, while very young. Crowns Md 
other Prefcnts, as ^ Reward of his Valour and Bne- 
Very. His Virtues fhining out more and more, and 
his Reputation daily Crtcrcafing, the People chole 
him Mdilis Curulis^ and the Priefts created him 
Augur. This is a Kind of Sacerdotal Office^ to 
which the Law affigns the Superintendance of that ^

During the Time of his being in the former of* 
^hefe Offices, contrary to his Inclination^ he fell 
under a Neceffity of bringing a criminal Accufa- 
tion before the Senate. He bad a Son of his own 
Name, who was very youngs but of fuch extraor-^ 
dinary Beauty, Difcretion, and Behaviour, that ht 
was uniyerl^lly admired. CapitoHmsy Marcellm^% 
CoUegue, a very infolent and vicious Man^ fell in 
love with this Youth, and tnade ap attempt upon 
him. At firft, the Youth of Himfelf rejc&ed all 
his Offers, without acquainting any Body \ but find« 
ing he would not defift, but that he continued his 
SoUicitations, be difcover^d the Matter to his Fa- 
ther. A/^r^fi&x highly enraged at fuch an Affront, ac«- 
cufed Capitolinus before the Senate. CapitoUnus made 
jufe of all kind of Arts and Evaiions to get Judgment 
deferred, and at lafl appealed fromtheSenace to the 
Tribunes. But They refufitig to receive his Appeal, 
he defended himfelf by a flat Denial of the Charge. 
As there was no Witnefs of the Fad, Capitolinus 
Jbaving made his Attempt privately, and Alone, the 
JSenate ordered the Youth Himfelf to be brought 
before them, and to be examined. As foon as evei: 
he appeared, his Blufhes, Tears, and Bafhfulnefs, 
mixed with Indignation and Refentment, convinced 
'em fo far, that they required no further Proof i 
but condemned CapitoUnus to pay a confiderable 
Fine to Marcellus^ which (i) he converted into

The Infuiriansy a People of Celtic Extra A, dwel<* 
ling on this fide the jflps^ tho* very powerful in 
Themfelves, applied to their Neighbours for Af»^ 
fiftance, and particularly to Thofe called Gafata^ 
from the heavy Darts or Javelins ufed by them in 
Fight, who fcrved any Body for Pay. It Teemed 
indeed (Irange, but yet wa;s very folrtunate for the 
Romans^ that they did not happen to be engaged in 
this Gallic War, before That againft the Cartbagini^ 
cm was concluded, but that the Gauls continued 
quiet all that time \ as if they had really waited to take 
up the Conqueror, and would not attack the Ro^ 
mans 'till they were flufhM with Vi&ory, and had 
no other Enemy to cope with. However, the near 
Neighbourhood as well as ancient Renown and 
Bravery of the Gacr/iftruck the Romans with greac 

the GmhIs began to make Prepart-* 
tions for a new War, on Accounc 
of the Divifion which FUmmifut 
had made of the Lands belonging 
to the Fkentinest which he' had 
taken from the Senones in GMci4 
CifalfifM. Thele Preparations 
were carrying on a long time, ao4 
it was eight Years after that Divi-* 
Hon, before the War began in eaN

were Confuls, in the five hundred 
and twenty eighth Year of Rim0^ 
and the third Year of the one bun* 
dred and thirty eighth OfympMi 
folyb, /. a. This Illaftration was 
neceflGiry to onderftsnd the Fflft 
related here bj FlufmcL 
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(t)TlMtarch in this Place con- 
founds the Time a little. The fird 
Fttnic War lafted four and twenty 
Years; for it began lin the four 
hundred and eighty-ninth from the 
building of Eome^ and the Treaty 
vvith the CarthMginUm was made 
in the five hundred and twelfth. 
The G4Mi[f continued quiet all that 
Time, and did not begin to ftir'till 
four Years after. They advanced 
as far as Arminiumy but the Bcya9s 
mutinying againft their Leaders, 
flew the Kings Am and GaUtes » 
after which^ falling out among 
chemielves, and fighting againft 
one another, fbmetim^ one Party 
overcame, and fonietitoes Another, 
and Thev that were left alive re- 
turned Qome to their refpe£tive 
Abodes.

The vail Preparations made by the Romam on

£ces, plainly ihew^d tb^ Apprehensions tlH^y wert 
un^er at that time. For tho' they had received 
pone of the barbarous Rites or Cuftoms of other 
Nations, had nothing cruel or inhuman in their 
divine Worfhip, but imitated the polite Manners 
of the Greeks^ and had juft and pious Sentiments 
of the Gods> yet at the Appearance of this War, in 
obedience to kt^o Prophecies contained, in the 
Bopks of the Sibyls^ (i> they tljiought tbemfelves 
pbliged to bjury alive, in That which is called the 
Beau-Market, two Greeks^ a Man and a Woman, 
and likewife two G^xf/i, one of each Sex 5 which 
barbarous and abominable Sacrifices they continue 
to this Day, at which the People are not allowed 
to be prefent. '

And as fooaas ever the Triumph was ended, 
both He and his Collegue were depoied from their 
Office, and reduced to the Condition of private 
Citizens : Such a Refped had the Romans for Re<f 
ligion, making all their Affairs depend folely on the 
Pleafureof the Godsj never fufrering, (i) no not 
in their greatefl: Profperity, the leaft Negleft or Con- 
tempt of their ancient Rites or Oracles 3 being fully 
perfuaded that it was of much greater Importance 
to the Publick Welfare that their Magiflratcs and 
Generals fhould reverence and obey the Gods, than 
if they conquered and fubdued their Enemies. For 
this Reafon it was, that Tiberius Sempronius, who for 
his Fortitude and other Virtues was lo highly beloved 
and eflecmed by the Romans^ when he was Con- 
ful, chofe Scipio Nafica and Caius Mareius Figulus 
his SuccefTors.

with them near Claftidiumy a fmall Town belong- 
ihg to the GauU^ which a little before had been 
brought under Subjedion to the Romans. He had 
not time to refrcfh his Troops, or give thptid Refts 
for the Barbarians were foon advertized of Ws Ar- 
rival^ and feeing the fmall Number of his Foor^ 
dnd making little Account of his Horfe, reckoned 
themfelvcs fccureof Viftory, For Thefe, as well as all 
the other Gj«/j, being excellent Horfc men, thought 
they had the Advantage in that repfcft, and e^c- 
cially finding themfelvcs fuperior in Number ta- 
Marcellus. Full therefore of Rage and Fury, they 
march diredly againft him, fending forth mighty 
Menaces, as tho' they had been fure of carrying 
their Point without oppbfition; Viridomarus their 
Ring riding in great State at the Head of his Arniy* 
MarcelluSy becaufe his Troops were bdt k^^ that 
they might not be encompafled by the Enemy, ex- 
tended his Wings of Horfe, thinning and widen- 
ing them by degrees, 'till at laft his Front was very 
nigh equal to That of the Enemy. . 

When he had done This, and was advancing to 
the Charge, his Horfe, frighted at the Bravadoes 
and Noife of the Gauls^ turned (hort all on a fud- 
Sen, atKl in fpite of all his Endeavours to the con- 
trary, carried him back. Marcellus fearing that this 
Motion might be fuperftitioufly taken for an ill O- 
men, and fo difhearten his Men, took his Horfe by 
the Bridle and turned him quite round, and fo re- 
turning td his former Station, adored the 3un} 
inaking Thein believe that his wheeling about was 
not an involuntary Accident, but a defigned A£fc 
bf Devotion % for it was euftomary with the Ro^ 
tnans to tiirn round When they worihipped the 
Gods, When he was upon the very point of en** 

N 4. g^g^ng 
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gaging with the Gauh^ he made a Vow, that he 
would confecrate to Jupiter Feretrius the beft of 
the Arms that Ihould be taken from the Enemy. 
' At that very Inftant the King of the Gauls fpying 

him, and gueffing from the Enfigns of Authority 
that he was the Roman General, fpurred his Horfc 
with all his Might, and brandiihing his Spear on 
high, loudly challenged him to the Combat. He 
was a well-made Man, exceeding the Reft of the 
Gauls in Stature, and had on that' day a Suit of 
Armour, adorned with Gold and Silver, and 
heightened with Purple and the moft lively Paint- 
ing, fo that itfhone like Lightning. Whilft Afer- 
cellus was viewing the Difpofition of the Enemy's j 
Forces, he caft his Eyes upon th^t Armour, and 
concluded from the Richnefs of them, that Thofc 
were the Arms he had vowed to Jupiter : Where- 
i]I>on he rode againft Him with all his Might, and 
with his Spear pierced his Breaftplatei the Vio- | 
lence of the Stroke, which received a double \ 
Force from the Weight and Swiftnefsof theHorfe, j 
was fo great, that it overfet the King, and threw 
him on the Ground. Marcellus purfuinghisBlow^ j 
at the fccond o*r third Stroke killed him outright : | 
then leaping from his Horfe, he difarmed him, and 
taking his Arms and lifting them up towards Heaven, 
faid, O Jupiter Feretrius, who from on high beboldejl 
the bold Epcploits and jitcbievements of renowned Cap* 
tains and Commanders in the Day of Battel^^ in thy 
Prefence have I a General flain a General^ I a Conful 
Jlain a King with my own Hand : To ^hee I confe^ 
crate thefefirfl and moft excellent of the Spoils '^ do 
thou be propitious^ and crown our Anions with the like 
Succefs in th? Proficution of this War. 

When he had finifhed his Prayer, the ^tman 
Horfe began the Charge^ encountering both the 
Enemy's Horfe and Foot at the fame time; and, npt« 
withftanding the Inequality of their Numbers, ob- 
tained

tained a ViAory compleat in its Kind, and almoft 
incredible in its Circumftances. For never before 
or fince did a handful of Horfe give fo entire a De- 
feat to fuch a fuperior Force, both of Horfe and 
Foot, that were then drawn up in Battel againft 
them. Marcellus having flain the greateft Part of 
the Enemy, and taken all their Arms and Baggage, 
marched back to join his Collegue, (i ) who had not 
fuch ^ood Succefs in his Undertaking againft the 
GauIsbtfoxG AfiAiii, which is a very large City, well 
inhabited, and the Capital of all that Country. The 
Gauls defended this Place with fuch Obftinacyand 
Refolution, that Scipioj inftead of befieging it, 
fcemed rather befieged himfelf. But upon the Re* 
turn of Marcellus^ the Gefata underftanding that 
their King was flain, and his Army defeated, with- 
drew their Forces in all hafte, and fo Milan was 
taken, and the Gauh delivered up their other Cities 
to the RomanSf who granted 'em a Peace on reafo*- 
nable Conditions. 

The Senate made a Decree, that only Marcellus 
ihould have the Honour of a Triumph % which, for 
the Quantity and Richnefs of the Spoils, the Num- 
ber and Stature of the Captives, and the Pomp and 
Alagnificence of all Kinds, was one of the fineft 
and moft furprizing that had ever been feen. But 
the moft rare and agreeable Sight of all was Mar^ 
r^//«j himfelf, bearing in Triumph the compleat Ar- 
mour of the vanquished Barbarian^ which be had 
vowed to Jupiter. He had prepared a Bearer fhaped 
like a Trophy out of the Stock of a tall ftrait

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Oak- To This he faftened tTic Armour in a circu- 
lar Form, difpofing every Part in an apt and na- 
tural Order. When the Proceffiott began to 
move, he afcended his triumphal Chariot, andpafsM 
through the City with the Trophy on his Shoul- 
ders, which reprefented a Man in Armour, and was 
the nobleft Ornament ofthe whole Triumph. The 
Army clofed the Procef&on with glittering Armsand 
bumilhed Armour, finging Songs of Triumph, and 
ih Hymns of Viftory celebrating the Praifes of 7«- 
fim. and their General. 

Being arrived in this Order at the Temple of 
Jupiter feretriusy he there fixed and dedicated his 
Trophy, being the Third, and, as yet, the Laft of 
any Roman General that claimed that Honour. The 
Fitil was Romulus^ after he had flain jfcran King of 
the Canine nfes 'y Cornelius CoffuSyVrhodew Felumnius 
the Tufcany was the Second ^ and the Third and laft 
was Marcelhis. The God to whom they confe- 
crated thefe Spoils, was Jupitery firnamed Feretriusy 
from the Greek Word Fer^ /r «iw, fignifying a Car, or 
l^earer, on which the Trophy was bom in Tri- 
umph^ the Greek Language being at that time 
very much mixt with the Latin. Others^affirm that 
j^r^/r/w (ignifies the fame ^fhunderefy being de- 
rivM ^ feriendo ^ and as. nothing firikes with grea^ 
ter Violence than Thunder, fo to ftrike is in thci?^- 
ntan Language /mr^. Laftly there are Others who 
will have it that this Name is takea from the 
Strokes given in Battel j for even now when the 
Romans charge or purfue an Enemy, they by way 
of Encouragement call out to one another, feriy 
feriy that is to fay, ftrikcy kill. They gave the ge- 
neral Name oi Spoils to whatever is taken from the 
Enemy in War 5 but Thofe which their General 
took from the Chief Commander of the Ene- 
my's Army, after he had flain him with his own 
Hands, had the particular Appellation of rich or

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t)pime SptnU. But notwithftanding This, fome Au- 
thors wrice that Numa Pomplius in his Comment- 
taries makes Mention of Firll, Second, and Third 
Opime Sf^lsj and orders that the Firft fhould be con« 
fecrated to Jupiter Feretrius^ the Second to Mars^ 
and the Third to ^irinus \ ias al(bthat the Reward 
of the Firft ftioUld be three hundred Jffes^ of the 
Second two hundred, and of the Third a hundred. 
But the moft ^neral and commonly received Opi^ 
Diofi is, that theonly honourable Spoils that deferve 
the name of Opime^ are thofe which the General 
takes in a pttdi'd Battel, and from the Enemy's 
Geifteral^ whom he has ilain with his own Hand. 
But of tbffi Matter efioOgh. 

This Viftbry and the Conclufion of the War 
caused fo much joy among the Raman People, that 
they ordered a Golden Gup to be made and pre-* 
fented to >fj^//0 at Dflpbiy as a Teftimonyof tneir 
Gratitude 1 and divided a grait Patt of the feooty 
among the Confederate Cities that had fided with 
them, and likewife fent confiderable I^fents to 
JESefv King of Syracuji^ their Friend and Ally. 

Some time after This, Hanmhal hating made an 
Irruption into Italy^ MarceUus wm feAt with a 
Fleet to Sictiy: And two Years uftcr happened the 
unfortunate Defeat at Canna^ in which many thou- 
lands of the Romans wvre ilain, and the Few that 
cfcaped, retired to Canmfiums and it Was very mueh 
fieared, that H^imibai^ when he had thus defttbyed 
the Strei^th of the Rtman, Forces, Would march 
dirc&lywithhisvidroriousTnDOpsio Rme. Where** 
upon Marcellus fent fifteeti bundled of hh Men by 
Sea to guard the City \ and by ordef of the 8€*- 
nate repaired 10 Can9mfium\ where havihg put bim^ 
fclf oc th/e Head of thofe Troops that liad retifrtd 
thither afler the Battel, he brought theM all out 
of their Intrenchmem^) being rtfdlved to defend 
the flat Country. 

The 
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The Wars had by this time carried off the chief 
of the Roman Nobility^ and tnoft of their greateft 
Captains were fallen .in Battel. They had dill left 
a very extraordinary V^xton^ Fabius Maximusj a Man 
of fingular Worth and great Capacity. Buc his 
mighty Precaution and over-great Sollicitude to a* 
void the lead Rifque or Lofs, pafs'd for a Defeft 
in Courage, and Slownefsin Execution. Looking 
upon Him therefore as a Perfon proper to provide 
for their Defence, but by no means fie to attack an 
Enemy, they applied themfelves to Marcellus $ and 
wifely mixing and tempering his adtive Forward- 
nefs and daring Courage with ^he flow cautious 
Condud of Fabius^ they often choie them Confuls 
together, and (bmetimes fent them. One as Confu), 
and theOther as Pro-conful, againft the Enemy. 
For thi^ Reafon 'twas, as Poftdonius writes, that 
Fabius was called the Buckler^ and Marcellus the 
SwQrd of the Roman State. And Hannibal himfelf 
ufed to fay, be flood in Fear of Fabius as his School- 
mafter^ and of Marcellus as his Adverfary 5 for the 
Laft would hurt him, buc the Former only hinder 
him from doing Hurt. 

HannibaPs Soldiers, after their Viftory, growing 
diflblute and carelefs, negle&ed all n)ii|Qer of Di^ 
cipline, and often (Iraggled in Parties'about the 
Country in feafch of Plunder j where Marcellus fell 
upon 'em fr^uently, and cut off great Numbers, 
and fo by little and little diminiihed the Enemy's 
Forces. After This, he went to the Afliftance of 
' Naples and Nola^ and having encouraged the Nea- 
politans j and confirmed 'em in the good Difppfi- 
tion they were in towards the Romans^ he entered 
Nolaf where he found great Divifions, the Senate 
being unable to rcftrain the People, who were 
lirongly in the Intereft of Hannibal. There was 
in the Town a Perfon highly renown'd for his per- 
fonal Valour as well as Nobility of Birth, whofc 

Name 
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Name was Bandius^ who had remarkably diftin- 
guiihed himfelf at the Battel oiCanna % where, af- 
ter having flain a great Number of Carthaginians^ 
he at laft lay upon a Heap of dead Bodies, forely 
wounded^ Hannibal finding him in this Condition^ 
not only took Care of him, and entertained him 
with great Hofpitality, but contrafied a Friendlhip 
with him, difmified him without any Ranfon at all, 
and at his Departure loaded him with Prefents. 
Bandius out of Gratitude, and in return for (b ma- 
ny Favours, efpoufed HannibaFs Intereft withgrear 
Zeal, and endeavoured ^U he could to bring over 
the People to his fide. Marcellus thought it un« 
juft and wicked to put fo eminent a Man to Death, 
who had fought fo often for the Romans^ and ex- 
pofcd his Life in their Caufe. For befidcs great 
Probity and Humanity, Marcellus had fo much Af- 
fability and Sweetnefs of Behaviour, as mud needs 
win upon and gain the AfFe&ion of ail the World, 
and efpecially of an ambitious Man : Wherefore 
one Day when Bandius went to vifit him, Mar- 
cellus ask'd him who he was> not that he was un- 
acquainted with him before, but to gain an Op- 
portunity to introduce what he had a Mind to fay $ 
and when Bandius h^d told him his lisimc^ Marcellus 
pretending to be furprized* with Joy and Wonder, 
laid tohim^ How fart Thou the BandiusyS much talked 
of at Rome for his brave Behaviour at the Battel 
qf Cannae 5 who not only did not defert Paulus Emili- 
us the Conful^ but even received into his Body feveral 
jSrrovos aim'dat that General? Bandius owning him-, 
fclf to be that very Perfon, and Ihe wing his Wounds 
and Scars 5 Why then^ faid Marcellusy fince you have 
given Us fo many Proofs of your Friendfhip^ wou^dyou 
not give me the Pleafure of feeing You at my.firft jlr^ 
rival ? Do you think Us ungrateful^ or ignorant^ bow 
to reward the Bravery of our Friends^ We^ who know 
how to value andefleem it even in our Enemies ? When

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be had ended this obliging Difcourfe, be embraced 
bttn^ and made bim a Prefenc of a fine War Horie^ 
^nd five hundred Drachma^ s in Silver : From thai 
time for ward S) Bandius never left htm, but appeared 
very zealous in difcovering the Defigns, and giving 
Informations againft Thole of the contrary Party. 
Thcfe were indeed very numerous, and bad fi3rm*d 
^ Confpiracy, when the Ramans were gone out of 
the City to fight the Enemy, to fhuc the Gates, 
to plunder all their Waggons and Baggage, and to 
furrcnder themfelves to the Carthaginians. 

Marcellus being advertifed of this Conipiracy, 
drew up his Army in order of Battel within the 
City, placed the Baggage in the Rear, and pub<» 
liihed an Order by found of Trumpet, forbidding 
any of the Inhabitants to appear upon the Walls^ 
By this Means Hannihal was deceived % for 
feeing the Walls quite abandoned, he did not 
doubt but there was a great Sedition in the City, 
and in that Confidence marched to it with the left 
Order and Precaution. At that very Moment 
Marcellus commanded that' Gate df the City that 
was dire£tly before 'em to be opened ^ and iflUing 
QUt with the Choice of his Horfe, he charged the 
Enemy in Front, and routed them. The very next 
Iblomenx, (i) a fecond Gate was opened^ through

This was the firft time HannibaVs Troops fled 
before the Raman Legions, and fufFered themfelvet 
to be driven back to their Camp in great Confter* 
nation, and with prodigious Havock ^ for Hanni^ 
hal is (aid to have loft more than five thoufand Men^ 
and Marcellus not above five hundred. Livy, does 
not make this Defeat, or the Numbers flain on the 
Enemy's Side, to be fo conjSderable •, he only al» 
lows that this Succcfs raifed the Glory of Mar^ 
melius very high, and infpired the Romans with new 
Courage in themidft of their Misfortunes, by let- 
ting them fee that the Enemy they fought againft

ihaglnians (i) fought only with very Ihort Swords, 
or Darts, which they were unskilled in throw- 
ing. For this Reafon all Thofe that attempted 
to make head againft them were forced to turn 
their Backs, and fled in Confufion, (x) leaving 
fire ttioufand flain upon the Field of Battel i 
befides four Elephants, two killed, and two taken 
alive. But what was of ftill greatfer Confc- 
quencc, (3) above three hundred Horfe, Spa^ 
niards and Numidiam^ came over to Marcel'- 
lus % a Misfortune which had never befallen Han^- 
nibal 'till that time : for tho* his Army was com*^ 
pofed of Men of feveral barbarous Nations^ as 
diiFerent in their Manners as Language, he had 
ever *till then prefervcd a good Undcrftanding 
and ftrid Cbncord among them. Thefe three 
hundred Horfe always continued inviolably faith- 
ful to Marcellusy and the Generals that comman*^ 
ded after him.

(1) In the fecond Year of the 
141ft Ofympiadt the S19^^ Year 
of lUmif and 1 1 1 Years before 
the Birth of Chrift. Tlutarch for* 
gets here a third Victory that Miir- 
ciUm gained over HannUftU before 
l!j$U, Having learn'd that HMmi- 
Sal was inarching again towards 
that Place, he refi>lyed to meet him: 
in order to this> he caoled Clau* 
Mus Nero to march with the Horfe 
by Night out at the Gate that was 
oppofite to the Way HmmsM was 
to come; and having taken a great 
Circuit to return back, and follow 
HMtnihal i and when he faw the 
Battel begun, to attack him in the 
Rear. 'Tis not known whether 
Nero loft his Way in the Night, or 
whether he h^d not Time enough 
to execute this Order; but had he 
come up iit the time appointed, 
HtmrnhtU had been entirely defea- 
tgd. ilf4rr«//i»i indeed had already 
beaten him himfelf, but not having 
Horfe enough, he durft not pur- 
fue him, and therefore founded a 
Retreat. HanmM loft above two 
thouland .Men, and the Romans 
lefs than fobr hundred. Nero re- 
turned to N0I4 in the Evening, 
after having fatigued bis Troops 
to 00 purpose, without feeing the 
Enemv. MMrcellus expoftoiared 
leverely with him, and faid that 
it was wholly owing to Him that 



the Romans had no! that Uij made 
Reprifal upon HamihsU m tly 
Lofs they fuftained at the Battel 
ot CmM, Liv. xxv'u 17. 

( 2 ) Hierofsymtss was murdered 
by his own Subjeds at Lemuhim. 
He was the Son of Gelo^ and the 
Grandfon of Hiero* His Father 
Gelo died firft, and afterwards 
his Grandfather, being ninety 
Years old $ and Hierovymus, whg 
was not then fifteen, w^s flaia 
fome Months after. Thefe three 
. Deaths happened towards the lat- 
ter End of the Year that preceded 
^arcillsss*s third Confulate, Lkv 
gives a fine Defcription of the Wif- 
dom of the Grandfather, and oi 
the Folly of the Grandion. xxiv.

CUuJius thither in Qpality of 
Prastor. He was there before 
the Death of Hieronymms^ who 
laughed at the Ambafladors that 
came from Rome, to confirm the 
Aliance between Him and the Ro- 
mans, What Sstceefs had ye, faid 
he, at the Battel of Cannae? 
Hannibari Amhajfadors tell mo 
ftrange things aSout it : I wotdJ 
frin kw» the Trssthy thai I may 
feo what to refohe on, A bold 
Anfwer enough for a Prince noc 
fifteen Years old.

As foon as Marcellus had taken upon him the 
Command of the Axxhy in Sicily^ a great Numbei^ 
of Romans came and threw themfelves at his Feet) 
imploring his Affiftance under their unhappyCircum- 
fiances. Of Thofe that fought at the Barrel at Cari'* 
fue^ Some fled, and the Reft were taken Prifonersj 
and chefe Latter were fo many in Number, that it 
was faid) the Romans had not Men enough left to 
defend the Walls of their City* But yet they had 
fo much Bravery and Greatnefs of Soul left, that 
when Hannibal offered to releafe the Prifoncrs for 
a very inconfiderable Ranfom, they not only re- 
fufed It, but without giving themfelves any fur*' 
ther Trouble about them, left them to be kill'd by 
the Enemy, or fold out of Italy^ and Thofc who 
had faved themfelves by Flight they trafifported 
into Sicily^ with an exprefs Command not to 
return home *till the War with Hannibal was ended^ 

When Marcellus was arrived in that Ifland, great 
Numbers of thefe unfortunate Men addrefTed to 
Him, and falling on eheir Knees before him, with 
the deepeft Lamentations and Floods of Tears beg* 
ged to be admitted into the Troops, firmly pro* 
mifing to make it appear by their future Beha-^ 
viour that That Defeat was owing to fome Mif* 
fortune, and not to their Cowardife. Whereupon 
Marcellus^ out of Compaflion, wrote to the Senate^ 
defiring Leave to recruit his Troops out of thofe 
Kxiles, as he fliould have Occadon. The Senate 
deliberated a long time about the Matter, and at 
length, after mature Confideration, returned this 
Aniwer, That the Roman jfffairs were not reduced 
to that Extremity^ as to fiand in need of the JJJiftanc^ 
of Cowards y but however^ if Marcellus bad a mind^ 
hi might make ufe of them^ (i) povided be did not

(i) This Severity of the Senate I fperate Stlte of theif Afiairs at that 
feems ftrangei coondcrioc the dc- 1 time ^ but that perhaps was the 

O a folo 
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heftow on any ofthem^ (whatever they might de/erve ) a 
Cr»wn^ or any other Gift^ as a Reward of their Valour. 
This Anlwer, which the Senate had pafled into 
% Decree, gave Marcellus great Uneafinefsv and 
ix, his Return to Rome^ after the War was ended, 
he expoftuiated and coraplained to Them, that af- 
ter all bis Services, they had rcfufed him the Fa- 
vour to retrieve the Honour, and alleviate the Mif* 
fortunes of thofe poor Citizens. 

His fir ft Care, afier he came into Sicily^ was to 
be revenged on {i) Hippocrates^ the Syracufian Ge- 
neral, for his Treachery J who, to fhew his Affe- 
Aion to the Carthaginians^ and by their Means to 
make himfelf abfolute Lord and Tyrant of all Sicily^ 
had, contrary to the Faith of Treaties, attacked the 
JB^mans near Leontiunsy and (lain great Numbers 
of them. Marcellus therefore marched with his 
'whole Army to befiegc that City, and took it by 
Storm ; but offered no manner of Injury or Vio- 
lence to the Inhabitants, or any .Soldiers, except 
only fuch Deferters as he found there, whom he 
ordered to be beaten with Rods, and then put to 
Death. Hippocrates prefently fent an Account of 
This to Syracufey with a large Addition of his own, 
that Marcellus had put btnh Soldiers and Citizens 
to the Sword without Diftinftion, that he had 
Ipared None that were able to bear Arms, and had

What Effea muft fo mortify- 
ing an Example prc^duce among 
the Troops ? The Romans were 
furc of reapmg more Advantage 
from the Severity of this Decree^ 
than from the Services of all thofe 
Soldiers, if ihty had been rccciv'd 
a^ain into the L.e{;ions.

Hcreupbn Marcellus marched with his whole 
Army, and encamping near Syracufe^ fent Ambafla- 
dors^thither (l) to acquaint the Inhabitants with 
the whole Truth of what had happened at Z^» 
ontium : But finding that all he could fay was 
to ho purpofe, and that the Syracufians^ either 
prcpoflcfled in Favour, or aw'd by the Power of 
Hippocrates^ refufed to liftcn to him, he prepa* 
red to attack the City both by Sea and Land. 
Jlppius Claudius commanded the Land Forces, 
\vhile M^rcel/us w th fixty Galliis, each having 
five Oafs in a Seaf, provided with all kind of Arms 
iirid miflile Weapons, and a terrible Machine car- 
ried Upon eight Gallies fattened together, attacked 
it by Seaj animated ^ith great Hopes by the Num- 
ber of his Batteries, the Vaftnefs of his Prepara- 
tions, and efpecially by the great Reputation he 
had acquired ift War. But jtrcbintedes defpifed all 
his Machines and Preparations, which were no- 
thing in comparifon to thofe Engines he invented 
daily. Which he offered, (3) not as Matter- pieces, 
or Things of great Value, but only by way of .

The 
King, furpriz'd hereat, defired him to evidence the 
Truth of his Propofition by moving feme great 
Weight with a fmall Force. 

Archimedes therefore having caufed one of the 
King's Gallies to be drawn on the Shore, by the 
Aifift^nce of a great many .Hands, and not without 
much Pains and Trouble, prjiefed it to be loaded 
with its ufual Burden, and ovei*'and above That, to 
be crowded with as many Men as it could contain^ 
and then placing himfel^at fome Diftance from it, 
without any Pains or Straining, only by mov- 
ing with his Hand the find of a Machine 'with 
Ropes atid Pullies, he drew it to him as fmoothly 
and eafilf as if it had floated on the Water. The 
King, aftoniflied at fo furprifing an EfFcft, andcon- 
vince4 by ^t of the wonderful Power of this Art, 

GcncraL Add to This, that the 
Komans thought no Honour com- 
parable to the Glory that is ac- 
quired in the Command of ai 
Army. But if wc rightly coDfider 
jfrchimtdes*$ Atchicvcmcot in de*

commanded the Forces of his 
Country fcvcn Years fiicceflivcly, 
and was never worfted during afl 
that time. And having once 
through the Envy of his Etitmies 
been obliged to deliver up his 
Command to Another, the Army 
was entirely defeated, and moft 
of them taken Prifbners. This is 
the Realbn why Cicero made fo 
great a Diflerence between Archy- 
tas tn6 Him* He looked upon Ar- 
chimedes as nothing but a private 
Man> and a skilful Engineer, that 
never rdfe to any high Poft or Em- 
ployment.; bat he confidered Ar- 
€hytu$ as a great and renowned) 
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(i) entreated Archimedes to make him feveral kinds 
of Eiigmes and Machines that might be tifeful both 
Ways, and ferve either to defend or attack. Thefe 
however he never made ufe of, the greateft Pare 
of his Reign being free from War, and blefled with 
Tranquility and Peace j however they were allrea* 
dy for the Syracuftans on this Occafion, and the 
Anift himfelf at hand to dircft them. 

The Romans preparing to ftorm the Walls of iSy- 
racufe in two places at the fame time, an univer- 
fal Silence and Confternacion reigned throughout the 
City^ believing it impoffible to withftand fuoh nu* 
merous Forces, and fo furious an AfTaulc. But as 
foon as Archimedes began to play his Engines, they 
ihot forth againft the Land Forces all kinds of 
miffite Weapons, and Stones of a prodigious Weight 
with fo much Noifc^ and fuch an irrefiftible Rapi- 
dity and Force, that nothing was able to ftand be** 
fore them 5 but they overturned and brake to pie- 
ces every thing that came in their way, and caufed 
terrible Dilbrder among their Ranks. On the fide 
towards the Sea were erc6ked vaft (i) Machines, 
putting forth ona fudden, over the Walls, long 
grappling Irons^ like Main-Sail Yards, which tak-

Beaks of Cranes, and kt an end on the Stern, they 
plunged to the bottom of the Sea. Others again 
by means of Hooks and Cords they drew towards 
the Shore, and after whirling them about, daih'd 
them againfl the Edges of the Rocks that jutted 
out below iht Walls, and fo bruifed to pieces All 
that were on Board. Very often you might have 
feen (which was indeed a dreadful Sight) Ships 
railed a great height above the Water, fwinging 
in the Air, and by their being whirled violently 
round, the Men thrown over the Hatches on every 
Side, and then either fplit in Pieces againft the 
Walls, or elfc let fuddenly. fall and plunged to the 
Bottom of the Sea.

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Weight % after that a Second, and then a Third, All 
which ftriking upon it with a mighty Noife and 
Force broke and overfet its Bafis, and gave the Gal* 
lies fuch a Shock, as divided and parted them afunder. 

Marcellusj doubtful what Courfe to take, drew 
off his Gallies as faft as he could, and at the fame 
time fent Orders to the Forces on Land to do the 
fame. He immediately called a Council of War^ 
in which it was refolved, to come clofe under the 
Walls, if it was poffiWe, the next Morning before 
Day 5 for j1rcbim^edes*% Engines, they thought, be- 
ing very ftrong, and defigned for a coniiderable 
Plftance, would throw all the Stones and Wea* 
pons over their Heads $ and if they fhould be poin- 
ted at them when they were fo near, they would 
be of very little Service for want of Scope and 
Room to adjuft them to a due Diftance and Le^ 
yel, and give them their former Force. 

But Archimedes had long before provided Ma- 
itfaincs for all Diftances, with fuitable Weapons and 
ihort^r Beams and Weights, which being more ea- 
fily managed, were conlcquently oftner difcbarged. 
Befidcs, (i) he had caufgd Holes to be made in the 
Walls, in which he placed Scorpions, for clofe 
Fighting, which wounded Thofe chat came near, 
without being pcrcciv'd. 

When the Homanswere got clofe to Walls, ima- 
gining thcmfelves by that means in a good mea- 
fure skrcened from the Enemy, they were inftantly

all forts of Weapoxis overtook them, fo that there 
was a very great (laughter made, and mod of their 
Gallies bruifed and daihed in pieces, without being 
able to do the leaft Damage, or make the lea(l Im- 
preflion upon the Enemy. For jlrchimedes had c- 
re6i:cd and fixed mod of hjs Machines clofe within 
t-he Walls, fo that the Romans fu(l4ining fuch infi- 
nite Mifchief, witbput feeing either the Place or 
Hand from whence it came, fecm'd, as it were, to 
fight ^gainft the Gods.

unemployed s His were the only ofifenfivc and de* 
fenfive Arms of the City, 

In (hort, Marcelltts finding that the Remans wer6 
feized with fo much Terror, that if they only fpy'd 
a fmall Cord or Piece of Wood above the Walls, 
they immediately fled, crying out, That Archime- 
des 'was going to let fly fome terrible Engine at them 5 
gave overall Thoughts of takirig the City by Storm, 
and turned the Siege into a Blockade, in order to 
cut off all their Provifions. However, jirchimedes 
had fo fublime a Genius, (uch a Depth of Under* 
Handing, and fuch an inexhauftible Fund of mathe« 
matical Knowledge, that he would never c6nde- 
(bend to commit to Writing tHfe leaft Account of 
thefe Machines, which he employed with fuch won- • 
derful Succcls, and which gained him the Repu- 
tation of a Man endued not with Human Science, 
but Divine Wifdom; But flighting as vile and (oN 
did that Induftry in contriving Engines, arid ac- 
commodating mathematical Knowledge to Ufe and 
f>rofirablePra£tice, placed his whole Study and De- 
ight in thofe Speculations which -are noble and ex- 
cellent in themfclves, the Other being only fo with 
regard to Mens Wants and Neceflities, and there- 
fore not to be compared with them. For if the 
Qne is to be valued for its Bulk and curious Work- 
manihip, the Other infinitely excells on account of 
its invincible Force and Conviftion. For difficuk

Wherefore we are not to rejeft as incredible, what 
is related of him, that being perpetually chatmed 
by a domeftick Sy/en, that is, his Geometry, heneg< 
U&cd his Meat and Drink, and all necefiary Care 
of his Body ^ and that being often carried by Force 
to the Baths and publick Games, he would make 
mathematical Figures in the Afhes, and with bis 
Finger draw Lines upon his Body, when it was a* 
nointed with Oil $ fo much W9s he tranfported be* 
yond himfelf witB intelle£kual Delight, and raviihed 
with mathematical Pleafure. .

Marceilus leaving Jppius with two Thirds of 
the Army before Syracufe^ marched with the 
reft to befiege Megara^ one of the moft ancienc 
Cities of Sicily J which he took by Storm, facked, 
and razed it. A few Days after he (;) fell 
upon Hippocrates^ as he was entrenching himfelf 
at^aVi^, and flew abov^eightthoufand of his Men. 
About the fame time, he over-ran a great Part 
of SicUy^ retook feveral Places* that had fubmitted 
to the Carthaginiansj with Whom he had many 
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Sepulchre to be buried in Thorns 
aod Brambles* and almoft confu- 
med for Want of Care. 'Twa;

Some time after This, when he was returned bc^ 
fore Syracufe^ he furprifed and took Prifooer Da* 
mippus a ^Laced^m$nUn^2^hc was going from thenccl 
by Sea. The Syraeufians being very defirous to 
' redeem him, offered his Ranfom to Marcellus^ and 
they had (everal Meetings and Conferences about 1 
it. Upon this Occafion, Marccllusohfcrytd a Tqwer \ 
into which Soldiers might be privately conveyed, | 
that was carelefsly guarded, and the Wall that led i 
.to it eilfy to be fcaled. And when he had taken the 
Height of the Wall, being frequently near it on 
Account of thefe Conferences, and had prepared 
his Scaling- Ladders^ he took the Opportunity to 
put his Defign inExecution, when the Syraeufians 
were celebrating a*Feaft to Diana with Wine and 
Jollity J To that before the Day-ligh|t, without be- 
ing perceived by the Citizens, he not only poffefs'd 
himfclf of the Tower, but filled the Walls all about 
with Soldiers, and brake open the Hexapylum. 

The Syraeufians^ awaked by the Noife and Hun7i 
began to move about in great Confufion > but at the 
Sound of all the Roman Trumpets at once, they 
were feized with Confternation,. and betook them* 
felvcs to Flight, bclicvine that the whole City 
was in the Pofleilion of the Enemy. But the > 
cbradincj the beft and ftrongeft P^rt of it, was not 
taken, being divided by Walls from the reft of the 
City, one Part of which was called NeapoHs 
(or new City) and the other Tyeh (or Fortune). 

This Enterprize being thus fuccefsfully exedutcdj 
Marcellus about Break of Day entered from the 
Hexapylum into the new City^ where all his Cap- 
tains and Officers came about him to cohgratulatd 
him on his Succcfs* But for his Part, whedfroifl 
. the rifing Ground he look'd down and vicw'd this 

great and glorious City^ he is faid to have wcpr<

HifpecrMies was vigQ- 
roufly repulfed by Cnffntus^ who 
purfiies him Ht> ro his Retrench- 
mcatSj and MMrceUus conftraina 
Et^eides to keep himfelf witldn^- 
chrmdm. It was now Autnmnt 
and a peftilential Diftempcr raged 
in the City» and in the Oimpa 
both of the JR«i»«0/ and Cs^iuh' 
gtmansy but more efpedally in the 
latter. The SkUisms that were ^ 
mong them difperfcd tbeaiielvei 
up and down in the Country, and 
fo efcaped the Contagion j bur the 
Cdrthagimans who bid no Places

But what gave Adarcellus the greateft and moft 
fenfible Concern was the unhappy Fate of jfrcbi-^ 
medes^ who was at that time in his Mufieum^ and 
bis Mind, as well as Eyes, fo fixed and intent upon 
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miUtif ftood oat to Sea, that be 
might double the Cape with Idi 
Danger; but as ibon as he 6m the 
liomims making towards him iii 
eood Order, alToii a fudden* no 
Dody knows why* he flies, orders 
the Ships of Burden to return 
hoTOic, and (ailed himf^f toXsrfv- 
tum, Bfttytles, being thus deierted, 
tetires taa^rijMtfwm. The Sid 
tians, informed of what hadpafs'di 
immediately di/patch their Depu- 
ties to MurciUiu with ofiers to 
fiirrender upon Conditions, When 
liarciUui and the Deputies had 
agreediipon the Terms, the De- 
puties go to confer with the Inha« 
bitants ofAdfradinit whom they 
cafitjr perfwade to remove the 
Cdmmanders BbUydts had left 
there* Thofe Officers being ilaio, 
an Aflembly is called, new Officer 9 
creaired, and Some of them fent 
to MMrceli$u.

Reputation of Niciasi refolved to feize him and de« 
liver him to ih^Carttaginians. But He, bavin£| fmelt 
out their Defigo, took no Notice at all of it, but 
guarded againft it aft^r this manner : He uttered 
feveral Things difrefpeftful and injurious to the 
Goddefles, (eeming to deny the received Opinion 
of their Appearance among 'em, and to charge it 
Vfith Fable and Impofture. His Enemies were o- 
verjoyed to fee that he Himfelf had furniihed them 
^ith Reafons fufficient to juftify whatever they 
ihould a£l againft him* 

When the Day agreed on to feizehim was come^ 
there happened to be a Publick Aflembly in the 
City, and Nicias was in the Midll^ of the People 
haranguing *em, andeiving his Advice concerning 
fome Affair then under Deliberation : When, aQ 
on a fudden, in the very middle of his Difcourfe, 
he fell flat on the Ground, and (i) after having lain 
there fome Time without fpeaking, as tho' he had 
been in a Trance, he raifed his Head, turning it 
this way and that way, and began to fpeak with 
a feeble trembling Voice, which he raifed by de- 
grees y and when ne perceived the whole Aflcmbly 
ilruck with Horror and a profound Silence, he role 
up, threw off his Mantle, and tearing his Coat in 
pieces, ran half n^ed towards one of the Doors, 
crying out that the Mothers avenging Furies pur- 
filed him. A religious Fear detained every Body 
from layinfi; Hands on him or (topping him, fo that 
he reacbedone of the City Gates without Oppo* 
fition, no longer counterfeiting by the leaft Word 
or Aftion, a Man mad or poiTefs'd. His Wife, who 
W49 in the Secret, and affifted in the Stratagem^

drahce at dl, and fo they both made their £fcapc 
to Marceibts at Syracufe. 

Some Da^ a(jfer this, Mareellus entring Enguium^ 
caufed all the Inhabitants to be loaded with Irons, 
in order to puniih'ern for their Infolence and Trea- 
chery. But Nicias^ who had attended him, came 
and addrefs'd himfelf to him, and falling on his 
Knees with Tears in his Eyes, and kifHng his Hands, 
ask'd Pardon for all the Citizens, and in the firft 
Place for his Enemies. Hereupon Mareellus relent- 
ing', (et them all at Liberty, and hinder'd his Sol- 
diers from committing any Diforder in the City, 
beftowing on Nicias a large Tra& of Land and 
many rich Prefents. This is the Account given 
by Pojidonius the Philofopher. 

(i) Mareellus^ after This, being recalled by the 
Romans to conduft a War nearer Home, carried a- 
way with him at his Departure the fineft Statues, 
Paintings and Furniture in Syracufe ^ firft to be

wafte the beft Part of their Time, in viewing the 
Grecian Rarities, admiring the Excellency of the 
Workmanfhip', and difputing about the Superiority 
of the Artifts. But notwithftanding this Cenifure, 
this was the very Thing Marcellus gloried moft in, 
and That before the Greeks themfelves, namely, 
that He was the firfi: that taught the Romans to 
admire and value the Grecian Arts, and ^ve them 
a Tafte and RelifhforthofeexquifitePeriormances^ 
which they never underftood before. 

Finding at his Return that his Enemies oppofed 
his Triumph, and confidering that the War mifi- 
cifyyiis not ^uite finifhed, and that his former Tri- 
umph had raifed the Envy of the Citizens, he was 
content to proceed in Triumph on Mount jllba only, 
and to enter the City in a fort of Triumph, by the 
Greeks called Evan^ and by the Romans Ovation. 
The Perfon, to whom this kind of Triumph was 
allowed, did not ride in a triumphal Chariot drawn 
by four Uorfes, nbrwashecrownedj^ich Laurel, or 
had Trumpets founding before him s but he went on 
Foot, in Slippers, with Flutes play ing before him,^and 
a Crown of Myrtle on his Head, which was a Sight 
that carried no Appearance of War, and was ra« 
ther delightful than terrible. And This, in myO- 
' pinion, is a plain Proof that heretofore the Diflfe- 
rence between a Triumph and an Ovation^ did not 
arife from the Greatnefs of the Atchievemenr, but 
the Manner of its Performance i for They that con<« 
oaered the Enemy with mighty Slaughter and £f- 
niiion of Blood were honoured with the firft Kind 
of military and terrible Triumph, in which both the 
Soldiers and their Armour were crowned withLmirel, 
as was ufual in the Ceremony of luftratinjg or purify- 
ing a Camp : But to (uch Generals as fucceeded in 
their Enterprizes without Force, merely by their 
Pruddkice and power of Perfuafion, the Law al- 
lowed 
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lowed the Honour of that civil pacifick Enuyy' 
called Ovation. For the Flute is an Inftrument of 
Peace, and the Myrtle the Plant of Fenus^ who, 
more than all the other Deities, abhors Violence 
and War. 

That kind of Triumph therefore called Ovation^ 
is not derived, as moft Authors think, from the 
Word Evany fignifying a Song of Joy, becaufe of 
the ihouting and finging with which it was accom* 
panied,for they didthelame ^t the other Triumph $ 
but the Greeks have wrefted it from a Word well 
known in their Language, believing that this 
Show relates in fome meafure to Bacchus^ whom 
they call Evius and fbriambus : But neither of thefe 
is the Truth. It was cuftomary among the Ro'> 
mans at the greater Triumph to facrifice an Ox, 
but at the Other only a Sheep, which in Latin is^ 
called Ovisy and from thence comes the Word O- 
vation. 'Tis worth our while on this Occaiion to 
obferve the Conduft of the Spartan Legiflator, 
who ena&ed Laws diredly oppofite to the Roman. 
For at Lacedamon a General who had fucceeded in his 
Undertaking by Art or Perfuafibn, facrificed an Ox, 
but He that fucceeded only by Force of Arms, 
bflfered a Cock % for though they were a very brave 
and warlike People, yet they thought fuch At- 
chievements as were owing to Eloquence and W if« 
dom more fuitable to the Dignity of Man, and 
much. more worthy of Honour, than Thofe that 
were effefted only by Violence and Slaughter. 
But (i) which of the two has the beft Reafons 
to fupport it, I leave to the Determination of 
Others.

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Marcelks being a fourth time cfiofen Co^llbty 
bis Enemies perfuaded the Syracufeam to cone to 
Rom$ and accufe him before the Sdnate of fevend 
A£ks of Injuftice and Cnieky, contrary to tl» 
League between Them and the Romans. 

(i) On the Day of their Arrival MarfilUa hap- 
pened to be offering Sacrifice in the Capitol. Tim 
Syracufian Deputies went diredly to the Senate^ 
who were then fitting, and falling on. theirv Kneel 
bcfeught them to hear their Complaints »nd do 
them Juftice. The other Confiil, who was thmt 
prefent, took Manellus's Parr, and reproved tbt 
CoHiplaiDaQts, for preferring their Petition during 
his Colkgue's Abfence. But when Marc^Uus heara 
what was in Agitation, he made hafte to the &• 
Bate, and taking bis Place there, dtfpatched the 
ordinary /\ fFairs of his Office } after which, he roft 
from his Seat, and as a private Man went into the 
Place where the Accufed were ufed to make tbek 
Defence, Submitting to the Accufatioh of the Syr^ 
tufians^ and giving them free Liberty to make good 
their Charge* 

The Syramfisn Deputies were at firft ftruek aod 
confounded at bis Unconcern and the Dignity of 
his Appearance § and tho' the Power of his Pre* 
fence, when in Armour, was awful and tremerh 
dous, they found it much moit terrible now evefl

Mat^ 
melius moved by th^r Tears and Entreaties ^enc- 
roufly forgave them, received them into Favour^ 
and from thenceforward continued to do the reft 
of the Syracufians all the good Offices he was able 
The Senate ratified all that Marcellus had done, con- 
firmed the Laws atid Liberties he had reftorcd to 
them, and fecured them in the Pofleffion of their 
Goods and Eftates. The Syracufians in return de- 
creed Marcellus all imaginable Honours, and made 

^ a particular Law, that when either He, or any of his 
-Family came into 5iVi7j^, the Syracufians with Chap- 
lets on their Heads ihould in a folemn manfaer of- 
fer Sacrifice to the Gods. 

After This, Marcellus was fent againft Hannibal 
Since the Battel of Canna the other Confuls and 
Generals had ufed no other Policy againft the Car^ 
tbaginians but only to avoid coming to a Battel, none 
of them daring to engage, or even to come within 
fight of them. But Marcellus took a quite con- 

V trary Courfe, being fully perfuaded ^hat Delay, 
which was thought the ^eft way to ruin and dc- 
ftroy Hannibal^ would imperceptibly wafte and con- 
fume Italy 5 and that Fabius^ with his flow Maxims 
of CareandCauripn, did not purfuea right Method 
to cure the Difordcrs of his Country j for before 
be could put an End to the War, Rome would be 
confumed and reduced to Aflies: Like an unskilful 
Phyfician, that out of Fear delays giving his 
Patient ftrong,. but neceflary Phyfick, till hif Spi- 
rits are^quitc exhaufted, and Nature funk beyond 
the Poffibility of a Recovery. 
^^ His firft Succefs was the Retaking the chief Ci- 
^les of the Samnites that had revolted from the Ro^ 
«w»jr, in which he found great Quantities of Com 
and Money J and, at the (Tme time, three thoufand 
of Hanmbar% Soldiers, which he had left for the 

4 Pefepce 
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iD^cnce of thofe Places, were made Prifoners. Af- 
ter this Cneus Fuhius .the Proconful, with eleven 
Colonels, being flain by Hannibal in Apulia^ and 
the whole Army entirely defeated, Marcellus di- 
fpatched Letters to Rome to animate and encou- 
rage the People, aflTuring them that he was adual- 
Iv upon his March agamft Hannibal^ in order to 
drive him out of the Country. Livji informs us^ 
that the Reading of there Letters was fo far from 
Jeilening their Concern, that it encre^ed their Fean 1 
JFor they were in more Pain (i) for their prefenc 
Danger* than paft Lofs, as th^ accounted A/<sr^^/- 
lus a greater General than Fuhius. 

He then advancing^ as he had written, to give 
Hannibal BsLtic]^ marched into Lucania^ where he 
found the Enemy encamped on inacceffible Heights 
near the City of Numifiro. Marcellus continued 
with bis Army all Night in the Plain, and the next 
Day, to fhew his Refolution and Defign, drew it 
op in order of Battel. Hannibal did not refuf^ this 
Ofler, but coming down from the Hills, a Battel 
immediately enfued, which, tho' not decifive, was 
yet very terrible and bloody ^ for it began at three 
In the Afternoon, and continued 'till the Darknefs 
of the Night put a Stop to it.

But Hannibal chofe rather 
to draw off ^ whereupon Marcellus^ after he had 
caufed the Spoils of the Enemy to be gathered, 
and the Bodies of his dead Soldiers to be burnt, 
marched in Purfuit of him. And tho* Hannibal

Whereupon 
the People named j^ Fuhius Didator, and the Se^ 
nate at the fame time wrote to Marcellus to confirm 
their Nomination^ which he did y after. which he 
Himfelf was continued in his Cotkitnand, and ap« 
pointed Proconful for the following Year. 

After this having agreed with Fabius MaximUi 
the Conful, by Letters, that Fabim (hoold befiege 
Tarenium^ while he watched //^mi^fs Motions fa 
carefully as to prevent his relieving that Place, he 
Inarched after him with all Diligence, and came up 
with him at Cannufium% and as Hafmiial {hided his 
Camp every Day to decline coming to a Battel, 
Marcellus purfued him clofely, encamping conftanc^ 
ly in his Sight, and appearing every Morning in a 
Readinefs to engage him« 

But at kft coming unexpe6i:edly upon ^hlm^ aa 
his Army was encamping in a Plain, he fo harafled 
his Pioneers by little Skirmifhes, that at length a 
general Battel enfued ; but the Night parted them 
again. Early the next Morning the Romans came 
out of their Intrenchments, and prefented them* 
felve^ once more in order of Battel % which fo pro- 
voked and enraged Hannihal^ that calling all the 
Carthaginians together, he made a Speech to them^ 
in which he conjured them valiantly to fight one 
Battel more, to' maintain the Renown they had al« 
ready gained, and to confirm to themfelve3 the 
Fruits of all their former Viftorics : For you fie^

He is the only Man^ nvho^ when 
Confueror^ gives bis Enemies no Refi^ and when coH'^ 
fuer*d^ takes None bimfelf. We mufi ^V» . refelve to 
fight with himfer every for whether fuctifsful orntn^ 
the Shame of a Defeat always inj fares him with new 
Gvnragej and fpurs him on to farther jittempts. 

Tt'he Trumpets immediately foimded to Battel, 
and both Armies en^ged with Fury. Hamibal 
feeing the Advantage equal on both fides, comman«

lowed, and fo on, 'till they were AH put into Diforder. 
As foon as Marcellus perceived This, ( i ) he comman- 
ded his Horfe to fall on, and fecond the Confufion 
the Elephants had caufed, and by driving tbem far« 
ther on, quite overfct the Enemy. The Cavalry, 
according to his Orders, attacked the Qartbaginians 
furioufly, driving them back to their Intrench-* 
metits^ and making a moft grievous Slatighter $ to 
which the Elephants contributed not a little, brui* 
iing Some in pieces by falling on them^ trampling 
More under their Feet, and ftopping the Flight of 
Others. Eight thoufand Carthaginians were (lain in 
this Battel % and on the Roman fide three thoufand, 
and almoft all the reft wounded. By this means 
Hannibal had an Opportunity to decamp by N ight, 
and remove to a good Diftance from marcellus^ 
who, by reafon of his wounded Men, was not in # 
a Condition to purfue him, but retired with his 
Army by flow and eafy Marches into Campania^ 
and (z) nailed the Summer at Sinutffa^ to recover 
and refrein his Soldiers.^ 

Hannibal having thus got clear of the Enemy, 
his Army afted in every refpeft as if they had been

to bring an Acculation againft him. This Man 
bad exclaimed againft him publickly on feveral Occa*- 
fions, and at; this time ufed all his Endeavours to 
have the Command of the Army taken from him^ 
and given . to fome other Perfon : Ft^ Marcellus, 
iaid he, having exercifed bimfelfa Uttk againft Han« 
oibal, has kft the. Stage of Battel^ (i) and is gom 
to the Batbs^j to^ refre/b^ bimfelf after bis Fatigue. 

MarceUus having received advice of thefe Pra«« 
ftices, committed the Charge of the Army to his 
Lieutenants, and haftened to Rome to refute the 
falfe Accufations of his Enemies. At his Arrival 
he found a Charge drawn up againft him, founded 
on tbofe Calumnies. And wnen the Day of Hearing 
was comcy and the People were aflembled in the 
Flaminian Circus^ Bibulus afcended the Tribune^s 
\ Sear, andaccufed him with great Vehemence. Mar^ 
cellus's Aniwer was plain and ihort i but the great 
Men and chief of the Citizens undertook his De* 
fence very warmly, and fpoke with great Liberty 
and Freedom, s^dvifing the People not to (hew 
tbemfclves worfe Judges than the Enemy, by ac* 
cuGng MarceUus of Cowardife, who was the only 
General they had whom Hannibal took care to a->

Thiis became the fole fubje£t of Difcourfe all over 
the Roman Camp^ and, as if they had been all 
Generals, every one was fetting forth the Advan- 
tage they ihouM have over ^he Enemy by feizing 
on this Pofl:, or at lead raiiing a Fortification on 
it. Marcellus^ movM at their difcourfe, thought 
fit to go Himfelf with fome Horfe to take a view 
of the Place J but before he went, ordered a Sacri* 
fice to be offered. In the firft Vidim that was 
flain, the Diviner ihewM him the Liver without a 
Head j in the Second, (i) the Head of the Liver 
Teemed to grow plump and large all at once, and 
all the other Parts appeared freih and promifing^ 
fo that all the Pears and Apprehenfions occafion'd 
by the Firft, feem'd quite removed and fwallow'd 
up by the great Hopes arifing from the Laft. But

MarcelJus therefore leaving his Camp in order 
tp view the Place,took with him hisCdllegue CrJ/^ 
finus^ his Son Marcelbis who was a Tribune of 
Soldiers, and about two hundredand twenty Horf«t 
among which there was not one Roman \ but they 
were all tufcans^ except forty FngUlaniamy of 
whofe Fidelity, Affeftion and Courage he had re- 
ceived fignal and undoubted Proofs. On the top. 
of the Hill, which, as we faid before, was woody, 
and fuil of Brambles, was plac'd a Cedtinel, who, 
without being difcernM by the Romans^ faw plain- 
ly all the Motions of their Ar&iy. They that lay 
in Ambuih had Intelligence from Him of every 
thing that pafs-d \ and therefore kiy clofe 'till Mar^ 
alius hzdi reacb'd the Foot of the Hill, whenos 
a fudden they all rufh'd out upon him ^ letting fly 
at him a fhower of Arrows, and charging him on 
all fides with their Swords and Spears. Some 
purfued Thofe that i^ed,and Others attacked Such 
as flood their Ground: Thefe were the forty 
Fregellanians y for the ^ufcans ran away at the 
fir ft Charge. Thefe closed themfelves together in a 
Body, to defend and fave the Confuls i 'till Crifj^' 
nus being wounded by two Arrows, turnM his 
Uorfe to make his £icape> and Marcellus being

Aiking Wofd, or exprefiing the lead Sign of Joy 
.at the Fall of ib great andformidable an Enemy, 
He feem'd indeed furprizM at the ftrange and un* 
deferved Death o£(6 great f( Man, and ()) taking 
his Signet from his Finger, commanded that his 
Body Aiould be magnificently adorn'd and burnt ^ 
his Aihes put into a (ilver Urn with a Crown of 
Gold upon it, and fent to his Son.

When This was told to Hannibal^ he faid toThofe 
about him, Tou plainly fee^ ^tis impoffible to do anj 
thing again fi the IVill of God. He punifhM the iV«* 
viidians for what they had done, but took no fur- 
. ther Care to colleft his Afhes, believing that 'twas 
decreed by the Gods that Marcelks ihou'd die af- 
ter fo firange manner, and his Remains be deny*d 
the Honour of a Burial. This is what Cornelias 
Nepos and Falerius Maximus write; (i) but li^ 
and Jugufius affirm that the Urn was carried to 
bis Son Marfellusj and honoured with a magnificent 
Funeral. Marcellus^s publick Donations, befidfis 
what he dedicated at Mome^ were a magnificeoc 
Gymnafium^ or Wreftling'Place,at CatanOjin Sicily i, 
feveral Statues and Pi£kures brought from Syracufiy 
which he fctupin the Temple of the Gods call'd C<i- 
iiri in the IQand of Samotbracia^ and in the Tern* 
pie of Minerva at Lindum% in which Lad there was 
likewifea Sutuc o( Mareellus with this Infcription, 
as Pojidonius the Philofophcr relates,

The Cofnparlfon of Marcellus with Pelopidas- 

THESE are the moft remarkable Things we 
find»in Story concerning Marcellus and Pe- 
hpidas^ between Whom there was a perfed Re« 
femblance in their Tempers and Behaviour : They 
were both Men of uncommon Strength of Body^ 
couragious, and of indefatigable Induftry I but there 
was this Difference, Marcellus in moft of the Cities 
which he took by AfTauh fuffer^d great Slaugh- 
ter to be committed, whereas Epamimndas and Pe* 
lapidas never fpilt the Blood of any Man they had 
conquered, nor deprived any City they took of its 
Liberty. And 'tJ5 affirm'd with great Affurancc 
that if Either xsf^tbem had been prefenr, the 72?^- 
tans had never enflav'd the Orchomenians. 

As to their martial Exploits, nothing can be 
greater or more glorious than what Marcellus per-

On the other hand^ Marcellus took Syracufi^ 
whereas Pelopidas cou'd never make himfelf Mafter 
of Sparta 'y (i) tho', in my Opinion, the taking of 
Syracufe was not fo great an Aftion as advancing 
to the Walls of Sparta^ and being the Firft that 
pafs'd the River Eurotas with an Army ) unlefi it 
may be laid, that Epatnimndas had at leaft an equal 
Share in the Glcny of This, as well as of the Bat« 
tel at LeuRrai whereas the Renown Marcellus 
gainM was folely and entirely his Own. He alone 
took the City of Syracufe^ He defeated the Gauls

But this laft Proof, thoVin Appearance the 
ftrongeft of all, is, in reality, very weak 5 (4) for 
Efaminendas^ who, all the World knows, liv^d and 
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Jthens they reckoned the Ye^rs 
^7 their Archons, as the BjpmMns 
did Theirs by their Coofds: Otie 
of tEe Nine Archons was for this 
Purpofe chofen by Lot out of the 
Reft, and Hi« Name infcribed 10 
the Publick Records or Regifters. 
, (1) This would have \)eea a 
good Proof, if the OUradfm had 
been inflided only upon Such as 
were rich and wealthy i ,Bat as it 
was likewife decreed againftSuch 
as were diftinguiihed by their 
Virtue or any other extraordinary 
Abilities, this Argument is of no 
Force i and Jlutarchs a little af- 
ter, with very great Reafon op- 
poles It.

good Men have not fworh an irreconctmble Enmity 
to the Prefents of their Friends j they look indeed 
upon Thofe that are taken to hoard, and with an aya** 
iritious Intention, vile and di^onourable, but refiife 
them not when Honour and* Reputation may be 
jferved by them without any Sulpiciqn of Avarice. 

As to the Tripod in the Temple of Bacchus^ 
Pofkefius (hews plainly that Demitrius was deceived 
bv the Similitude of Names $ for from the time of 
tne Median to the End of the Peloprntefinn War there 
are upon Record only two of the Name ofjfrifiides 
that carried the Prize at the Shews they exhibited, 
neither of which was the Son ofLyJImacbns ^ the Pirft 
of thoT wo being the Son of Xenafbilus^ $xid the Latir 
ter living a long time after, (i) as appears from the 
Charadkers, Which v^e^e not in ufe till after Eucliif'% 
Time j and likewife frbtp the Name of the Poet 
4rchefiraim^ which 1$ not to be fotind in any Re?

As for the Qflracifdl, ()) *tis very certain that 
it fell indifferently upon All that were any way di« 
ilinguiihed by Birth, Reputation, or Eloquence; 
inibmuch that even Damon, Prseceptor to Pericks^ 
was banifbed by it, bpcaufe he Teemed to excel other 
Men in Knowledge and Wifdom. And further, 
Idomeneus fays, that Ariftides did not attain the Of- 
fice of Archon by Lot, but by free Choice and 
Eleftion of the People. And indeed, (4) if this 
happened after the Battel of Platea, as the fame 
Demetrius writes, 'tis highly probable, that having 
gained fuch Renown by his Atchievements, he 
was called to this high Office for his Virtue, which 
Others obtained on account of their Wealth and 
Riches. But 'tis plain that Demetrius was refolved 
to free Socrates, as well as Arifiides, from a Charge 
of Poverty, as if it were a Crime or. Reproach to 
bepoor, fince he affirms, that the Former, befidcs 
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( I ) This being granted, I do not 
ice the R^caibn why the learned 
V^fus hu (Jac'd the VoetjSrchefira^ 
tm among Such as liv'd at a Time 
not certainly known, fince we 
find here that he flouriihed daring

{z) But to return to jirifiides-, he had an inti- 
mate Friendfliip with {7^) Clijlhenes^ who fettled the 
Government of the Commonwealth after the Ex-. 
pulfion of the Tyrant»5 anfl he had entertained a 
particular Veneration and Eftpcm for Lycurgusy the 
Spartan Legiflator, preferring him fo much above 
all other Statefmen, as to make him a Pattern for 
Himfclf to imitate : From thepce he came to be a 
Favourer of Ariftocracy, wherein he was always 
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( I ) This appears to be ftlfe from 
what Sccrates himfelf fays in his 
/pology to^his Judges, whf re he 
declares, that confidering his Po- 
verty, they cou*d not condemn him 
to pay a Fine of more than one 
Minay and if he fhould be fia'd 
thirty Mina*s, *twou*d be only 
becaufe Cr/V^, Critobulusy and Afol 
hdoTHs were re(blved to bear him 
hirmlefsand pay his Fine for him. 
The falfity of this likewife appears 
from wjiat Crito faid to Socrates 
in Prifoii, as*tis related in the Dia- 
logue {o called. 

(i) I cannot forbear expoiing 
a Fault of Amiot, and ibme other 
Translators in this Place, becaufe 
*tis a very remarkable one. They 
have tranilated xwafier the Expul 
fan of the thirty Tyrants. Here is no- 
bbing at alL iaid about the thirty 
Tyrants, for they were not ex- 
pelled 'till fcventy-feven or feve»- 
ry-eight Years after the Battel of 
Tlatea^tnd above ilinety two Years 
.after That of ^arathn, and con- 
fequently Clffthenesy who was older 
than jiriftiJe^y coM not Kaveefta- 
blilhcd the Government of Athens 
after the Expulfion of thofe thirty 
Tyrants. Plutarch fpeaks hereof 
the Pififtratidesi who were expelled 



about the (ixty-fixrh Ofympiadf 
three and twenty Years bcforethe 
Battel oildarathon, and an hun- 
dred and fifteen before Athens wu 
delivered from the Thirty Tyrants 
Co that the Word thirty is not in 
the Original, but is added by them, 
being led into the Miftake by the 
word Tyrants, as if Athens never 
had any Tyrants beHdes the thirty 
that were e(labli(hed tl^ere by L/' 
fanderi aAd this Error cauJed 
great ConfiifioQ in this Hiftory. 
This Clifihenes was the Grandfon 
of Clifthenes Tyrant ofSicyon, who 
had married bis only Daughter 
Agarifta to Megacles the Son of 
Alcmdoni and Megacles called his 
fJdeft Son Cliflhenes, which was 
the Name ot his Mother's Father. 
(3) We mud take the Meaning 
of this Paflagc from the Words cJ 
Herodotus f L vi, f. laa.

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oppofed by 7*hemiftocUs^ who flood up for a Popu* 
lar Government. Some Authors write indeed, 
that being bred up together from their Infancy, 
. when they were Boys, they were always at Vari- 
ance, not only in- feriaus Matters, but even at their 
Sports and Diverflons^ and that this continual 
Qppofition very much difcovered. theirnatural,Dif* 
pofitions> the One being compliant, daring, art* 
nil and fubtle to compafs his Ends, and carried to 
every thing upon flight Grounds and with great 
Eagcrnefs y whereas the Other was firm and fteady 
in his Behaviour, immoveable in every thing that 
appeared jiift, and. incapable of ufing the leaft 
Falfliood, Flattery, Difguifp, or Deceit, fa much as 
in Jcft. But (i) Arifto of Cbio writes that their 
Enmity took its Rife from Lov<r, and from thence 
grew to fo great a height ^ for being Both ena« 
moured of Stejileus of the Ifland of Ceos^ the mod 
bueautiful Youth of his time, they were unable to 
reftrain their Paffion within Bounds, but conceived 
fuch a Jealoufy and Hatred of each other as fur- 
vived the Beauty of the Boy ^ but as if This had 
been an Excrcife to prepare them for future Quar- 
rels, they foon after entered upon the Adminiftra- 
tion of publick Affairs, heated and exafperated by 
their former Piques and Animofities. 

As for fbemiftocles^ by his Management at fird, 
and by gaining Frietlds, he firengthened himfelf 
with a confiderable Intereft and Authority 3 fotbat

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to one, who told him, he wuld gowrn the Athe« 
nians admirably^ provided be weuld take Care td avoid 
Partiality^ he reply cd, God forbid that IJbou^d ever 
Jit on a Tribunal where my Friends Jhould kot meei 
with more Favour and Refpedt than Strangers. 

On the contrary, Arifiides took a very particq* 
lar Courfe in his Way and Manner of Governing^ 
for firil of all, he would never do the lead Injullice 
to oblifi;e his Friends, nor yet difoblige 'em by de^ 
ny ing all they asked, and refufing to grant the leaft 
and mod inconfiderable Favour : And in the next 
place, confidering that moft Rulers relying on the 
Power of their Friends, are led to abufe their Au- 
thority, and be guilty of Injuftice> he guarded care^o 
fully againft it, by reprefenting ftrongly to his Mind 
and always faying, that the true Citizen, the Man 
of Integrity, ought to make his whole Strength and 
Security confift in advifing and doing every where 
and upon all Occafions what is juft and fit to be 
done. In the mean time, T^mifiocles made (eve- 
ral ra(h Attempts, oppofing him in all his Defigm 
and breaking all his Meafures, which put him un- 
der a neceffity of thwarting fhemiftecles in whatever 
He propofed, as well in his own Defence, and by 
way of Retaliation, as to put a Stop to his growing 
Power, which increafed daily through the Favour 
of the People 5 for (i ) He thought it better to obftrud 
fome Things that might even be advantageous to 
the Puhlick, than to fufFer T^hemiftocles to become 
abfolute, and carry AU before him with a high Hand. 



(1) This Maxim in Politicks, 
tbo' it appears dangerous, is yet 
very folid and true. 'Tis better to 
oppofe and binder fome Things 
that might be uleful to the Pub- 
lick* than to (uiTjr an ambitious 
NlaOf who may make an ill ufe of 
bis Power, to carry All before 



him, becaufe in the Courfe of his 
Proceedings he . may do fome 
Things that will be more hartful, 
than the Particular that was bin^ 
dered from fucceeding, would 
have been advantageous to the 
Commoiiwealtb. 

In 
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fn ^nCf fhemifioclos having on a certain Occgfion 
proppfed an Affair of great Imporunce and Ad van- 
tagCi ArifiUUs oppoftd it more ftrenuoufly chana- 
ny Body y but as he went out of the Aflembly, he 
eou}d riot forbear faying aloud, That the Athenians 
nmiid never he fafe and eafy Uill they fent Themifto-* 
eles and Himfelf to Prifon. 

Another time having fomewhat to propofe to 
the People^ and perceiving it was like to meet with 
great Oppoficion, juft as the Prefident was going 
to put it to the Queftion, as if He had>forefeen the 
loconveniences that would enfue,he let the Matter 
drop of his own Accord without the leaft Heat or 
Piteompofure imaginable. He likewife propofed 
his Sentiments very often by a Second or Third 
Hand, for fear TbemiftocUs^ out of Envy and Ha-* 
tredto him, might oppofc^ what would be for 
the Good of the Publick. 

But what was much to be admir'd in him, was 
his Conftancy and Firmnels in thofe fudden and 
unexpc&ed Changes, to which Perfons concerned 
in the high Affairs of State are always liable} 
for he was never elated by any Honours he re* 
ceivcd, nor deje£ted by the ^Contempt or Denials 
lie met with, put always ferene and eafy \ it be-- 
Uig his fixed Opinion, that a Man ousbt to be 
entirely at his Country's Command, and ready to 
ierve it on all Occafions, without the leaft Pro(pc& 
of Honour or Profit, (i) Thence it came to 
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JJlfs, that the Day a Play of Mfchylus^ entitled 
be Seven Leaders againfi Thebes, was a£led, at 
the (peaking of thefe Verfes made by the Poet

mium was moft applicable. For he had fo fbrong 
an Inclination to Jultice, as not to be infiuenceda* 
gainft it by Favour or Friendfliip, nor, which is ftifl 
more difficult, by Anger and Malice. To this pur* 
pofe 'tis reported of him, that profccuting One that 
bad injured him at Law, and, after be had given in 
the Heads of his Accufation, findingv that the 
Judges were going to pafs Sentence without hearing 
ibc Perfon accufed^ he rofe from his Seat, and fe- 
conded the Rcquett of his Advcrfary to be hcaiid, 
and »ot fo be dcjiicd the Benefit of the Law. 

Another time fitting as Judge in a Caufe be- 
tween two private Perfons, and one of *em begin- 
ning to fay, that his Adversary had in his Life-time 
done Ari (tides i»^;s[)' Injuries^ he interrupted him, fay- 
ing. Friend^ tell me only what Injuries he has done tot 
T&ty for 'tis Thy Caufe^ and not Mine^ which I fit to 
judge. 

Being chofen Publick Treafurer, he foon made 
it appear thut not only Thofeof his Time, but the 
preceding Officers, had applied great Sums of the 
Publick Money to their own Ufe, and particularly

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^mijfacles-y who, tho'he was a very wife Man, 
bad nb great Command ofhU Fingers* For which 
Reafon, when Ariftidesw^s to give in his Accounts, 
^hemiftocles raifed a flrong Party againfl him, ac« 
cuTed him of mifapplying the publick Money, and 
procured his Condemnation, as Idomeneus writes : 
But the chief and bed Men of th&City oppofing fo 
unjufl.a Sentence, he was not only acquitted of the 
Fine impofed on him, but like wife appointed Trea« 
furer for the following Year. 

Whereupon, pretending to difapprove of his for* 
xner Conduct, and to alter it for the future, and 
lappearing more compliant, eafy, and remiis in exa* 
mining their Accounts and expofing their Fraudst 
he made, himfelf acceptable to Such as had robbed 
the Publick % infomuch that They extolled him to 
the Skies, and made Intereft with the People to con- 
tinue him in his Office another Year. But on the 
Day of Eleftion,. as the Athenians were juft going 
unanimopfly to pitch upon him a^ain, he rebuked 
*cm fevcrely, faying, tHsen I difcharged my Offict^ 
and managed your Treafure with the Care and FideliSf 
that became an boneft many I was reviled and treated 
like a Villain \ hut now^ when I have taken na Care 
of ity hut left it to the Difcretion of tbefe publick Roi^ 
bersy I am an excellent Perfon^ and an admirable Pa^ 
triot. I therefore declare to you that I am more a^ 
fhamed of the Honour done me to-day ^ than of theSem* 
tence pafs^d againfl me lafl Tear's, and 'tis with Indig" 
nation and Concern that I fee 'tis more meritorious wish 
Tou to oblige ill men^ than faithfully to manage the 
Publick Revenue. By fpeaking thus, and difcovering 
their Frauds, he flopped the Mouths of all thofc 
Robbers of the Publick, who were at the very fame 
time crying him up and giving ample Teftimony 
in his Behalf, and likewife gained the juft and re^ 
Applaufe of all good Men. 

In 
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la the mean time Datisj who was Tent by the 
King of Perfia^ under pretence of revenging on 
the jttbenians their burning of S^rdis^ but in reality 
to conquer all Grr^rr, arrived on the Coaft of Mafa*^ 
tbtntf and began to plunder and ravage all theneigfa* 
bouring Country. The Athenians appointed ten 
Generals to command in this War, of Whom MU* 
tiades was the chief ; and the next to Him both id 
Reputation and Authority was Arifiidis. In a 
Council of War that was held, Miltiades declared 
for giving the Enemy Battel, and Arifiides fecond- 
ing bis Opinion (i) contributed not a little to theit 
coming to that Refolucion* And as thefe Gene^ 
rals had the chief Command by Turns one atftei* 
another > when the Day came that gatve Arijli*' 
des the Command, he refigoed it to Miltiades^ 
thereby fhewing the reft of the Comm^mders, that 
^ *t was in no relpeft inglorious to obey and follow 
the Diredion of the wifeft Men i but on the con^ 
trary, very (afeand honourabld. Thus, by hisdwA 
Example, allaying that Jealoufy which might have 
occafioned great Debates, and making *em fenfible 
of their Happinefs in being guided by aPerfonof 
the beft Experience, he confirmed MiUiades in aH 
abfolute and undivided Command of the Army, 
the other Generals no longer minding when itc^me 
to their Turn, (2) but fuomitting, in every things 
entirely to his Orders.

Fornodoabt 
hewts afraid rbattbe Peribn wbofe 
Turn he took, bad rdigned bia 
Command unwillingly, and only 
Upod the fcore of foHowiog the 
Example of X^hers, and that out 
of Envy to Him, he would be Icfs 
ireful to do bis Duty in the Bat- 
tel, becaufe he would not be over*> 
forward ro contribute to the Re- 
patationof Him,^ho, as it were, 
took the Command out Of his 
Hand. Experience has fometimes 
fliewn, that this (hameful Jealoufy 
has prejudiced the moft worthy 
I^figns, and rendered 'em unfuc- 
cefsful, or at leaf^, a long time 
doubtful.

And Herodatuit 
Teftimony in this Matter Is of ve- 
ry ^cat Weight) becaufe be had 
learned the Particulars of the Bat- 
tel of Marathon^ from Some thac 
had been there ptefent. 

(3) From Marathm to Athens 
is about forty Miles) And 'tis very 
expeditious indeed for an Army, 
after the Fatigues of a long l^at- 
tel, to march fo far the fame Day. 
Herodotus , writes, that they 
marched irom about the Temple 
of Hercules at Marathent and en- 
camped near his Temple at Cy»s- 
furzest before Athens, 

fwered 
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Twered the good Opinion that had been conceived 
of him $ for tho' there was much Gold and Silver 
#m (everal Parts of the Camp, and that all thp Tents 
and Ships they had taken, were full of fumptuous 
Apparel, Furniture, and Riches of all forts ^ yet he 
forbore touching any thing Himfelf, and did all he 
could to hinder, every Body elfe frqm meddling 
with any Part of it. But notwithf|;anding his ilria 
Orders, there were Some that found their Account, 
and enriched themfelve^, unknown to him y among 
whom was Callias (i) the Torch-bearer. One of the 
Barbarians meeting him privately, and probably 
taking him for a King on account of his long Hair, 
and the Fillet about his Head, fell on his Knees 
before him, and taking him by the Hand, difco- 
vered to him a great Quantity of Gold that was 
hid in the bottom of a Well : But Callias (hewed 
himfelf on this Occafion the moft cruel andunjuft 
of Men, for not fatisfied with the whole Trcafure, 
he killed the poor Wretch upon the Spot, to pre- 
vent any further Dilco verics. From thence, 'tis laid, 
the comick Poets called hxsY^vaiXy Laccopluti^vfhxdk 
is as much as to fay, enriched by the JVeU^ jefting 
on the Place from whence their Founder derived 
his Wealth, The next Year after this Battel, -^- 
rifiides was chofen firft Archon^ or the Arcbon from 
whence the Year takes its Name jv tho* I)emetrius 
Pbakrjus afTures us, that he never enjoyed thai 
Office 'till after the Battel of Platea^ a little before 
his Death; but if we confult the publick Regifters, 
we ihall no where find Ariftides'^s Name in the Lift

And whereas Men are poflefs'd with three diffe- 
rent Sentiments with refpedb to the Gods, either 
of Wonder and Envy, of Fear and Dread, or of 
Love and Eftecm, they feem to admire 'cm and 
think 'em happy by reafon of their Freedom from 
.Death and Corruption, to fear 'em on account of 
their Power and Empire over the World, and to 
love, honour, and reverence 'em for their Juftice ; 
Yet being thus afFc&ed towards the Deity in thefe 
three different Ways, they count and dcfirc only 
the two firfl: of thofe Properties, viz. Immortali- 
ty, (i) of which our Nature is incapable $ and 
Power, the gr^ateft Part of which depends on For- 
tune ^ poftponing and negle&ing Virtue, the only 
divine Good that is in our own Power. And herein 
they are greatly miftaken, not confidering that 
Juftice makes the Life of fuch as enjoy Profperi- 
ty.

Biit to return to jiriftides-^ the SIrname oijufi 
at firft procared him Love and Refpeft, but at lad 
Envy, efpccially thro* the fecret Pra6tice$ of 72;^- 
miftocles^ who made it his Bufinefs td fpread a Re« 
port among the People, that Arifildis^ by abolifh- 
ing all Courts of Judicature^ and making Himfelf 
fole Arbitrator and Judge in all DifpUtes^ had in« 
fenfibly erefted a Monarchy in his ovl^n Petfoh^ 
without any State or Guards. The People^ who 
are naturally infolent, were grown much more fd 
by their late Succefs \ and believing themfelves wor^ 
thy of greater Honours^ and refolving that every 
thing fhould depend on their Pleafure, werCi vio- 
lently bent againft every Body of fuperior Emi^ 
nence and Reputation : WherdTore being aflembled 
at Athens from all the Towns of Atttcd^ they ba-» 
ntfhed Ariftides. hy the Oftracifm % dtfguifing theii| 
Envy of his Glory under the fpecious Name of Ha-* 
trcd to Tyranny : For this Exile was not a Punifli- 
ment for any Crime or MifdemeanoUr^ but only 
a kind of honourable Retirement, which they balled 
^Curb ztkdRefirainf to overgrown Pride andPoWeri 
biit it was in reality afo^ and gentle Mitigatioii 
of Envy J for by this means. Whoever grexlr jea-^ 
lous and offended at the growing Greatnehbf Ano-*- 
ther^ difcharged all his Spleen and Malice^ not iA 
any thing that was fevere and crue)^ but only in ^ 
ten Years Banifliment. *Tis true^ after fome meaii 
and villanous Fellows^ and laii of all, the infamous 
Hyperbolus^ had been condemned to this hdnoiirabltf 
Exile, the Athenians defifted from any further Ufe 
of it. The Caufe and Occafion of Hyper bolus* i 
Banifhment by the Oftracifm was This. 

Aikibiades and Nicias^ two Perfon^ of thfe greatdd 
Power and Authority in the City^ had raifcd aFa* 
&ion, and declared open War againft one ^nothttj 
boc finding that the People were aboiic to have 

S * R«* 
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Recourfe to the Oftracifin, tod that it woqM be 
undoubtedly carried againftOne of tbein, tbey con- 
fulted together, and uniting their Incerefts contri- 
ved to tnake it fall iipoo Hjfperbolm. Whereupon 
the People^ full of Indignation at the Conreispt 
dnd Diihononr brought upon that kind of Panim- 
ment, abotilfh'd it, and us'd it lio more. There- 
fore to give a general Idea of the Oftriicifin, This 
"Was, in ihort, the manner of performing it. Eve^ 
ry Citizen took a Piece of a brokebPot, or Shell, on 
which having wrote cheNaoae of the Perfon he would 
have banilhed^ he carried it to a dcltainPart of tht 
Market-Place that Wasinclofed with woodcMRaib. 
Then the Magiftrates began to count the Number 
of the Shells > for if they were lefs than fix hnn- 
dred) the Oftmcifm was void ^ but if the Number 
was complete, then they iatd ev^ry Name apart 
by it felf, and that Perfoh, wfaofe Name was found 
on the greateft Nuitibc^ of Shells^ was declared ba- 
niihed for ten Years, but with Permifiion td enjoy 
his.Eftate. 

At the time that AriftidBs was banifhed, when 
>hey wesrebufyinfcribing their Nimes on theShcllS) 
'tis reported that an ignorant ill<^red Inhabitant 
of fome little Btirrough, that coiiild neither writt 
norreadf came to jfriftides^ whom he took for fom^ 
ordinary Perfoii, and givii^ him his Shell, defired 
him to Vf rite jfrifiules on it > He, a little forp'rizcd 
y at the Adventure a«ked the Man if jiriftides hai 
ever difobligcd him in any refpeft 5 to which tlw 
Bofcor reply'dj Nof in the leaft^ neitber do I fi 
much as know btm^ but I am weary and fick wiib 
hearing him every where called the Juft. Where- 
upon Ariftide^^ wiihout fpeaking a Word, very 
compofedly took the Shell, and having written bis 
own Name on it returned it to the FcS) w. As he

What induced them to This was thoir 
Fear oijSri^id*s » for chey wore apprehenGve that He 
£dingwiththeEnemy might corrupt and bring over 
many Qf the Citizens to their Intcrsfti but herein 
they very much miftook bis Charafter^ for before 
this Pecree, he conftantly a^^vifed and encouraged 
the Crtfks to maintain their Liberty i and aftar it,'

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Emulation *, IJball ufe my utmofi Endeavours to outdo 
this Beginnings which is fo much to your Honour ^ and 
to obfcure^ if poffibk^ this Glorious Step of yours ^ by 
the LuJIre of my future jfHions, At the fame time 
he acquainted him (i) with the Stratagem he had 
contrived toenfnarcthejB^r^m^iwj, and begg*d him 
to go and try to perfuade Eurybiades to venture a 
Battel^ by fhewing him the Impoffibiltv of faving 
themfelves without it y for Ariflides hadf much the 
greater Influence over them. Like wife at a Coun- 
cil of War where all the General Officers affifted, 
when Cleocrites the Corinthian told Themijlocks^ that 
Artjiides did not approve his Advice, fince he wa» 
there prefent, and faid nothing at all \ Ariftides 
anfwered, Tou are miftaken^ Sir^ for bad not The- 
mi Aides propofed what is moft expedient^ I Jbould. 
have declared my own Sentiments^ and my Silence is not 
owing to any^ Favour to bis Perfon^ but to my Appro-' 
bat ion of his Advice. This is what happened at that 
Council. ' 

The fame Day Ariftides perceiving that PJyttalia^ 
a little Ifland lying in the Streights over-againft Sa^ 
fow/»^5 was entirely poflcflcd by the Enemy's Troops, 
put on board his fraall Tranfports Some of the 
nK>ft refolute and bcft experienced of his Country- 
men, and landing with them there, attacked the 
Enemy with fuch Fury, that they were all cut to 
Pieces, except fome of the principal Perfons that 
were made Prifoners. Among Thefe were three 
Sons of Sandauce the King's Sirter, whom Ariftides 
fent immediately to Themiftoclesy and *tis faid, that 
at the Command of a certaia Oracle, by the Pi-»

Tbemifiacles therefore (i) fent a fecond lime to 
Xerxes by Jnarces the Eunuch, whom he gave ia

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accepted, fcnt Ambafladors to Athens^ (r) to en- 
treat the Athenians to fend their Wives and 
Children to Sparta for their greater Safety, and 
to accept from them of v?hat was neceflary for 
the Suftenancc and Support of Such as were in 
Years j for the People, being defpoiled both of 
their City and Country, fufFered an extreme Po- 
verty. 

When the Athenians had heard the Ambafladors, 
they made them luch an Anfwer, by the Dircftion 
of Ariftides^ as can never be fufficiently admired | 
they faid, They forgave their Enemies^ if they thought 
every thing was to be purchafed for Money ^ becaufeper^ 
baps They knew Nothing of greater . Falue j but that 
they were highly dffended at the Lacedaemonians, be' 
caufe They bad regard only to their frefent Poverty and 
Dtjlrefs^ when they thought an Allowance of Bread 
to their Poor might be a fufficient Motive to induce 
them to continue firm to their Alliance^ and to fight for 
the Safety of Greece. 

This Anfwer being approved of and recorded, 
and all the Ambafladors brought into the Aflembly, 
Ariftides ordered Thofe from Sparta to acquaint the 
Lacedemonians 9 That all the Gold upon Earthy and all 
that was contained within the Bowels ofit^ was notfi 
valuable to the Athenians as the Liberty of Greece ^ 
and %Q Thofe that cj^me from Mardoniusj (hewing 
them the Sun, he ordered that it fhould be faid, 
That fo long as that Luminary continued its Courfe^ fo 
long fball the Athenians wagie IFar againfl the Per- 
fians, to revenge the Plundering and Wafiing of their 
Country^ and the ProfoMtian and Burmng of their 
Temples.

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Moreover he preferred a Decree, that the Priefts 
fliould anathematize and excommunicate Whofoqyer 
ihould fend any Embafly to the Medes^ or dcfcrt the 
Alliance of Greece. 

When Mardoftius made a fecond IncnrHon into 
the Country of jlttica^ the jitbenlans rctir'd again 
into the Ifland of Salamine. At that time Jriftides 
being fent Ambaflador to Sparta^ compIainM of the 
Delay and Negleft of the Lacedemonians^ reproach- 
ed them with their abandoning Jthens again to the 
Spoil odhc Barbarians J and earncftly exhorted them 
to march with all fpeed to the Relief of that part 
of Cr^^rtf which was not yet fallen into thel^nemy's 
Hands. 

The Ephori having heard this Reprefentation^ 
(i) (eemed very little mov'd at it, but (t) fpcnc 
the whole Day in Feafting and. Meriment, it hap^ 
pening to be the Feftival of Hyacintbus. But at 
Night they difpatched fivethoufand Spartans^ each 
of them taking with him {cvenllotesy and fent them 
away privately, unknown to the jithenians. 

Some Days after /friftides complaining again to 
the Council, the Ephori told him fmiling, Hat be 
mufi needs eitber doat or dream j Jince tbeir Jrmy ^a$ 
hy tbat time a^. far as Orellium, on their March againfi 
the Foreigners I for fo the Lacedemonians called the 
Barbarians. Arijlides told them, // *was not then a 
time tojefty andpleafe tbemfelves 'with deceiving tbeir

Th^re Pau/anias^ Gene- 
rali0imo of all Gr^f^f, joined with the Spart^ns^ ^bA 
the other Grecian Troops arrived daily io good Or- 
der.

fice to the Setting Son \ in that Cave^ as Fame go^ 
etb, there was an Oracle, and Many, who dwelt in 
thofe Parts, were infpired by it, and were from 
thence called Nympbokpti, that is, poffefs'd by tbi 
Nymphs: And on the other Side, to promife Vi&ory 
to the Athenians upon Conditon only of fighting in 
their own Country, was to call back and transfer the 
whole Strefs and Weight of the War into Attica^ 

In the mean time Arimneftus^ the General of 
the PlaUanSy dream*d that Jupiter the Saviour 
Came to him, and asked him, PFhat Refilution the 
Grecians bad taken > to which he anfwered. To- 
morrowy Lardy wejball decamp and remove our Army 
into the Territories of Eleufis, and there fight the Bar- 
barians, according to the DireSions of the Oracle. To 
which (i) the God reply 'd. That they were quite mi^ 
fiaken^ for the Place mentioned by the Oracle was the 
Country round Platsea, and that they would find it td 
be foy upon due Enquiry. 

After fo plain a Vifion, ArimneftuSy as foon as he 
awoke, fent for the moft aged and experienced of 
his Countrymen, and having advifed with them^ 
found at laft (t) that not far from Hufiay at the Foot 
of Mount Citherony there was an old Temple, caird 
The Temple of ElcuQnhn Ceres andVrofcrpine. Over- 
joyed at this Difcovery, he gave Arifiides an Ac- 
count of it, and brought him to the Place, which 
they found very commodious for drawing up an Army 
of Foot, that had no Cavalry, bccaufe the Bottom

BefideS) in the 
fame Place was the Fane of the Hero jlndrocrates^ 
quite overgrown and covered by the Branches of 
Trees and Thickets. And that the Oracle might 
be obeyed in every Particular^ ta confirm their 
Hopes of Viftory, the Plafaans upon the Motion 
of jlrimnejius made a Decree to alter the Boun- 
daries between their Country and Greece^ enlarging 
the Territories of jlttica^ (i) that fo the jltbeni'- 
ansj according to the Diredion of the Oracle,, 
might give the Enemy Battel within their own 
Dominions. The Platnenas became fo renown'd 
*for this piece of Generofity, that ieveral Years ai- 
ter, when jilexander had conquered all jijia^ he 
caused the Walls of Plataa to be re-builr, and Pro- 
clamation to be made by an Herald at the Olympick 
Games, That be did the Plataeans this Favour for 
their Virtue and Generofity^ of 'which they bad given 
fucb fignal Proofi in the War with the Medes^ iy 
making over their Country to the Athenians, for tb$ 
Safety of Greece. 

When it was proposed to draw up the whole 
Army in Order of Battel, and to affign each Bo* 
dy their refpe£tive Poft, a great Difpute arofe 
between the Tegeata and the Athenians^ the T'ege'- 
ata pretending, that as the Lacedamoniam^ in all 
Battels, commanded the right Wing, fo the Ho« 
nour of commanding the Left was their Due ^ 
and to juftify this Pretenfion, alledg'd the memo- 
rable Exploits of their Anceftors, and their great 
Services to the common Caufe.

White all Greece remained in iSirfpehce, waiting 
tht Event of thii great Affair, cht Athenians ifi 
particular found thcmfelves in very diificolt and 
dangerous Circum'ftarrccs 5 fot feveral of the tnoft 
ttobie amd wealthy Citizens feeing thcmfelves ruin's 
by the War, and that with their Wealth they had loft 
all dreir Credit and Authority iti the City, and that 
Others were advanced in their Room, and cmoy'd 
the Honours they had loft, alTembted privately in 
a Houfe at Plataa^ and confprfd a DilTolation of 
the Athenian Government \ and if they mifcarried 
in their Defign, to ruin every thing, and betray

^difmonians^ who made buca flow Progrefs in their 
Attack, being very little sktird or experienced in 
Storms and Sieges. But when They arrived,, they 
anacked the Fort with fuch Vigour and Obftina- 
cy,thac after feveral AflTauhs, (i; they at laft cook 
it by Storm, making a prodigious Slaughter of (he 
Enemy ^ for of three hundred thoufand Men, only 
(t) forty thoufand e(caped with Artabdfus^ and on 
the Grecian Side no more were, flain. than one thou- 
fand three hundred and Gxty. The Athenians loft 
only fifcy two Men, all of the Tribe of Aiantis^ 
which, as Clidemus the Hi ftorian informs us^diilin- 
guiflied itfelf particularly on. that Occafion^ for 
which reafon that Tribe ofFerdi a yearly Sacrifice 
for this Viftory, to the Nymphs Spbragitidesj at the 
publick Charge, as the Oracle of ^o//^ had com-

;inal Beauty and JLuftre to this very Day. But * 
>9th the Athenians and Lacedemonians ercfted Tro* 
phies, each apart by themfelves % and fending to- 
gether to confult the Oracle at Delphi^ about of- 
fering a Sacrifice, the God anfwer'd, that they 
fi^ou'4^e£ian 4ltar to Jupiter the Deliverer, ^«//(?r- 
fie^r to offeranySacrifioeonit^ ^ till tbey had extinguijh'd 
all the Fire in fhe Country^ becaufe it bad been poU 
luted find prof an' d by the Barbarians j and that they 
fifou'd afterwards fetch pyre Fire from the common 
j^ltar at Delphic 

As fopo as the Greeh were informed of this 
Oracle, the Gener^b v^ent all over the X^ountry, 
;(i) 4nd .c^us*d the Fires to be put out> and Eu^ 
^chi^as a Plat<ean undertaking to fetch Fire from 
.(be Altar of jipollo with all fpecd, went to DeU 
pbi^ wh^fc having fprinkled ;ind purified himfelf 
Vith Water, putting a Crown of Laurel on his 
.Head, he ^pproach'd the facred Altar with all due 
Reverence, and taking .Fire from thence haften'd 
hack to Plataa^ where he arrived before Sun-fet, 
performing that Day (i) a Journey of a thoufand

Piece of Superdicion, the like In-

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Furlongs : but having faluted his Fellow-Citizens^ 
and deliverM the Fire to them, he immediately fell 
down, and in a Moment's time expired. The 
Plataans carried him away and buried him in the 
Temple oi Diana^ iirnam*d Eucleia^ and put this 
Infcription, in one Vcrfe, on his Tomb, 

Here lies Euchidas, who went to Delphi, and 
returned in the fame Day. 

Mod are of Opinion, that EucUia is DianOj 
and call her by that^Name^ but Others main- 
tain that ihe was the Daughter of Hercules and 
JMyrto the Daughter of Monatius^ and Sifter of 
Patroclusj who dying a Virgin was highly honour'd 
by the Boeotians and Locrians. For in all the pub- 
lick Places of their Cities, ihe has Altars ere6i:ed, 
where (i) Perfons of both Sexes that are betroth'd 
offer Sacrifice before their Marriage. 

At the firft general Aflembly of the Greeks^ after 
this Vidory, Arijiides prop6s'd it might be decreed, 
^at a Council conjifting of Deputies from all the Ci' 
ties of Greece, Jbou'd be held annually at Platxa, 
and (i) that every fifth Tear they fhould celebrate 
Games of Liberty: That a general Levy might be made 
over all Greece for the ff^ar againft the Barbari- 
ans, of ten thoufand Foot^ a thot^and Horfe, and an 
hundred Sail of Ships .: That the Platjeans fbou'd he 
looked upon as exempt^ andfacred to the Service of the 
Gods J and be only employed in offering Prayers and 
Sacrifices for the Safety and fFelfare of Greece.

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All thefe Particulars beinjg; approved of and ra- < 

tified, tl^c Plataam undercook \o keejp a folemn 
Anniverfary in Honour of Thofe that were flain in 
that Place J which they ftill continue to perform 
after this imanner. On the fixteenth Day of Mai-* 
maUerion^'^\i\t\i with the Boeotians is the Mofith jilal^ 
comenusjihcy have a Proceflion which they begin by- 
Break of Day, it being open'd by a Trumpet founding 
a Point of War 5 then follow feveral Chariots full of 
Garlands and Branches of Myrtle, and neict to 
the Chariots a black Bull$ then come the young 
Men that ar^e free-born, carrying the ufual Liba-* 
tions, Veflcls full of Wine and Milk, and Cruets 
of Oyl and Ointments ^ for no Slave is allowed to 
be prefent at a Solemnity which is pefform'd in 
Honour of Such as died in the Caufe of Liberty. 
And laft of all, to fhut up the Ceremony, comes 
the jircbon^ or chief Magiftrate of Plaua^ who 
at all other Times is obliged not fo much as to 
touch Iron, or wear any Garment but whice^ bur^ 
that Day, cloath'd in a purple Robe girt with a 
Sword, and carrying in his Hands a Water- poc 
taken out of the City-Hall, walks through the 
midft of the City to the Burying-place. Then ta- 
king Water in his Pot out of a Fountain, he 
Himfelf wafhes (i) the little Pillars of the Monu- 
ments, and rubs them with fweet Ointments^ af- 
ter which he kills the Bull, and lays him on a 
Funeral Pile. And laftly having made his Sup- 
plication (i) to the terreftrial Jupiter and Menu* 
ry^ he invites thofe gallant Men to this Funeral 
Banquet and Oblation, when filling a Bowl with 
Wine, and pouring it out, he fays, / prefent this 
Bowl to thofe brave Men who dfd for the Liberty of

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Command of all the Confederate Forces, and re- 
ceive 'em into his Proteftion^ for that they had 
a long time dcfir'd to be delivered from the Spar- 
tan Yoke, and to fubmit only to the Athenians. 
Jtriftides having heard them, anfwer'd. That be 
faw a great deal of Truths and even NeceJJity in what 
tbeyfaid^ but that i^ was neceffary to perform fome Ac- 
tion^ that might manifeft the Truth and Sincerity of 
their Intentions^ and at the fame time fix the Troops 
beyond a Pofpbility of changing. 

Upon this Anfwer, Uliaaes the Samian and An- 
tagoras of Chios confpiring together, and folemnly 
engaging themfelves to one another, went boldly 
and attackM Paufanias's Galley at the Head of the 
whole Fleet near Byzantium. When Paufanias 
perceiv'd their Infolence, he rofc up in a Rage, 
and threatened to make *emfoon know that it was not 
his Galley^ but their own Country they had thus infulted. 
But they only laugh'd at his Threatnings, tel- 
ling him, that the beft thing he cou'd do was to re- 
tire^ and thank Fortune for her Favours at Platsea % 
for that nothing but the Regard they had for that great 
ASion refirain'd the Greeks from refenting and reven- 
ging the ill Treatment they had received at bis Hands. 
Jn Conclufion, they renounced all manner of Sub- 
p\iffion to the Spartans^ and ranged themfelves un- 
der the Athenian Banners. 

The wonderful Magnanimity of the Spartan 
People appeared very fully on this Occafion^ for 
finding that their Generals were grown corrupt 
through the Greatnefs of their Power and Autho** 
rity, they immediately recall'd ^em, and voluntarily 
laia down the chief Command of the Confederate 
Forces, chufing rather that their Citizens fhou'd 
be prudent, modeft, and ftriftly obfervant of their 
Laws and Cufloms, than to pofTefs the fovereiga 
Command of all Greece. 

All 
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All the Time the Lacedamonians bad the Com- 
mand, the Grecians paid a certain Tax towards 
carrying on the War^ but being now defirous that 
every City fhou'd be juftly and equally rated, they 
begg'd Ariftides o( the Athenians^ and cntrufted hiqi 
with the Care of examining all the Lands and Re- 
venues, that fo each particular Perfon might pay 
according to his real Worth and Ability. 

Arifiides being inveftcd with this great Authori- 
ty, by which he became in a manner Maimer of 
all Greece^ was far frdm abufing the Truft repo- 
fed in him % and if he enter'd upon it poor, he 
went out of it poorer j for he levied this Tax, 
not only jultly and equally without any Regard 
to his own Intereft, but likewifc with the greateft 
Tendernefs and Humanity, and without the Iea{t 
Oppreflion. Infomuch, that as the Ancients were 
wont to celebrate the Reign of Saturn^ on account 
of the Juftice and Equity that then prcvail'd in 
the World, (i) fo the Confederate Greeks did by 
this Taxation of Arifiides^ calling it Tthe happy 
Chance of Greece j and this Applaufe was very 
muqh heightened foon after, when (2) that Tax- 
ation was doubled and trebled. Arijiides*^ Kakff- 
ment amounted to no more^ than four hundred 
and fixty Talents, and foon after Pericles encreas'd 
it almofta third} for fhucydides fays, that at the 
Beginning of the War, ih^ Athenians receiv'd fix 
hundred Talents from their Allies > and after his 
Death They that had the Government then in 
their Hands, raised it by little and little (3) 'till

ftme Time that he pronounced Gurfes againft Such 
as fhould vidlate'^hat they had fworn. But after- 
wards when the Jfbenians^ through the Ncceffity 
6f their Afi^ifs, were forced to beguiky of fomc 
Breaches of this Oath, and to rule a Hctlc more ab- 
folotclyjbe advifed *ein to thro W all the Curfes upon 
Him, andfb free themfelve^ from the Guilt of that 
PfcrjUry, which the Neceffity of their Affairs re- 
duirfcd. Upon the whole, Theophrafius informs us, 
that in all his own private Cottcetns, and Thofe of

appears from hence i Callias the Torch-bearer, who 
was his Relation, being accufed by his Enemies in 
a Capital Caufe, when the Day ofTryal came, they 
urged the Heads of their Accufation againft him 
very faintly, but enlarged much on an Affair thac 
was foreign to the Charge, telling the Judges, To» 
know Ariuides th Son of Lyfimachus, who^for bis 
Virtue and Wifdom^ is defervedly the uldmiration of 
all Greece. How do You think this poor Man lives 
at ffome^ when Toufee him appear every Day abroad 
at publick Meetings in a forry thread-bare Coat ? Is it 
tUft reafonable to imagine that He who Jhakes with Cold 
without Doorsj is ready to ftarve with Hunger j and 
wants Necejfaries within ? Tet does Callias, the ricbefi 
Man in all Athens, wholly negleSt this Perfon^ who 
is bis Coufin-German^ fuffering him^ with his Wife 
and Children^ to live in extreme NeceJJity^ notwitb^ 
fianding he has received great Services from him, and 
on fever al Occajions made Ufe of bis Credit and Inte^ 
reft with You.

JRJcheSy but ^tis bard to find One that bears Poverty 
bravely and nobly ^ and They only are ajhamed of it 
who are forced to bear it againft their Wills. 

Arifiides having given this Depofition in Callias^s 
Behalf, there was not one Perfon that went out of the 
Aflembly but was more in Love with jiriftides^s 
Poverty than his Kinrman's Wealth. This is the 
Account left us by Efcbines^ the Difciple of Socra^ 
tes 3 and Plato^ among all the jitbenians that were 
Pcrfons of Eminence and Diftin£tion Judged None 
of them but Arifiides worthy of real Etteem. Asv 
for Themijloclesj Cimon^ znd Pericles^ (i) they filled 
the City with fine Buildings, Wealth, and fuchvain 
Superfluities, but Arifiides^ in his Adminiftrationof 
Affairs, alwkys had a Regard to Virtue. 

He gave manifeft Proofsi of his great Candour 
and Goodnefs ijQ his Behaviour, even towards The^ 
mftqcles Himfelf. For tho* he had been his con- 
ftant Enemy on all Occafions, and the Caufe of his 
Banifliment 5 yet when a fair Opportunity for Re- 
venge was offerjcd, upon T^emijiocles^s being accufed 
of capital Crimes againft his Country, he (hewed 
no Reffpntment of the Injuries he had received, rc- 
fufed to join with Alcmeon^ Cimon and feveral O- 
thers in the Profecution, faid Nothing at all to his 
Difalj vantage, nor in the leaft infulted him in his 
Misfortunes, as he had never envied him in his 
Profperity.

Power, Jiriftidei Himfelf did not efcap^^ but fell 
under a. Sentence of Condemnationp having beeq 
acculed by Diophantus of ^^i^i/ri?^^ of taking % 
'Bribe from the lonians at the Time of his levying 
the Tax. He adds^ that being unable to pa^ hi$ 
Fine, which was fifty Mimsyti^ fee fail frpni 4^ 
tbensj and die^ fomewhere in I^nuf. But Craterus 
produces oo written Proof of This, neither the 
Sentence paft'd againft bim^ nor the publick De* 
cree^ tbo' on other Oqcafions he is careful to col- 
left this fort of Evidence, and to cite his Authors.

Reafon convinced HioifelF, and convincing Othcrjs, 
that fuch a Behaviour oftepftrikes more Terror' into' 
an Enemy than the Sword jt felf. He always 
inarched on Foot, and carried his own Arms, fol- 
lowed only by one Servant thar carried hisProvi- 
(ions. And *tis faid, he never wa$ in a Paffion, or 
angry with that Servant, whatever he provided him 
to cat, bat would' often, whetl he was at leifure^ 
from military Duty, eafe and affift him indreffing' 
it. All the time he continued in the Army, hc^ 
drank nothing bdt Water, unlciis.fometimes when 
he was extremely tfairfty (i) he would ask for a- 
little Vinegar, orwhen he found himfelf fatigued 
and difpirited he would take a little Wine.

And having gained great Reputation and Efteem 
in Xhofe Pofts, he was joined with Falerius bimfelf 
in the higheft Dignities and Cooiinaixds^ being Fek 
low-Conml with him, and afterwards Cenfor. 

Among all the ancient Senators, he, at firft, at-

All the Time he commanded the Army, he 
never demanded of the Publick above three Bu- 
ihels of Wheat a Month for Himfelf and hisi 
whole Family, and lels than a Bufhei and a half 
of Barley a-day for hU Horfes and Carriages. 
When he was Govemour of Sardinia^ tho* his 
Predeceflbrs as*d to put the Publick to a great 
Expeoce for Tents, Bedding and Cloaths, and ta 
become a further Charge to 'em by a vaft and 
numerous Retinue of Friends and Domefticks, be- 
fides Plays, Entertainments and the like % He, on 
the Contrary, became only remarkable for an- 
incredible and anheard*of Plainnefs and Frugali* 
ty in all his Expences. For he never took one 
Penny ef the Publick, and when he vifited the 
Cities under his Government, be went on Foot, 
without any Coach, attended only by one pub- 
lick Officer, who carried his Garment and a Vef* 
fel for Sacrificing. But if in fuch Things as Thefc 
be appeared eafy, plain, and agreeable to All that 
were under his Command, he on the other band 
made *em feel his Gravity and Severity in every 
Thing elfe; for he was inexorable and immova*^ 
ble in whatever related to publick Juftice, and 
inflexibly ftri6t and rigid in the Execution of all 
his Orders: So that (i) the Roman Government 
had never 'till tht^n appeared to that People cither 
£> terrible, or fb amiable. 

The fame Charter, that is to fay, the fame 
Mixture of contrary Qualities that appears in his 
Condu& and Behaviour, may like wife be found 
in his Style, which is at the fame time courteous

A Tribune of the People who was fufpcftcd to 
be ar Poifoner, propofing an unjufl Law which he 
took Pains to have pafled, Cato faid to him, Toung 
Man^ IdofCt know which is the moft dangerous^ to drink 
what you prepare^ or to enaSl what you propofe. 

Being fcurriloufly treated by a Fellow who led a 
licentious and difTolute Life, A Conteft^ faid be, be* 
tween Thee and Me is very unequal', for T'hou canftbear 
ill Language with eafe^ and return it with Pleafure*, 
but as for my part^ *tis unufual to Me to bear itj and 
difagreeable to fpeak it. 

Thefc are fuch of his Sayings and Anfwers as 
have been tranfmitted to us^ which fufficiently (hew

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Being chbfcn Conful with his Friend f^alerius 
FlaccuSf ' the Government of that Part of Spain^ 
hyth^ Romans c^X^diCiterior^ fell to his Lot. There^ . 
having fubdued fomcu of thofe Nations by Force 
of Arms, and won others by Kindnefs, he found 
himfelf all at once furrounded by an Aririy of Bar^ 
bariansy and in danger of being defeated, and con- 
fequetitly of being driven out of his new Settle- 
ments. Whereupon he fent forthwith to defire the 
Affiftance of the CeltiberianSj his Neighbours j but 
they^ demanding two hundred Talents, as a Re- 
ward for their Service, all the Officers of the Ar- 
my thought it intolerable that the Romans (hould 
be obliged to piirchafe Affiftance df Barbarians^ 
but Cato (aid, uhis Bargain is not Jo bad as ^ you ima^ 
gine J for if we conquer^ we will pay them at the Ex* 
pence of our Enemies 3 but if we are conquered j there 
will he no Body either to pay^ or make the Demand, But 
he won the Battel^ and every thing fucceeded act 
cording to his Defirc; PoJybius lays, that the Walls 
of all the Cities of that part of Spain, that lies on' 
this fide the River Bseris were raz^d by bis^ Com* * 
mand in one and the fame Day^ notwitbfianding 
they were tHanytn nufHber^ and all of them full (?/ 
brave and warlike Min. Cato himfelf writes, thai 
be took more Cities than he fpent Days in his Expedi* 
tion 5 nor is this a piece of Vain Boafting^ for they 
were in reality four hundred in number. 

Not with ftanding his Troops had taken a prodi- 
gious Booty in this Expedition, yet he gave to each 
Man a pound of Silver, faying^ that it^rwas^ better 
that All of them Jbould return home with a little Sil* 
very than only a Few with a great deal of Gold. 
Add as for his own part, he afTures bs, thac 
of all the things that were taken during the whole 
War, notfiing came to his Share but what he ear 
and drank. Not^ faid he, that Iblame Such as make 
etn Advantage of thefe Opportunities % but hecaufe I ^ 

Y i bad 
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had rather contend with the beft Men for Valour^ than 
with the Richeft for fFealtb^ or with the mofi Cove^ 
tousfor Love of Money. 

And he not only kept himfelf clear from all kind 
of Plunder and Extortion, bi|t likewife all his Ser- 
vants, and fuch as were more immediately under his 
Command. 

. He l)ad brought five Servants with him to the 
Army, One of which, whofe Name was Paccusj 
having bought three Boys out of Tliofe that Were 
taken Prifoners, arki finding his Ma^r had Know- 
ledge of it, durft not appear before him, but chole 
rather to hang bimfelf thaq come into hisPrefence^ 
whereupon Cato caufed the three Boys to be fold,^ 
and the Price of them to be put into the publick 
Treafurc. 

While he was bufy in fettling the Affairs of 
Spainj Scipio the Great, who was his Enemy^ pad 
had a mind to put a Stop to the Courfe of his Sue- . 
cefs, and havt the Honour of finifliing the War 
Himfelf, prevailed fo far by his fecret Prn&ices and 
Intreagues, as Co be chofen lo fucceed him in that 
Government. After which he loft no time at aU, 
but made all poffible Hafte to take from Cat^ the 
Command of the Army ^ but He, hearing of his 
March, went. to meet him, taking with him five 
Companies of Foot, and five hundred Horfe, as a 
Convoy to attend him, and by the Way defeated the 
Lacetaniansj and took among them fix hundred Rih 
fnanDckrutSy whom he caufed to be put to Death: 
And when Scipio feemed to refenc it, he told him 
with a Smile, (i) that Komc would then be gnat in^ 
deed if Men of Birth would difpute thefirft Place af

Now the Senate decreeing, that Nothing of what 
bad been eftablrihed by Cato fliould be alteredi it 
caitae to pals, that the Honour Scipio had fo much 
courted, leflcned His Glory more than Cato's-, for 
the whole time of his Government was fpent to no 
manner of purpofe, without any Wars at all, or 
performing one remarkable A£tion. 

Nor did CatOj even after his Triumph, remit or 
flacken the Reins of Virtue, as many of Thofe dp, 
who ftrive not for Virtuc^s fake, but Vain-glory, 
and having attained the highefl; Honours pau the 
reft of their Life in Pleafure and IdleneG, and fo 
quit all Affairs relating to the Publick : But He, 
like Thofe who are juft got into Office, and thirft 
after Honour and Glory, ftretch'd himfelf out as 
at the Beginning of a Race, being always ready 
to fervc his Country cither at the Bar, or in the 
Field. Thus ( 1 ) he attended the Conful Ttbetius 
Sempronius^ who was fent into Thrace^ and upon the 
Danube, and fervcd as a Lieutenant under him^ and 
afterwards as a Tribune or Commander of a thou- 
fand Men under the Conful Manius Jcilius Glabrio^ 
l^hen he was l^nt into Greece againft King Antio-- 
chus^ who, next to Hannibal^ feemed the moft 
dreadful Enemy the Romans ever had j for having 
taken from Seleucus Nicanor all the Provinces he 
poflefs'd in jifta^ and reduced to his Obedience

Rjome, Thofe ^eat Men had no 
private Views of their Own, but 
were wholly devoted to the Pub- 
itck, and therefore reidf to fcrrc 
it in aaj Quality whatever. 



/ 
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feveral barbarous, but warlike Nations, in the Pride 
of his Succcfs, he turned his vidorious Arms againft 
. the Romans^ as againift the only People that were 
a Match for him, and able todifpute with him the 
Empire of the World: So he marched againft them 
with a powerful Army, colouring his Defign with 
the fpecious Pretence of freeing the Greeks % of 
which they ftood in no peed, Qncre they were al- 
ready made free, and enjoyed the full Liberty of 
their Lfaws, having been lately delivered from the 
Yoke of King Philip^ and the Macedonians^ by the 
Kindnefs of the /2e?fw»«j.themfelves. 

At his Approach all Greece was in aCommotioq, 
$ind unrefolved how to aft, haviqg been corrupted 
by the mighty Hopes given them by the Partisans 
and popular Speakers that ^nfiocbus had won over 
to his Intereft^ but jicilius fent Ambafladors to 
them, and confirmed them in their Duty. 7//^x 
jplaminius like wife did, without much trouble, baffle 
the Attempts of thofc Innovators, of which we have 
given an accoqnt in his Life 5 Cato alfo gave new 
Courage to the People of Corinth^ as well as to 
Thofe of Patras and jEgeujn^ and jftay'd a great 
while at Jtbeps. 'Tis faid Ijkewife, that there is 
iliU extapt an Oration of His that he (poke in Greek 
to the People oiJtbens on that Opcafion, in which he 
highly extols the Virtue qf their AncettorS| and fets 
forth the great Pleafure he had to behold the Beau- 
. ty and Grandeur of that reiiowned City. But this 
Report is not true, for he only fpoke to the jitbe* 
plans by an Interpreter \ not that he was unable to 
fpeak to them in their own Tongue, but his In- 
tentioti was to maintain the Dignity of the Ro^ 
man Language, and ridicule Thofe who admired 
nothing but what was Greek. Thus he made a 
left q( Ppfibtfmius Jlhinus^ who having written an 
Hiilory in Greeks asked his Readers Pardon for the 
Inoprojpfieties he might ()e guilty of in a ftraoge 

{ujtnguagc^ 
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Language, He ougbt^ without doubt^ to be pardoned^ 
faid Cato^ bad* be been obliged to write this Hijiory by 
Order of the fixta^hidtyon^. The y/tbenians^ they fay, 
admired the Strength and Brevity of his Style j for 
what he exprefled in a few Words, the Interpre- 
ter was forced to explain by long and tedious Cir- 
cumlocations $ infomuch that he left them in this 
Belief, (i) that the Words of the Greeks flowed on- 
ly from their Lips, whilftThofe of the I&nkins came 
from their Hearts. 

When jfntiocbus had poflefled himfelf of the PaP- 
fes on the Mountains called fhermopyl^e^ and to 
the natural Strength of the Place had added In- 
trcnchments and Walls, he fat at reft there, believ- 
ing himfelf fecure from any Attack of the Uomans^ 
and that he had diverted the War another way i 
for the Romans Themfelves defpaired of being ever 
able to force thofe Pafles : But Cato calling to mind 
(z) the Compals and Circuit the Perfians had for- 
merly taken to attack the Greeks in the fame PlacCj 
began to march by Night with part of the Army. 

A!& they were endeavouring to reach the Top of 
the Mountains, the Guide, who was a Prifoner, 
mifled his Way, and wandring up and down thro* 
unpaflable Places, full of Precipices, put the Sol- 
dier^ into an unexpreflible Dread and Defpair. Cato 
perceiving the Danger, commanded the reft of thQ

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Army to halt and go no further ; and taking with 
him one X/yr/»x A/^///«r, a Man wonderfully dextrous 
at climbing the fteepeft Mountains, he matched for- 
ward with great Pains and Danger of his Life in a 
very dark Night, without the lead Moonfhioe^ 
clambering over wild Olive Trees, and ftcep crag- 
gy Rocks which llopp'd their View, and hiodred 
'tm from feeing the Way before 'em. 

At lenglh, after a vaft deal of Pains, they fell 
into a little Path, which feemed to lead 'eni down 
to the Bottom of the Mountain wh^re the Enemy 
lay encamped. There they fet up Marks upon 
ihc mod confjncuous Tops of the Mountains, and 
on the Edges of fuch as hung over (i) the Moun- 
tain Caltidromus ; and returning the fame Way back 
to the Army, they led it with them by the Di- 
rc&ion of the Marks they had left, *till they got 
^ into the little Path again, where they halted and 

ipadc a proper Difpofition of their Troops* After 
they had gone a little further, the Path fail'd 'en 
all at once, and they faw before 'em a vaft impaf* 
fable Bog, which threw 'em into new Deipair, 
and a greater Fear than before ^ for they did not 
know, nor cou'd perceive that they were ahy iray 
nearer the 'Enemy. 

The Day began now to appear, when fotne tmc 
among them thought he beard a Noi(t, and Men's 
Voices, and a little after, that he faw the Grecian 
Camp3 and their advanced Guard at the Foot of 
the Rock. Cato therefore making an Halt, com- 
ttianded^ the Firmians alone to come to him. Tbefe 
were the Troops of whofe Courage and Fidelity 
he had made the greateft Proof on all hazardous

Cato bad no foontr done fpeaking but the Firmi^ 
ai^Sy All juft as chejr were, rufh^d down the Moun-* 
tain, ran violently upon the advanced GuarcL fur* 
prized 'em unawares, put *em in Dtrorder,di(perred 
"eiii, took one armed Man, and brought him to 
Cato. This Prifoner informed him, that the main 
Body of the Army was encamped in the narrow Paf« 
fages with the King, and that the Detachn^ent 
that guarded the Heights was fix hundred fele^ 
JStotians. Cato^ defpifing^ thofe Troops, as well 
on Account of the Smallneis of their Nmn-^ , 
ber, as their Carelcflhefs and Want of Order, 
caufed his Trumpets immediately to found, and 
marched Sword in hand againft 'cm at the Head 
of his Detachment, with loud Shouts and Huzzas. 
The JEtoUans perceiving 'cm pouring down upon 
^em from the Mountains, fled to their main Guard, 
where they occafioned great Trouble and Diforder. 
At the faftie time Manias with the main Body of 
the Army attacked and forced ^»//>^/&i^;*s Intrench- 
fiients below. In this Attack Jfntiocbus wts^oundt^ 
in the Mouth by a Stone, and his Teeth beaten 
cot, the exceflive Pain of which forced him to 
turn his Horfe, and retreat. ' 

After his Retreat, no Part of his Army durftftand 
the Shock of the Romania fo that a general Rou( 
enfued, and tho' there feern*d no Hopes of efcaping 
by Flight, by reafon of the Straitnefs of the Road, 
which had deep Marflies on the one Side, and rocky 

Precipices 
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Precipices on the. Other, nevertheleis they threv 
themfelves in Crowds into thofc ftrajit Paflages, and 
deftroyed one another, out of fearof being dciftroy'd 
by the Romans. 

CafOy who was always free in his own Comtnen- 
aiendations, and thought Boafting a natural Atten- 
dant on great AAions, was not over-fparing on this 
Occafion $ for he fets off this lap; Exploit in very 
high Terms, faying, Tbaf Tiey who faw him fall 
lipm the Enemyy rout and purfue ^em, confe/s^d that 
Cato owed lefs to tfje Peoplo of Rome, than the P.eo^ 
fie of Rome did to Cato | a^d that the Conful Ma- 
nius Himfe If coming hot from the Fight ^ took him in 
bis Arms as he came panting and Jweating from the 
Battel^ and embracing him a long time^ cried out in a 
Tranffort of Joy^ that neither He hinifelf^ nor all the 
People of KofCiCj wo^'dever be abk fully to reward bis 
Servicef. 

After the Battel, the Conful fent Cato to carry 
the News of his own Exploits to Rome.* With a 
favourable Wind he fair^ to Brundufium^ and in 
one day got from thence to farentum \ and having 
travelled four days more, on the fiKth day in the 
Evening, reckoning from the time he landed, he 
arrived at Rome^ and was the Firil (hat broughc 
News of this great Vi&ory. His Arrival filled the 
City with Joy and Sacrifices, and the People with 
an high Opinion of Themfelves, from that very 
moment imagining that they were able to carry 
All before them both by Sea and Land, and toefla- 
bliih an univerfal Monarchy. 

Thefe are the greatefl: and mod eminent of 
Cato^s military Adions. As to his Condiift in Civil 
Affairs, he feems to have been of Opinion, (i) thac

Nothing 
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Nothing jnore deferved the Zeal and Applicattoqt 
of an honeft' Man, than to accufe and profecuce 
Tranlgreflbrs^ for He himfelf profecuted Several, and 
aided and affifted Others in fuch rrofecucions, nay 
and abetted Accufations againft fome of the moft 
confiderable Citizens. Thus he fet up Petilius againft 
the great Scipto ^ but not being able to carry his 
Point, and reach his Life, by reafon of the Great* 
nefs of his Family, and his own perfonal Courage^ 
he gave over the Profecution^ but joining with o« 
cher Accufers, he fell upon his Brother Lucim Set* 
pioj and caft him in a great Sum, which was for- 
feited to the Publick i which being unable to pay, 
he was in danger of being caft into Prifon; nor 
did he get quit of ,this Affair without a great deal 
of Difl^culty, and by making his Appeal to the 
Tribunes. 

To this purpofe *tis related, that a certain young 
Man haying obtained a Sentence of Condemna- 
tion againft an Enemy of his Father who was lately 
(dead, and crofling the Market-place the fame Day 
that Judgment was given, C^/^ met him, and taking 
him in his Arms, faid to him, Tibe/i are tbi Offerings 
^e Jhould make to the Manes of our deceased jtneeftors > 
we ought tofacrifice to *em not tie Shod of Goats and 
Lambs J but the Tears and Condemnation if their Ene^ 
mies. 

However, he did not efcape thefe foVt of At- 
tacks himfelf, during his Admmiftration of Affairsi 
for whenever his Enemies got the leaft Hold of 
him, he was immedi^rely callM to an Account^ 
and profecuted to the utmoft, fo that he was never 
out of Danger j for 'tis faid there were nigh fifty 
Impeachments broueht againft him, the Laft of 
which happened when he was fourfcore and fix 
Years old} upon which occafion, he fpoke this 

jrctparJ^aWc S^ying^t f<> ^f}^^ <^^^4 from him, // was 
' •» - \ " ^ very 
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very bard that bifieuld he brought 4$ jufiify to Mem 
if one Generation the ASions be bad performed m 
jf nether y before they were born. But all his Contefts 
(did noc end here, for four Years afcer^ when he 
was fouricore and teo, he accufed Servilius Gmlba ^ 
fi> that, like Ne/or^ he faw the fourth Generation, 
and, like Him, was always in Adion. In{hort,a£> 
ter having conflantly oppofed the great Sd^ in 
State- Affairs, he lived 'till the Time of young Sep' 
fioj his adopted Grand-fon, and Son of Paulus ^- 
itilius^ who defeated King Perfeus and the Mace- 
donians. 

Ten Years after his ConTuUhip^ Cato ftood for 
the Office of Cenfory which was the higheft Poft 
of Honour, and, as I may fay, the very Crown 
^ and Perfeftion of all thoie Dignities to which the 
Ambition of a Roman Gitisxn cou'd afpire. For 
befides all the great Powers it contained, it gave 
Kim a Right to enquire into the Life and Manners 
of every particular Perfon. For the Romans were 
of Opinion (i) that no Man ought to be a&owed 
the Liberty to marry, ta get Children, to lead 
fbch or fuch kind of Liie, to make Entertainments, 
or^ in a word, to live any way according to his 
own Inclinations and Defires^^ without being liable 
to Tnfpefltion and Cenfure. Being therefore conr 
vioced that the Humoun and Difpofitions of Men 
are better difcerned in the private Aflfairs of Life^ 
than by fuch A&ions as are of a puUick and poli- 
tical Nature, they chofe two Magiftrates to be 
Guardians, Corre&ors, or Reformers of Maimers, 
to hinder Men from quitting the Paths of Virtue, 
for thofc of Licentioufnetf and Pkafure, or by

changing 
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chatising received Ufages and Cuftoms to nitron 
d.ucc novel and new-fangled Ways ofliving. One 
oif thefe was taken out of the Patricians, and the 
Other from amqng the common People, and tkef 
were Calted Cen/brs. They had a right to take 
from a Ramam Knight his Horfe of State, whicli. 
was as much as vemoving him from that Of«» 
der| and to expel out of the Senate any Senator 
that lived diforderly. They regulated the Expeoce 
of Sacrifices, cook ah Eftimate of every Citizen's 
Eftace, and kept a particular Account of the feva* 
ral Families, Qiialities, and Conditions of Men in 
tlie Commonwealth. 
. This Office had feveral other great Prerogatives^ 
annexed to it y fo that when Cats Hood for ii^ 
tbe chief and moft confiderable Pcrfoos in theScs 
nate oppofed him- The Patricians did it oatof £n« 
vy, imagining ijt wou'd be a Stain to their NohiIi« 
cy to fmffer Men of obfcure Birth to rife to tbe 
Ligheit Honour and Power i and Others, conlciow 
of their own ill Lives and corrupt Manners, oppofei 
him out of Fear, dreading bis inexorable Severitjp 
when in Power, and his Inflexibility in everything 
t^t related to the difcharae of his OfSceJ 

Having therefore conmlted among themfdvcs^ 
they agreed to fet up feven Candidates iao^pofirioa 
to Ca$Q. Thefe foothed the People with (air Hopes 
aad Promifes, as tho' they wanted (uch Magiftraces 
a$ wou*d govorn them gently, and (erve their Plea* 
fores. 

. Caio^ on the contrary, without condeicendrng ti» 
the leaft l^lattcry or Complaifance, but threatning 
from the Chair where he fat all wicked Men to their 
F)M:e, and crying out aloud, that the City Wanted 
great Reformation, prcfsVI and conjured the Peo- 
ple to chufe, if they were wife, not the mildeft and 
gentleft, but fevered; and roughcft Phyficiansj nor 
did he fpare to tell 'em that he Himfelf was one of 

f that \ 
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that Gharafter, and fuch an one as they then flood 
in need x>i^ and that among the Patricians, f^aleri* 
us Flaccus was Another $ and that be was the only 
Perfon with whofe Aififlance he could hope to 
render any confiderable Service to the State, by 
cutting off and burning to the very Root, like ad 
ffydraj that Voluptuoufnefs and Luxury th^t had 
infe£bed all the Parts of the Cdmnionwealth. He ' 
added further^ that all the Others ftrove by un* 
worthy Means to obtaih that Office, becaufe they 
dreaded fuch as would govern with Juftice, and faith- 
fully difcharge the Duties of their Place. 

The Roman People, on this Occafion, ihew'd 
tihemfelves truly great, and worthy of great Lea* 
dersi for, far from dreading the StifFnefi and Servd<^ 
rity of this inflexible Man, they rejcfted all thofe 
fmooth Flatterers, who feemedf inclined to govern 
only according to their Will and Pleafure, and 
unanimoufly chofe Falerius FlaccUs and Cato^li&^mng 
to the latter not as a Man that flood for the Office 
of Cenfor, but as one in the a£fcual E^ercife of it, 
who, by veituc of his Authority, gave forth his Or* 
ders already. 

The firfl Thing Cato did, was to name his Friend 
and Collegue L. FaJerius Flaccus Chief of the Senate, 
and to remove from thence feveral Perfons, and par- 
ticularly Lucius ^intius^*who had been Conful fe- 
ven Years before, and, which was more Honour 
to htm than his Confulihip, was (i) Brother to STi- 
tus Flaminius who t>vcrthrew King Philip: Now 
the Occafioa Cato took to expel nlm, was as fol-^ 
lows.

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iMctus ^irUius kept a Youth in his Houfe whom 
he had taken for his Beauty. This Youth was 
always near his Perfon) and all the Time he com- 
inanaed the Army, had greater Power and Credit 
with him than any of his mod intimate Friends and 
Acquaintance. 

Now Luclushting appointed a Pro-conful, went 
to refide in his Province, and as he was one 
Day at an Entertainment where the Youth fat next 
to him as ufual, He who could turn and wind hint 
as he pleafed, efpecially when he was in his Cups» 
began to flatter and carefs him, and among other 
.things faid to him, /fow Tou with fo much Pajfion^ 
that tho" there was a Prize of Gladiators to be feen at 
Rome, which is a Sight I never faw in my Life^ yet 
J would not ft ay to fee it \ and thol^ I almoft longed to 
fee. a Man kiWd^ yet I made alt poffible bafte to 
wait upon Tou. 

Lucius in return to fuchan obliging Compliment, 
replied, Be not uneafy^ I will foon cure that longing. 
Ordering therefore forthwith one of Thofe con- 
demned to die to be brought to the Feaft, toge«» 
ther with the Headfmen, and Ax, he ask'd his Pa« 
ramourif nowhe defired to fee that Sight? the Boy 
anfwering that he did, Lmcius commanded the Ex- 
ecutioner to cut off his Head. This is mentioned 
by feveral Hiftorians, and Cicero in his Dialogue i/(f 
SeneSute brjngs in Cato exprefling the fame thing. 
Livy faith He that was killed was a Gauly that had 
deferted, and that he was not difpatched by (he Stroke 
of the publick Executioner, but by Lucius himfeli^ 
and that all This is written in a Speech of Cato^s. 

Lucius being thus expelled the Senate, his Bro- 
ther 5titus Flaminius^ unable to fupport fuch an In* 
dignity, appealed to the People, requiring Catoxo 
;ive his Reafons for fixing fuch a Stain upon hi9 
'amily. Which when Cato was a doing, and fet- 
tin^ forth the whole Tranfa£lions of that Feaft, 

Lucius 
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Lucius with his Hands lifted up denied the Fsiftj 
but Cato calling him 'to his Oath, (i) be refufcd 
^ to take it, from whence he was judged duly con- 
vi£ked, and puniihed as he deferved. But on a 
certain Day, when there were Shews at the Thca- 
ter, Lucim pailing by the Place where Thofe who 
had beeq Confuls ufed to fit, went oix further, and 
fat down in an oblcure Scat at a diftance 5 at which 
the People who faw him took Pity on hin), and 
making a great Noife, forced him to come back 
"and take his Place among Thofe of Confular Dignity, 
by that means falving, and, as far as in them layj 
making him amends for the Misfortune that bad 
befallen him. 

CatQ likcwife remov'd out of the Senate MantV 
lus^ another Senator, who ftood fair for the Confu- 
Iat| for that in open Day, and in the Prefcnceof 
bis Daughter, he had been a little too fweet qpoq 
his own Wife. Cato faid on this Occafion, that His 
Wife never hugg'd him but in loud Claps of Thun- 
der, adding by way of Rallery, Tiat he was m9f 
happy but when Jupiter thunder' d. 

What Cato did to Lucius^ Brother to the great 
Scipio^ who had been honoured with a Triumph 
for his Viftory over King Philips fixed upon him 
the Reproach of Envious and Ill-natured ^ for he 
took his Horfe from him at a Review of the R9- 
man Knights y and it appeared to every Body to 
have been done on purpose to infult the Memory of 
l^cipio Africanus. But nothing was thought fo in* 
fupportable, or gave fo general a Difguft, as what be 
did towards reforming their Luxury. *Twas im- 
poifible for him to carry his Point by attacking it 
diredly, by reafon the whole Body of the People

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was infrAed and corrupted ; ^(rherefore be took a 
round-about way, and did, as it were, lay Siege to 
it; for he caufed all Apparel, Coaches, Women's 
Finery, Furniture and Houihold Goods to be rated^ 
(i) and whatever exceeded fifteen hundred Dracb^ 
mas to be valued at ten times its Worthy and im» 
pofed a Tax according to that Valuation. For every 
tboufand A0es he caufed Three to be paid > to the . 
end that They who found themfelves heavily prefTed 
by this Tax, and faw other plain and frugal Per* 
fons) of as good or better Eftates, pay lefs to the 
Publidk than themfelves^ might be induced to 
amend of theii* own Accord, and give over fo ru« 
inous a Luxury. By this means . he not only made 
Thofe bis Enemies, Who chofe rather to bear the^ 
Tax than lay afide their Luxury, but Thofe al(b 
who haid by their Luxury to avoid the Tax. For 
the Generality of Mankind think that a Prohif- 
bition to fhew their Riches is the fame thing as 
taking them away > and that a Man's Wealth is bet- 
ter feen in Superfluities, than in the NecefTaries of 
Life. And This, 'tisfaid, was what furprized ^r/* 
fiothe Pbilofopher) for he could not comprehend 
why they ihould account Them that poflcfTed fu-» 
perfluous things happy, tather than Thofe who a* 
bounded in what was necefTary and ufeful. Buc 
Scopas^ ihtTheJfalian^ when a Friend asked him for 
fbmething that could be of little ufe to him, and 
gave That for a Reafon why he fliould grant his 
Requed:, made him this Reply, jilas^ my Friendy 
Uis only in thefe ujikfs and fuperfluous things that / 
think my fdfrich and happy. Thus 'tis evident that 
this ardent Defire of Riches proceeds not from any 
natural Paflion within us, but comes from without^

He married a Wife more noble than rich } for tho' 
he well knew that both Riches and high Birch do 
equally incline People to Pride and Haughttneisy yec 
he thought Perfoos of noble Blood would be more 
aihamed of what was ba(e and unworthy, and coo- 
fequently more obedient to their Husbands in what^ 
.ever was laudable and fitting. He often faid, that tbcy 
who beat their Wives, or Children, laid violent 
Hands on what was moA facred % and that he pie- 
ferred the Commendation of being a, good Haf- 
band infinitely before That of being a great Seoa- 
ton And what he admired mod in S^^^^tes wi^ 
that he always lived, eafily. aad kindly with an ill- 
tempered Wife and block-headed Children. 
; As footi as he had a Son, no Bufine6, how ur- 
gent foever, unlefs it relsuted to the Publick, could 
hinder him from beii^ prefent when juis Wife uo- 
fwaddled and drefled thc^ Child > fpr (kc fuckled it 
her felf, nay, (he oftefi ga^ ber Breaft (o her Ser- 
vants Children, to beget ip them a brptberly Love 
and natural Affcftion towards her. Son, as having 
fucked the fame Milk. When his. Son began to 
arrive at Years of Difcrietion, Cato took him and 
taught him Himfelf, tho* he had a Slave wbofe 
Name was ChiJo^ a very honeft Mm$ and good 
Grammarian, who bad been intruftfld. with the £- 
dttcation of other Children : But he would not, as 
he fatd himfelf, have bis Son repritntnded by a 
Slavc> or pull'd, it mvy be^ by the Eayrs for being 
tardy inhisLeflbni nor coykl he fiifibr that his Son 
ihould owe fo greatiin Obligation tq ^ Slave, as bis 
. Education j wherefor/e heHtmfelf underito0k: to be bis 
Preceptor, and taught him his Gr^mttm^ Lzwi^di 
.Fencing) for he not only taught him bow to throw 
. a Dart, to fight in. Armour, and to. lide^ . b^c even 
: to play at Fifty*QMifiss io endure j>Qth: Heac and 

CQld, 
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Gdld, ind to fwimacrafs the moft rapid River/ He 
relates himrelf, that be wrotefHiftories for him with 
hisownHaody in large Ghara&ers, that fo, without 
ftirring out of his Father's Houfe^ he might be tc* 
quaiflted with the Laws and Exploits of his Ancer 
fiors. He was as careful to avoid all kind of filchy and 
obfceoe Djifcourfe before his Son^ as if he had beea 
in the Prefence of thofe facred Virgins called Fe^ 
ftals : Nor would he ever bathe with him^ tbo* That 
indeed feems to be according to the common Cu« 
fiom of xhe RmHM5% for even:Sons*in*Law never 
bathed wicli their Father$*in-Law, being afhamed 
tQ appear naked before them. 'Tis true, indeed^ 
in procefs of time the Gr$eks^ taught them to ftrip 
without Ceremony, and bathe naked one ynih ano** 
jther I and They foon after taught the Greeks to do the 
ifame thing before the Wom^^ and bathe naked 
with Them. 

Thm Cati^ formed his Son betimes, apd fafliioQ* 
jsd him to vir-tuous inclinations > for he found hihd 
\i^ell*inclined, and apt to learn, from the EKceltency 
of bis Difpo^tion: But his Body was too weak to 
undergo hai^d Labour, which obliged his Father to 
remit finncwhat from the Stri^nefi and Severity of 
.his Difcipline. This Weaknefs of Cc^ftitution 
did not, bovcver, hinder him from being a valiant 
)ind brave Sotdier, for he diftioguiihed hioafelf par- 
ticularly in the Battel that P^lus Emilius fought 
flgainft King Per/eus^ where^ when his Sword was 
ftruck from hifp by a Blow^ or raither -flipt out of 
his Hand by the Moiftnefs thereof, he was fo en- 
raged, that turning to feipe of his Con^panions to 
beg their Aififtance in recovering it, he forthwith 
ru^'d with them into the midlt of the Enemy. 
There he laid about him fo manfully, and behaved 
fo well, chat he cleared the Place where his Sword 
lay, and at length found it under Heaps of Arms 
Hnd dead Bodies of Friends, as well as £>oemies,

To iacline his Soa 
to this fore of good ManagemeDC he ufed to <ay^ 
jT?at U diminifl) bis pafernsl Eft ate was ,not like a 
wife Man^ but a foolifl) Widow. But whan moft of 
ftllfliew'd his avaricious Temper, was, chat hedurft 
advance, that He ^fpas a wonderful Man^ nay Godtihj 
and worthy of immortal Glory ^ who made it appear by 
bis Recount s^ at bis Deaths tbat be kft more behind 
him^ than be bad reteiwdfrom bis Anc^wrs. 

Whep Cato was very far advanced in Years there 
arrived at Rowu two Ambafladors from Atbms^ Cat*' 
neades the Jcademick^ uid Diogenes the Stoick. They 
were feiit by the Athenians with a Requeft to tl^ 
Senate, to remit a Fine of fifty Talpnts that had 
been tmpofed on them, for Contumacy, by the Si- 
fyonians at the Profecution of the Oropians. Upon 
the Arrival of the(e Pj^ilpfbpbers all the Youth that 
were :the greateft l^oyers of Letters, and moft ftu- 
dious, went to wait on them, and heard them with 
inei^prtijible Pleafure a^d Admiration. But above all 
they were charmed with (be Gracefiilnefs of Car* 
fieades's Oratory^ tbe Force of whofe Eloquence 
was ine:^preilibly g4^t, nor was his Fame and Re- 
putation lefs i for having happily had the greateft 
and beft-natured Perfons in Rome for his Auditors, 
he made at firft fo great a Noife, that, like a migh- 
ty Wind, the whole City was filled with the Sound 
of it. It was every where faid that a furprizing 
Greek was arrived, whofurpaflcd Mankind in Know- 
ledge i who calming and fofceaing the moft out- 
rageous Pafilons by- bis , p.k)qiience, infpired tbe 
Roman Youth with fuch a love of Wi(dom and 
X«earning, that renouncing all other Bufinefs and 
Diverfions, they ran, as ic were, cntbafiallically mad 
after Philofophy. 

All the Romans were highly pleafed on this ac- 
count, nor could they without the utmoft Delight 
kfhoi^ tb$ir You(h fbu^ fondly receive (he Grecian

was uoiverfally ijpread. abroad, aqd chat their fir^ 
X>ircQttrres werje in everv Body's jfjands, (i) baviiig 
been turned into ,Latin by CmiUs ^cilius^ one of the 
chief Perfons in the Senate, who was both charn(i*4 
with them Himfclf, and had been likewife defired 
to iranil^te them» he was no longer able to conr 
tgin .hiin^elf, but refolv'd to difmiS thefe Philofo- 
f hi^rs, qnder fome fpecious Pretence for Decency> 
&ke, ,Hnd oblige them to leave the City with all 
Speed. 

. When he was therefore come to the Senate, he 
complained to the Magiftrates for deuining fo lone^ 
v^ithput any Difpatcb, fucb AmbaiTadors as thol^ 
who could eafxiy perfuade the People to whatevtf 
they pleafed. f^ pugbty faid he, with all Speed u 
jOMfider of their, dffair^ and determine what . is jufi 
and rights that fo they may return to their Schools^ and 
JnfiruS tie Orepian CbiUr^n as muekas tbey fleafe^

His Father makes frequent mention of him in ht« 
Works, as of a Perfon of extraordinary Merit. He 
bore this Lofs with the Temper of a Philolbpher, 
.without fuffering it to interrupt him one Moment 
in his Application to the Affairs of State. He difl 
oiot, like iMcins ZmcuIIush and AUtellm Pius^ grow 
remifs in hfs Care of the Publick as he grew in 
Years, but look'd upon That as a Duty that ^a$ 
to continue upon him as long as he lived % n6V 
did be follow the Example of Scipio Africanus^ 
who, becaufe the. Envy and Ill-will of his Fellow- 
Citizens deny'd him the Honours due ta his ex-

With thefe Thoughts and Reflefttons he returned ia 
all hafte to Rtme^ where he told the Senate^ ibat 
M the Misfortunes that bad befsUen the Carthaginians 
ksd not fo mucb drained them of their Forcesy as cured 
tbem of tbeir Felfy $ that im ail their former fPwrs 
with them the Rotnzas bad not weakened tbem^ but 
tendred tbem more warHltey and e^tperienced. ^ai tbeir 
ConfiiSs with the Numidians were no other than Ef^ 
faySfi or ExereifeSy by which they were trained up^ and 
imtredy that they might be the better able one Day to 
C9pe with the Romans $ that the late Peace ivas fo on^ 
ly in Name ^ with refpeS to fbem ^ it iffas no better 
than a Sufpenfion ,of Atms^ and a fo%t of breathings 
timoy which fervid to refrefh and hearten tbem up «- 
gainfi another Opportunity. It is faid ^hat at the 
Conclufion of his Speech be purpofely dropp'd in 
the Senate*boufe fpme Figs he had brought out of 
jdfrica^ ind wben he .fouiKi they were admired 
by jtbe Senators for their Beauty and Largcnefs, 
he told them, that the Country where that fine Fruit 
pew was but three Days Sail from Rome. It is far- 
ther iaid of him^ that be never gave his Opinion 
in the Houfe upon any other Point whatever, but 
the conftant Burden in the Conclufion was. My 
Opinion is^ that Cznhsige Jbould be demolijb^d. Sci- 
fia^ iirnanii'd Nafica^ maintained the conti^ry, and 
ended all his Speeches with, My Opinion isy that 
C^xthvigt Jbould be left fianding. It fl^very likely 
that this great Man perceiving the People were ar- 
rived 
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rive^d to that pitch of Infolcbce as inclined tbem 
CO run into any fort of Excefsj and that being puf* 
fed up with Succefs, and ready to burft with Pride, 
thfy were no longer to be reftrained by any Revc- . 
fence to the Senate, but were grown to abfohitc as 
to be able to drag the City which way they pleased, 
he thought it prudent to keep Carthage^ a Ter- 
ror over thentii thereby to moderate and rcftrain 
their Prefiimption. For he knew the Carthaginians 
were too weak to fubdue the Romans^ and the Ro'^ 
mans not in a Condition to defpife the Cartbaginh- 
ans. On the other hand, it leemM a dangerous 
thing to Ci}iS0,.that a City which had been al- 
ways great, and was now grown fober and wife, 
from her former Calamities, fhould ftill lye, as it 
wprc upon n Catch with the Romans^ who were 
now become wanton and giddy by i'cafon of their 
great Powers fo that he thought it the wifcft Courfe 
to have all outward Dangers removed, at a time 
when through their Depravity and Corruption 
they had fo Many hanging over their- Heads at 

home. 

Thus Cato^ they fay, ftirrcd up the Third and 
Laft War againft the Carthaginians \ but no fooncr 
was it begun but He (i) died, prophefying of the 
Perfdn that fhould put an End to it. He was then 
but a young Man, but having a Command in, the 
Army, he had in the Beginning of this War given 
great Proofs of his Courage and Condufl:. When

Now Cato was efteemed as Chief for Courage 
^ and Condu&, not only in the Spanijb War when ne 
-was Conful % but even wbilft he was only Colonel at 
7%^r0i0^/^,and under another's Command, he gained 
the Glory of the Vi&ory > for He as it were openM 
a large Gate for the Romans to rufli in upon jfn^ 
tiocbusj and brought the War on the back of One 
who minded only what was before hiin : For that 
Vidory, which was beyond difpute all Cato's own 
work, cleared Greece or jlfia^ and by that means 
made way thither afterwards for Scifio. Both of 
them indeed were always viftorious in War; but at 
home Jriftides (i) was defeated, being banifhed and

For Antifater 
mnixngoi Jriftotle the Philbfopher, after his Death, 
among the. other great Qualities that Philofop^er 
w^ poflefTed of, takes particular notice of This, 
that he was endowed with a Faculty of perfuading 
People which way he pleafed. Political Virtue, or 
the Art of goveminff Cities and Kingdoms, is^ on* 
doubtedly the greateft E^erfeftion that the Nature of 
Man can acquire $ and 'tis generally agreed, that 
(i) Oeconomy, or the Art of governing a Family, 
is no fmall part of this Virtue 3^ for a City, which is 
a CoUe&io'n of private Families, cannot be in a 
ftrong and healthful Condition, unlefs the Families 
of which it is compofed be ftrong and healthful 
too. 'And Lycurgus^ when he prohibited the ufe 
of Gold and Silver in SpartA^ and gave the Clti-

But if it be noble, as it is, to feed oa 
courfe Bread, and to drink the fame Wine with 
cur Hinds, and not to covet Purple and Plaifter'd 
H^ufes^ neither Ariftides^ nor Epaminondds^ nor Mor 
nius Curius^ nor Caius Fabricius were wanting in 
their Duty, altho* they would not take Pains to get 
what they did not want j and therefore itmufthavc 
been weakncfs in fuch a Man as C<a/^,who efteem'd 
Turnips a mod delicate Food, and who hoil'dthcm 
himfelf while his Wife bakM the Bread, to bragfo 
often as he does of his Money, and to write how a 
Man may fooneft grow rich 5 for certainly it is a 
belter Proof of a' great Mind to be contented with 
a little, becaufe this at once cuts off the deiire and 
care of Superfluities : Therefore they fay jdrifiides 
thus delivered himfelf in Callia^'s Cafe j It is for

Men of their timb ( i) applied the Precepts of Phi- 
lofopby to Adion and State- Affairs. They had freed 
their Country frota Slavery, by the death of -^r/- 
fiodemus^ whom they caused to be killed ^ they had 
aififted Jratus in driving but the Tyrant JNicocUs 
from Sycione ', and at the fequeft of the Cyren^ans^ 
where the Pablick was iii much c6nfufioo, went 
thither by Sea,^ inftituted for them excellent Laws, 
and fettled their Comitaonwealth inexaftDifcipIine. 
Of all their Aftions, they nioft valued the Educa- 
tion of Philopcemen^ thinking they had done a go- 
nerd Qood to Grme^ by breeding up fo worthy a 
Man. And indeed all Greece (which look'd upon 
Him as a kind of latter Brood, brought forth, after 
fo many famous Captains, in her decrepid Age) loved 
him wonderfully \ and as his Glory grew, increased 
his Power. A c^rtSLxn Roman^ to.praife him, calls 
him the lafi of the Grecians j as if after Him Greece 
had produced no great Man, nor any who deferv'd 
the Name of Grecian. ^

'out the Firft, and return the Laft. When thereway 
nothing to do, he fought to harden his Body^ and 
make it itrong and aftive, by hunting, or labouriogi • 
%is Ground ^ for he had a good Eftate about twenty 
Furlongs from the Town, and thither he would go 
every Day after Dinner and Suppers and when Night 
-came, throw himfelf upon the firft Mattrefs in hk 
'Way, and there fleep as one of the Labourers. Ax 
Weak of day he would rife with the reft, and work 
cither in the Vineyard or at the Plough ^^ from 
thence return again to the Town, and employ hk 
time with his Friends, or the Magiftrates in pUb* 
lick Bttiine6. What he got in tne Wars he J^id 
out. on Horfes, Arms, or redeeming Captives^

Pbiloposmen ran in at the Noifey 
and fbueht with extreme Courage and Danger^. 
but could, not beat the Enemy out again. Yet he 
laved the Citizens, who got away while he made 
head aglinfl; Thofe who nurfued them, and amufed 
pleomenes^ 'till having loft his Horfe, and received 
feveral Wounds^ he had much ado to get off him* 
ielf, being the laft Man in the Retreat. ThcMe-^ 
galopotttans (kycd themfel^^es at Mejfem^ whither CU^ 
emenes fent to offer them theic Town and Goods 
again. Pbilopomen perceiving them tranfported with 
the News, and eager to return, ftop'd them witli 
a Speech, in which he made them fenfible that 
what Ckomenesc^Wtd reftoring the City, was taking 
the Citizens, and holding it with more Security : 
That bare Solitude would without ma^ ado' 
force him prefently away, fince there was ho flay- 
ing for him to guard emptv Houfes and na- 
ked Walls. Thefc Reafons ftayM the Megalopo- 
Utansj but gave occafion to Cleomenes to pipage and 
dcftroy a great part of the City, and carry away 
much Booty. '. '

Others flick to them, and one 
part ftrengthing Another, the Whole becomes one 
firm and folid Body: So it was with Greece before 
the time of iAratus^ when every City relying on it 
fclf, the Whole lay expos'd to an eafie Deftru6fcioa. 
'Till the Achaam firft united themfelves into a 
Body, ;then drawing in their Neighbours round 
about, fome by Protoftion, others by Naturaliza- ♦ 
tioh, defign'd at laft to bring all Pehponnefus ihtd 
one Community. Yet whWcAratus liv'd, they de- 
pended much on the Macedonians^ c6urting firll: 
Ptolemy^ then Antigonus and Philips who had a 
great Influence on the Af&irs of Greece. But when 
Pbilopoemen came to command, the Acbaans grow- 
ing ttrong enough for the mofl powerful of their 
Enemies, would march no longer under Foreigners. 
The Truth is, Aratus^ as we have written at large 
in hiis Life, was not of fo warlike a Temper, but 
did moil by Sweetnefs, a winning Carriage, and 
Friendfhip with Foreign Princes. But Pbilopcemen^ 
being a Man both of Execution and Command, a* 
great^ Soldier, and fortunate in his firfl Attempts, 
ivonderfully heightned both the Power and Courage

Ffoot enough, nor ciofing it ftrongly, as in thb 
ja^acedo^an PhalanK, where the Soidien ihoiildet 
cloTe^ and their Buclplers touch, th^y were eafily 
opened apd broken. Pbihpcsmen reformed all Tlu4 
perfuading them tp change ?he n^^rrow Target and 
ihprt Javelin, into a large Buckler iind long Pil» a 
tp ariA their Head$, Bodids, Thigha and Legs % mm 
inftead of loofe skirniiibing, fight firmly, and Foet 
to Foot* After he had brought them all to wear 
^rmour, and by that means into the confidence of 
thinking themfelves now invincible, be turned their 
. wanton riotous Profufiqns in^o an honourable Ejc^ 
pence. \f or being long us'dtQvieinCloaths, Funu«« 
ture of their Houfe9, and Service of their Tables, be 
faw (here was no curing them of this Vanity, no 
^ore than you can cure an inveterate Malady > ha 
therefore endeavoured to divert this Vanity of theirs 
from thefe Superfluities to things ufeliil and lauda^ 
b^e, and quickly prevails upon them to be fparqig 
in their other Expences, that they might make a 
finer Appearance in their warlike Equipage. Nos 
thing then was to be {cen in the Shops nut Phite 
^jeaking or melting down, gilding of Backs and 
Brealts, ftudding Bucklers^ and Bits with' Silver s 
•ISIothing in the pl^es of Exercife, hut Horfe^ ma«)

with great E^aane&. For chef were wonder** 
fully pleas'd with their new Form of Battel^ 
which being To knit and cemented together^ febm*d 
aiiBoft impoflible to be brokjcn^ And then their 
Arms, which for their Riches and Beauty they 
wore with Pleafure, becoming light and t^fy witfi 
conftant ufe, they lotted for nothing mc^ than tto 
ti:y them with an Enemy, and fight in earaefi:. 

The Acbaans at that time were at War with Mi^ 
ehamdas the Tyrant of Lajsed^mr^ who ha^is^ la

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flrong Afiny, watched all oi^pofttinities of becom^ 
ing entire Maftcr of Peloponnefus. Wfcen Intcllt- 
gence ca'me chat he was fallen upoti the' Manfineans^ 
PbihpwmeM prefently cook the Field, and march'd 
towards hitn. They met near Mantinea^ and drew 
np in Sight of the City. Befides the whole Strength 
of their feveral Cities, they Both had a good Num* 
ber of Mercenaries in pay. When they came to 
fell on, Machanidas^ with his hir*d Soldiers, broke 
the Darts and Lances of the Tarentimj which PW- 
hposmen badplac*d in the Front, to cover the ^ri&ie-» 
ins. But when he fhould have charged immediate* 
ly into the main Battel, which flood clofe and firm^ 
hehotly foUow'd theChacej and inftead.of rout- 
ing the Achaam Army, diforder'd his Own. With- 
/ ib untoward a ' Beginning the reft of the Confe- 
derates gave themfelves for loft, but Philapoemm 
feem'd to flight and make it a matter of fmall 
confequeiice^ and dbfervingtheEnemy^sOverfight^ 
'who bfitl lefl their main Body undefended, and the 
Ground clear, would not make head • againft Ma^ 
itanidas fbixt let him purfue the Chace freely, 'till 
be had run himfelf a great dtftance frdm his main' 
Body. Then feeing the Lacedamonians before hiin, 
deferted- by their Horfe, with their- Flanks quite* 
bare, he charged fuddenly, and furpriz'd them with- 
out a Commander, and not fo much as expe£bing 
ah Encounter: For when they faw Macbanidas 
driving thie beaten Enemy before him, they thought 
the Viftory already gained. He overthrew them 
with a great Slaughter, for They report above four 
Thoufand kill'd in the Place; and' then fac'd about 
againft Macbanidas j who was returning with his' 
Mercenaries from the Purfuit. There bapned to. 
be a broad deep Ditch between them, where Both 
ftrove a while, One to get over and fly, the Other to 
hinder him. It bore a rcfcmblance of wild Beafts^ 
forc'd to fight fof their Lives, when preft by fo 
: .:\ . / eager 
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eager aHmikfiiian ^Pbthpaamn^ rathbr tliail of 
Gicnerals in a Field* The Tyrant's Horfc was ' 

mettled and ftrong^ and feeling the bloody Spurs 
in his Sides, ventur'd to take the Ditch. He had 
already planted his hinder feet on the Bank, and 
rais'd his forefeet to leap, when Simtnias znd Polya^ 
nus^ who us'd to fight by the fide of PbilopoBmen^ 
came pp on Uorfe^back to his Afiiilance. But Phi- 
Iqfcmen^ preventing Both, flood Macbanidas Hitn* 
felf} and perceiving that the Horfe with his Head 
high reared, covered his Mailer's Body \ he turned 
his own a little, and ilriking at the Tyrant with all 
his force, tumbled him dead into the Ditch. 

The jlchaansy wonderfully taken with his Va«. 
lour in this fingle Combat, and with his Conduft 
the whble day, fet up his Statue in Brafs at Delpbi^ 
in the Pofture in which he kilPd the Tyrant. The 
Report goes^ that at the Nemaan Games, a little 
after the Viftory, Pbilopamen being then General 
the fecomd time, und.at leifure by reafon of theSo«- 
lemnity, firft fiiew'd the Grecians his Army, drawn; 
up as if they were to fight, with all the Motions 
occurring in a Battel perform'd with wonderful Or* 
der, Strength, and Adivity. After which he 
went into the Theatre, while the Muficians werQ 
fio^in^ for the Prize^ waited on by Geiulemen in 
tj^cjir Leaguer- cloaks, aqd Scarlet Coats, all hand- 
fome Men and in the flower of their Age, and all 
carrying a great rcfpefl: to their General % yet breath-*, 
ing but a nqble Confidence in themielves, raised by 
Ibcceis in many giorious Encounters. At their 
coming in, by chance one Piladesy a Mufician, with . 
a Voice well fuited to the lofty Style of the Poer, 
l^as finging this Verfe out of the Perfians of Srt*; 
wotbeus^ 

Under bis ConduS Greece was free and great . 

The whdle Theatre prcfently caft their Eyes on 

Philopemen^ and fell a clapping with wonderful Joy,

Now it wai with'th^ A^h^Ms^ at with yott^

Tlid 
Soldieri, when any hot Service waa towards) add 
Phihpmmn not at their Head, grew dejeded) and 
looked about for him § but if He once appaar*d^ 
came prefcntly to themfeltea, and reco^r*d thdr 
Confidcoce and Courage. Of which ihek veif 
Enemies being feofible, they could not endure t^ 
look Him in the Face: but, as appeared ia fef^li 
Oceafion% were frighted with his very Nami« 

Philip King of Macii$t$^ thinking to terrific tN 
Jebaans into Subjeftion again, if he could yid 111 
bands of PhUoftnMn^ employed Some prhrauAy tft 
s^affioate him. But the Treacher^ coming to liglt^ j 
be became infamous, and m<MrtaUy hated thi'oiign \ 
all Gtiici. The B^oildms befiegkig Mig^M^^ m 
ready to carry the Town 1^ Storm, upon a gtMitf^ 
Uh Rumour, that PMloprnmn was at hand with IbC' 
cour, run away, and left their fcaU ng Ladder > ill* 
ready faftned to the Walk. NdUs^ (wllo bectM 
Tyrant of L0$€iam$n after the Death of A/ieinS^ 
das) had furpriz^d Mejiffe at a time when PUbfih 
mm was out of Command. He try*d to perfiradtf 
Lyjippm^ then General of the Achams^ to fuccotir 
Mejfene: But not prevailing with hun. beenrfi^btf 
faid the Eflemy being now within, the Race wai 
irrecoverably toft^ he refolvMto goHitnfelf, witlH 
out Order or Commiffion, but foUow^d b^ I& 4Wft 
Citizens, who went all with him %i thetf General 
by Commiffion ftom Nature, (t) which b^deereed

AU hitherto makes for the Praife and Honour of 
PkUofmmen.

Wftrdife, in (hunning to fight a dangerous Enemy^ 
or dfe ef an unfeaipnable Vanity in courting the 
Praife of Foreigners at fuch a time. For the A&- 

fiUp$Uf0ns were then fb prefs'dy that the Enemy

at iheir Gates, they were forced to keep themfelvei

And he flying firom a War at home, and command*

However , the ' MegahpolHs^i 
thinking theioUekes betrayed, took it (o ill^ tha^ 
they were about to bani(h him;' But the Acbitaiu 
dafh'd that defign^ hy fending theif Prsetor Arifit^ 
netus to Megalopolis^ who^ thp' he were at difFe"* 
rence with Pbilopmmen about Affairs of the Coilx^ 
inonweakh, yet would not fuflFer him td be (»« 
nifh'd. . Philoposmen being upon thi^ account out of 
favour with his Citizens, drew off divers of the 
' little neighbouring Places from obeying them^ put- 
ting it in.their Heads to fay, that from thebegianing 
they were not fubjeft to their Taxes, or Laws, oi 
any way under their Command. In thefe Pretencet 
he open]y took their parr, and at the fame thsA 
fomented Seditions in the City v^gnn^ iht Acbsanu 
But thefe things happened a while after. 

While he ifaid in Crete^ in the Service of ♦the 
Gortyniansj he. made War not like a PehponnefiM 
or Arcadian^ fairly in the open Fifcld, but fought 
with them at their own Weapons, and turning 
their Stratagems and Tricks, againll Themfelves^ 
foon made them fee that they w^re only good-ae 
low Craft , and were but Children . to an expe-^ 
rienc*d Soldier, Having manag'd it then with 
great Bravery^ and great Reputation to Himfelf, he 
return'd \nto Pelopomiefus^ where he found Philip 
beaten by 7*.^uintius^ andiVi&rj at War both with 
the Romans and Acbaans. He was prefently chofed 
General againlt Nabis hxxi venturing to fight by 
Sea, feetn'd to have fplit upon the fameRock with 
Epaminondas^ and by aSuccefs very different from the 
general Expefkation^ and his own Fame, loft much 
of his former Repuation. But for Epaminondas^ 
Some report he was backward bydelign, to difguft 
his Countrymen with the Sea, left of good Soldiers, 
they (hould by little "and little turn, as Plato fays,* 
ill Mariners : And therefore return'd from AJic^ 
and tlie Iflands, without doing any thing to the 
. . ' purpofe.

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parpofe, Whereas Pbihpvmn thinking his Skill 
in Land-fervice would prevail likewife at Sea, (i) 
only learnt what a Share Experience has in making 
our Courage fuccefsful, and how much it imports 
in the Management of things to be accuftomed ta * 
them: For He was not only put to the worft in the 
Fight for want of Skill, but having rigg'd up an 
old Ship, which had been a famous VeCTcl torty 
Years before, and ihipp'd his Citizens in her, (he 
foundring, he had like to have loft them All. Buc 
then finding the Enemy, as if he had been driven 
out of the Sea, had, in contempt of him, befieged 
Gj^tbetm^ he prefently fet fail again, and taking them 
unexpe&edly, di(pers*d, and carelefs after the Vi&o^ 
Vfy lancled in the Night, burnt their Camp, and 
kiird a great Number of them. 

A few Days after, as he was marching thro^ 
rough and narrow Paflages, Nahis came fuddenly 
upon him^ Ttie Jcb^eans were difmay*d, and in fo 
ftrait a Place, and which was feized by the Enemy, 
defpair'd to get off with Safety. Philopamen made 
a little halt, and when he had viewM the Ground,- 
made it appear, that the greateft thing in War it

Tliere wm noe a 
Man amongft them that Wootd oadenafte tc^ neo^ 
lion the matter to hkn, but erery one exeufing 
bimfelf, sad (hifting k off to bit PeKow, tbcy laid 
it at hft on Ttmotausy wkb wbom Pbih^mmm had 
lod^*d at Sparta, ftmofaas eame co Migtribp^isj and 
was entertainM b^ Pbihfcmemy bat ftnkk inta Ad- 
miration with bfs grnre manner of Difcourfir^ hie 
thrifty attd upright way of Kring, judg'd him not 
a Mao to be tempted, and fi>, pretending other 
Bufineisy return'd wirhont a Word mentioned of 
the Prefimr.

and then went himfcFf to Sparta^ where he advised 
tbem not to bribe |;0(^i ilfby, and their Friends^ of 
whofe Virtue they xnx^t be fure wkhout Gtlarge 
to themfdvesj; but buy off and filence Hi Gitiacm^ 
who were perpetually difquieting the Gity witft 
their (editions Speeches in: the Senate, or to the 
Pieople. For it was better to bar Liberty of 
Speech in Enemies, than in Friends. Thus it ap- 
peared bow much Pbilopmmen. was above Bribery.

' ies three hundred and fifty Citizens to death, raz'd 
the Walls, took away a good part of their Terri* 
pry, and laid it to the Megalopolitansj forced out 
of the Country, and carried into jlcbaia^ All who 
had been made free of Sparta by Tyrants, except 
fhree thoufand who would not fubmit to Banim- 
ment. Thofe he fold for Slaves, and with the Mo- 
ney, as if to infult over them, built a JPorch at Me^ 
galopolis^ Laftly, unworthily trampling upon the 
Lacedamomans in their Calamities, and even glutting 
his Hatred witb a moft eruel and inhuman Adion »

But tbe Rmam pillaged their 
Ounp, feizM upon their Wealth and Slaves, and 
becoming abfolute Matters of thbfe Straits, era*' 
vers*d over all Efirus\ but with foch Order sund 
Difcipline, with fuch Temperance and Moderatidn^ 
that thoush they were far from the Sea, at a great 
diftance ^om their Veflels, knd ftinted of their 
Inontbly allowance of Corn, and the like Provifion^, 
Und wanting the Opportunities of Markets ta f ur* 
Ai(h themfelves from ) yt t plundered they no< the 
Countrvj which had Proviuons enough of all forts 
in it. TotfUus receiving Intelligence xh^t PUlip 
Irather fled than mtrch'd through tbeJpUy^ that )m 
fbrc*d the Inhabitants frohi the Towns to take 
ihelter in the Mountains, that the Towns themfclvet 
he burnt down, that a great part of 'their Gobda^ 
•which for theQuantity or Cumbevfwinefs of them 
they could not carry with them, was given upm Ptaii^ 
der to his Troops $ infomuch thtet tbe whole Coua^ 
try in a manner was quitted to tbe Roman Army: 
He therefore was very defirous, and intreated bih 
Soldiers, that they would pafs thro' it as tbeir own, 
as a Place put into their Hands $ and indeed tlie^ 
Quickly perceived by the Event, what Ben^t th'd^ 
derived from that Orderlintfs. For thejr no fooimr 
Tet Foot in tbejkfyj but the Cities Surrender to bimr^ 
and the Grecians^ within the Pyke^ did pctik&lf 
long for, and 'were ifiitc tranfported with a2Lead of 
Committing themleives into thebands of 7//lrx^ . The 
jtcbaans not only broke their League with Philip^ 
|>ut, at the fame time, voted to joinwitb the ^#- 
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mams ia aStiial Arms againfl^ bhfi* At fbv thttfpuni^ 
tines I ihe JSfolians (who cbo* they then a£be(fwich 
a mighty Forward ncfs and Valour in Confederacy 
with the Ramans) did ftrongly foUicitThem topuc 
their City under Their Prbtc&ion, (i) but they em* 
brac*d not the Prop ofit ion ^ but fending for Tttus^ 
they intruded and commited themfelves to Him. 

Ic is reported of Pyrrhus^ that when at the firft 
from an ad )acent Hill or Watch-To wer^ which gave 
bim a full Profpc£l: of the Roman Army, he defcfy'd 
theni fo orderly drawn up, hefliould openly declare, 
^' be efpied no Barbarity in the Barbarians Ranks^ 
All that came near Tttus^ could not chufc but fay 
iS much of him, at their firft view.- For They who' 
had been told by the Macedonians of an Invader at 
the Head of a Barbarian Army, carrying every 
where Slavery and DeftruAionon bis Sword's Pointi 
when in lieu of fuch an one^ they meet a Man, in thef 
Flower of his Age, of a graceful Afpeft, and full 
of Humanity, a Grecian.in his Voice and Language^ 
tnd a Lover of true Honour, they were moft won** 
derfully pltas*d and fatisfied in him) and when they 
left him, they fill'd the Cities and all Places where 
they came with a Value and Efteem for him i as. 
recconiqg they had now got a Leader to Liberty^. 
And when afterwards Philip made as if he would 
coodefcend to Terms of Peace, ^tus came, and made 
% Tender to him of Peace and Friendfhip, upon 
Condition that the Grecians be left to their own 
X«aws and Liberties, and that he withdraw his 
Gt^trifomA This he refufed to comply with« But 
^QW after thefe eafie Propofals^ the general Vogue 
of All, even of the Favourers and Partifaos of Philip^ 
was, that the Romans came not to fight againll, 
?but for the Grecians^ and againft the Macedonians^

• TitiUius to Thraccy to fee the Garrifods of PbUip re- 
moved out of the Towns and Iflands there i Pid^ 
lius Julius fct fail in order to the treating with jfth 
.tiochus about the Freedom ,of the; Grecians uodar 
Him. 7'itus Himfelf pafled pa to CbMcis^ and after 
iailing thence to Magnejia^ he difmantled the Gai^ 
rifons there, and furrendered the Government iato 
the People's Hands. At jirges he was cbofen Jud^ 
.or Moderator of the Nemaan Games^ and did hts 
part in the Management of that Solemnity extraor- 
dinary well. There he made a fecond Publication 
by the Cryer of Liberty to \\it Grecians : And ftill 
through all the Cities as he pafled, he prefled upon 
them conformity, to their Laws, ^ conuant praftiee 
qfjultice, Unity and FriendjlbipPne. toward; iVp^ 

ther^ 
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^h«r; mie SeditioiK among them he quelled, the 
Baniflied he brought home} and in fliorc, hisCon« 
queft oyer xht 'MoCfianiaHs^ gave him not a more 
Tenfible pleafure, than to find himfelf fuccefsful in 
reconciling Greeks with Qn$ki^ (1)^0 that tb^ir 
iLiberty feemM now the leafl part of the Kindnefs he 
conferred upon them. 

The Story goes, that when Lycurgui the Oratof 
liad refcued XejtQcrates the Philofopher from ther 
Collc&ors who were Hurrying him away to Prifonj 
for the Mefceciay ( Taxes which Strangers refiding at 
jttbtns were to pay) and profecuted them at Law 
for the Affront offered to the Philofopher, he after- 
wards meeting the Children of Zy^«r^«j, Cbildrenf 
fay t he, I am not behind- hand with your Father in pmnt 
ef Gratitude ; for all the fForld cries him up for what he 
did for me. But the Returns which attended ^tus 
^uintius and the Romans for theif Beneficence to 
the Greeks^ terminated not in empty Praifes only i 
for thefe Proceedings gained them a ceferved Credit 
4in4 Truit in the World, and opened a new door to 
Empire. For now many Nations hot only admitted 
of the Governours fet over them by Rome^ but 
tcvcn fent and entreated to be under their Prote- 
.&ion.. Neither was this done by the Populacy alone, 
, by fome petty CommonweaUhs, or fingle Cities ^ but 
JCings opprefs'd by Kings caft themfelves into their 
;protcfting hand. Infomuch that in a very (hort 
.time, (tho' perchance not without the Finger of 
.God in it) all the World did Homage to them. 7i- 
r'tus alfo valued himfelf mod upon the Liberty he 
ireftored to Greece \ for having dedicated Silver Tar^ 
zgets together with hrs own Shield, to Apollo zt

and above the one thoufand Talents which Philip 
owed, and which the Romans were afterwards pre- 
vail'd upon, but chiefly by the Agency and Medi- 
ation of fituSy to remit to Philip^ withal declaring 
him their Ally and Confederate, and fending him 
home his Hoicage-Son. 

After This, jlntiocbus made an Expedition into 
Greeice attended with a numerous Fleet, and power* v 
ful Army, folliciting the Citieis there to Sedition 
and Rebellion : The M/£tolians did abet and fecond 
Iiimj for they of a long time had born a Gnidgc 
andfecret Enmity to the Romans^ znd now (uggeAcd 
as a Caufe and Pretext for the War, that He came 
to bring the Grecians Liberty | when alas, they 
never Icfs wanted it, for they were free bcforc-5 but, 
for want of a more fmooth and fpecious pretence, 
they put into his Mouth a Word of the neareft anti 
deareft Import. The Romans^ in the Interim (fear- 
ing fromThem an InfurreAion and Revolt 3 and, from 
Him;' the Reputation of his PuilTance) difpatch*d 
away the Coiiful Manius Anilius to take the charge 
of the War, ^'xth rtg^sd 10 jlntiocbusi and T'ituSy as 
Emballador, out of regard to the Grecians \ Some 
of whom he no fooner faw but he confirm'd them 
in the Roman Interefts: Others who began to falter 
(like a Phyfician that prefcribes Remedies in time, 
before the Difeafe feize the Vitals) he underprop'd 
and kept their AfFcftions and Good-will they had 
born to him, from warping. Some few there were 
whom the MtoUans were before-hand with, and 
had fo wholly tainted and perverted, that he could 
do no good on them ^ yetThcfe, howfoever angry 
and exafperated he was againft them before, he 
faved and protcflcd, when the Engagement was

But Titus dill fo deeply refented bis Brother's 
degrading, that he flruck in with Thofe who had 
born along Grudge to Cato*y and winning over a 
major part of the Senate to him, he revoked and 
made void all the Contrads, Leafes, and Bargains 
made formerly by Cato^ relating to the publick Re- 
venues, and Itirr'd up many and violent A&ionsand 
Accufacions againft \yim : But how well, and how 
like a good Citi2en, I know not, mt a Perfon to 
refervc an inveterate Hatred againft a lawful Magi* 
ilratf*, an excellent Commonwealths-man, and in 
the Caufe of a private Man, who ftood indeed related 
to him, but unworthy to be fo, and a Man that bad 
but his Defert. But notwithftanding all This, when 
afterwards a Show was exhibited to the Ptoplc in 
the Theatre, the Senators fitting orderly up above as 
they were v/onx^ Lucius was fpy'd at the lowercnd, 
fet in a mean difhonourable place; It made an Itn- 
preflloh upon the People, nor could they longer en- 
dure the ught, but fet a crying, Up, Up, Up, 'till 
he was got in among thofe of Confular Dignity^ 
who received him into their Seat. The natural Am- 
bition oiTitus was well enough looked upon by the 
World, whilft the Wars we have given a Relation of 
afforded competent Fuel to feed it, as when after 
the Expiration of his Confulfhip he accepted of a 
Military Tribunefhip, tho* nobody preffed it upon

But 
they oblerved ib wide a Difparity in this Deportment 
of TitMSy that they reviled him, as one who had 
lit his Sickle into other Mens Corci, and had 
id his Hands upon dead Corps. Not but cfaac 
there were Some who put a betterConftra&ion upon, 
and applauded the A^fiion, who look*d upon a lit - 
iog H4mmb4d as Fire, which Vlrancied only Bellows 
cobiow it into a Flame. For when he was in the 
I^rimeand Flower of hie Age, it was tot his Body, 
it wtts not his Hand that ftruck Terror imp the ifo- 
A^ E^les, but his Head-j^oe, kii Bxperienco 
4iiiaokiil in martial Affairs^ JMied with'aniitnace 
nialice and inveterate rancour againft the Roman 
Kame^ which Age could not impair. For the 

Temper 
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Temper and bent of the Soul keeps to its Pole, and 
participates of the fame Nature ftilir But Fortune 
varies her Points, and even in her greateft Declina- 
tion, (he tempts with new hopes of Succ^fs, all 
ftich whom Hatred and Revenge keep ready lifted 
for'Aftion. And what followed not long after, 
made ftill farther to the Juftifitation of 7i- 
tm. For fir ft, Arifionicus^ the Son of a Fidlcr^s 
Daughter, upon the Reputation of being the natu- 
ral Son of Eumenesy fiird all jfjia with Tumults 
•ttd Rebellion. Then again, Mithridatesj after a 
Total Rout given him by Sylla and Fimbria^ and fo 
vaft a Slaughter, as well among his prime Officers, 
as common ^Soldiers, made head again againft Im^ 
^IluSy with a puiflant Army both by Sea and Land. 
Befides, Hannibal was never reduced to fo coh- 
lemptible a State as Cam Mariusy for the former had 
ft)fnething referved to him, the Amity of ^a King, a 
Penfionand Subfift^nce under him, a great Acquain- 
tance which the Officers employed in the Fleet and 
Army of Prufias. Wherfeas the condition of M^-^ 
rius was fo defpicable, as to be look'd upon by 
Rome with Laughter and Contempt, whilfl: he v^an- 

* dcr'd about Africa dcftitute and beggarly : And yet 
a little after, when in their own Streets their Backs 
were cxpofed to the Rods, and their Necks to the 
Ax, they proftrated themfelvies to the fame Marim. 
So that there is nothing either Great or Little at 
this Moment which will hold fo to all Futurity 5 for 
nothing puts an end to the mutability and vicif- 
iitude of things, but what does fo to their very Be- 
ing: Some therefore tell us, that TiVir^ did not This 
of bis own head, but that he was joined in 0001- 
miffion with Lucius Scipio^ and that the whole Af- 
fair of the Embafly was to efFcft HannibaVs Death. 
But now that we find no farther Mention in Hiftory,

Thi Comparifon 0f T. Q. Flamiifius with 

Philopcemen* 

FIRST, if .we confider the Extenfivcncfs of 
the Benefits conferred by Jitus on Greece^ wc 
fliall find that neither Pbilopafnen^ nor many braver 
Men than He, are able to ftand in Competition with 
jiim. For They were all Gfeeks warring againft 
Greeks^ (i ) vo^hcte^ F/aminiusi^ tho*himfclf i^o Greek^ 
fought in defence oiGrecians. {%) And at a time when 
Phihpcemen unable toaflift hisFcUow^CitizeQS, who 
iitrere clofely befieged, and reduced tothelaftEjE- 
tremity, pafied over into Cr$te^ then did Ttius^ bjr 
a Dd^eat given to Philip in the Heart oiGmce^ Qjc 
both Them and all their Cities free. Again, if we 
examine into the Battels fought by each of tbem^ 
PbilopGemen^ whilft he was the JtthaMs jGeneral^ 
ilew more Grecians J thain TiVii^^ in aiding the Greciam^ 
dcyif Macedonians . As to their Failings, Ambition 
was Titus^s Weak- fide,- and Obitinzcy PhihpnemeM^s 2 
In the Former, Anger was eafily kindled 5 in the 
Other, it was as hardly (quenched. For fituszS^ 
tcr he had conquered Philip left him in Pofleffion 
of his Royal Dignity $ befides, he pardoned the^« 
toliansy and ftood their Friend again: But Pishpo^
